REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

Senator  Kopacz  explained  the  proper  procedure  ro  bring  an 
issue  to  the  Executive  Committee,  which  meets  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  Senate  meeting.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  co  the 
September  9,  1991,  minutes.  There  being  no  additions  or 
corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT: DR.  FtJNDRRBURK 

The  President  report.ed  on  the  current  status  of  the  thi^ee  EKU 
Ex-ended  Cainpus  Centers.  A  hearing  was  held  in  London  .on  September 
23,  1991,  on  the  proposed  UK  Community  College  in  that  area.  Dr. 
Funderburk  explained  the  history  of  the  Cenrer  concepu.  At  the 
mee-ing  no  elected  official  registered  or  signed  up  to  speak  for  a 
community  college  in  London.  The  Council  on  Higher  Education  will 
decide  this  issue  on  November  4,  1991. 

Dr.  Funderburk  indicated  that  if  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education  follows  its  own  strategic  plan,  it  will  not  approve  the 
new  community  college  for  "hat  area.  The  Council's  plan  calls  for 
Cen-ers  to  take  care  of  accessibility  needs  of  the  state  un-il  such 
time  as  the  needs  cannot  be  met  by  Centers,  and  then  a  community 
college  can  be  considered.  The  ne.xt  phase  of  this  issue  will  occur 
in  the  general  assembly. 

Dr.  Funderburk,  Bruce  Bonar,  and  Kenneth  Henson  appeared 
before  the  Joint  Education  Committee  of  the  Kentucky  House  and 
Senate  to  talk  about  education  reform.  Dr.  Funderburk  gave  the 
overview,  and  Henson  and  Eonar  spoke  on  the  subject. 


Dr.  Funderburk  appeared  before  the  Council  on  Higher  Education 
Finance  Committee  to  present  our  1932-1994  budget  request.  Dr. 
Funderburk  indicated  that  there  will  be  several  more  appearances 
within  the  next  four  to  six  months. 

Dr.  Funderburk  stated  that  Senator  Calitri  indicated  that  the 
Wellness  Center  is  open  and  available  for  use.  A  brochure  has  been 
distributed  to  each  member  of  the  Senate. 

RKPORT  FROM  THE  KXECTJTIVS  COhflllTTEE:   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

Senator  Hopacz  stated  that  the  University  routinely  bestows  an 
honorary  degree  at  Commencement  ceremonies  in  May  and  August.  The 
Committee  that  selects  the  recipients  will  be  meeting  soon,  so  the 
Faculty  is  requested  to  make  nominations  new.  Lefcers  of 
nomination  should  be  sent  to  President  Funderburk.  Senator  Kopacz 
will  be  sending  out  a  letter  to  all  faculty  requesting  nominations. 

Senator  Kopacz  indicated  that  at  the  September  23  Executive 
Committee  meeting  Ward  Wright  was  appointed  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee

Senator  Stebbins  made  a  motion  that  the  Senate  Executive 
Committee  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  existing  policy 
regarding  student  grade  appeal  and  recommend  revisions  it  deems 
appropriate.

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on 
Monday,  November  4,  1991,  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell 
Building.  The  Acting  Senate  Chair,  Ward  Wright,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

-    APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Acting  Chair  Wright  -called  for  additions  and  corrections  to 
the  October  7,  1991,  minutes.  There  being  none,  the  minutes  were 
approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  a  Council  of  Higher  Education  (CHE) 
meeting  he  had  attended  earlier  in  the  day.  It  was  not  a  good  day 
for  Eastern.  The  Council  voted  against  its  staff  recommendation  to 
establish  a  full  Extended  Campus  Center  at  London/Corbin  and 
Manchester.  The  Council  approved  by  a  10-5  vote  to  let  Somerset 
Community  College  establish  an  extended  campus  center  in  the  London 
area.  According  to  Dr.  Funderburk  the  CHE  has  lost  credibility 
with  the  regional  universities.  Eastern  followed  all  criteria  and 
policies  of  the  Council  in  establishing  extended  campus  centers, 
but  apparently  the  CHE  will  not  follow  the  recommendation  of  its 
o'MTi  s-aff .  Dr.  Funderburk  saw  this  event  as  a  potentially  divisive 
issue  ir.  higher  education  as  the  1992  General  Assembly  approaches. 
Eastern  3  response  to  this  setback  will  be  to  continue  to  serve  the 
people  zz  Its  region  with  the  best  possible  low-cost,  high-quality 
programs . 


Dr.  Funderburk  next  mentioned  the  CHE  response  to  state 
government  mandated  budget  cuts  for  higher  education.  The  Council 
did  not  approve  any  higher  education  budget  requests  to  the 
executive  branch.  The  decision  about  the  budget  will  be  made  later 
in  the  month.  This  postponement  in  part  reflects  the  great 
uncertainty  in  state  revenues.  President  Funderburk  stated  that  it 
is  highly  unlikely  that  the  CHE  will  recommend  100%  of  formula 
funding.  With  recent  budget  cuts  Eastern  is  21.69%  below  full 
formula  funding. 

He  stated  that  Western  Kentucky  University  at  the  Council 
meeting  asked  that  its  proposal  to  establish  a  doctoral  program  in 
education  be  deferred  to  a  later  meeting. 

The  President  then  reported  on  Eastern's  budget  cut.  Eastern 
was  cut  51  of  its  state  appropriation,  or  $2.65  million.  Higher 
education  absorbed  37%  of  all  state  agency  budget  cuts.  Eastern's 
administration  has  taken  every  precaution  to  protect  the  quality  of 
its  academic  programs.  Right  now  no  one  will  be  laid  off  or  asked 
to  refund  part  of  his  or  her  salary.  All  budget  heads  were  asked 
to  be  extra  conservative  until  March  31st.  Eastern  will  weather 
the  storm  better  than  most  state  universities  because  of  sound 
fiscal  management. 

Dr.  Funderburk  accepted  questions.  He  felt  that  a  very 
dangerous  precedent  was  set  in  allowing  community  colleges  to  open 
expended  campus  centers  throughout  the  state.  He  viewed  this  as  a 
direct  threat  to  regional  universities  and  wants  to  investigate  the. 
curriculum  of  community  colleges.  He  felt  some  of  the  community 
college  200  level  courses  might  in  fact  be  senior  level  courses. 
He  also  stated  that  Eastern  has  contingency  plans  in  case  more 
state  budget  cuts  are  made. 

REPORT  FHOM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   ACTING  CHAIR  WRIGHT 

Senator  Wright  stated  that  at  its  meeting  on  October  21,  1991, 
the  Executive  Committee  considered  the  following  items: 

1.  Appointments  to  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Student  Grade  Appeal 
were  Robert-  Burkhart,  John  Gump,  Pat  Jarczewski,  Marijo 
Levan,  and  Robert  Stebbins. 

2.  .A  request  that  Agenda  Materials  be  sent  to  department 

chairs  in  an  attempt  to  make  these  materials  more  easily 
accessible  to  faculty  who  are  not  in  the  Senate  was 
discussed.  Current  practice  is  to  send  Agendas  to  all 
faculty,  but  accompanying  Agenda  Materials  only  to 
Senators.  In  the  future,  in  addition  to  the  notice  at  the 
bottom  of  the  agenda  inviting  all  faculty  members  to 
meetings,  there  will  also  be  a  notice  stating  that  agenda 
materials  are  available  from  Senators. 


3.  Due  dates  for  Committee  reports  were  listed:  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  Study  Extended  Campus  Teaching--Apri 1  1991, 
Merit  Pay  Committee--April  1991,  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to 
Study  University  Student  Disciplinary  Policies  and 
Practices--December  1991,  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in 
Research--December  1991,  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Student 
Grade  Appeal-March  1992. 

REPORT  FHOM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  KUHN 

Senator  Kuhn  reported  that  the  Board  of  Regents  met  on  October 
12,  1991,  and  approved  personnel  matters,  approved  establishment  of 
the  President's  List  to  recognize  students  with  a  4.0  grade  point 
average,  approved  goals  the  Senate  had  previously  approved  for 
academic  advising,  adopted  a  resolution  in  support  of  Extended 
Campus  Centers,  and  adopted  a  resolution  thanking  AT&T  for  a  major 
grant  in  computer  hardware.  The  grievance  policy  that  the  Senate 
passed  last  spring  was  sent  to  the  Executive  and  Academic  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  Board  along  with  suggested  changes  from  the 
Council  of  Deans  and  the  University  Counsel.

Senator  Engle  asked  that  if  any  Senator  is  going  to  be  gone 
during  the  spring  semester  to  make  sure  that  he  or  she  is  replaced 
te.Tiporarily  so  that  the  college  department  will  have  full 
representation. 

Committee  on  the  Budget:   Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  said  that  the  Committee  met  on  October  29,  1991 
to  discuss  the  problem  of  high  costs  to  academic  units  for  on- 
campus  professional  activities.  The  committee  met  with  Vice- 
Presidents  Schwendemen  and  Baldwin,  Lucy  Nelson,  Director  of 
Special  Programs,  and  Greg  Hopkins,  Director  of  Food  Services,  to 
discuss  this  matter. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS:   SENATOR  ENZIE

The  Senate  Chair,  Paula  Kopacz,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  3:30  p.m.

!  APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
November  4,  1991,  minutes.  President  Funderburk  requested  the 
following  change  in  the  minutes:  in  the  "Report  From  the 
President"  eliminate  the  third  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  and 
add  "in  addition  to  our  centers  at  Corbin  and  Manchester"  at  the 
end  of  the  next  sentence;  also  add  that  the  vote  was  10-6.  In  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  report  change  "senior"  level  courses  to 
"junior"  level  courses.  No  further  changes  were  made.  Minutes 
were  approved  as  corrected. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  Council  on  Higher  Education  met  on  Wednesday,  November  13, 
1991,  to  look  at  budget  recommendations  for  higher  education. 
After  looking  at  several  alternatives,  the  Council  recommended  a 
budget  of  one-hundred  percent  of  average  funding  to  the  governor. 
The  report  of  the  July  through  November  state  revenue  collection 
will  be  crucial  to  all  state  agencies  in  budget  planning. 

President  Funderburk  recently  attended  the  American 
Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  (AASCU)  meeting. 
Most  talk  centered  around  the  financial  situation  in  most  states, 
which  sounded  like  the  1981  recession  all  over  again.  On  the 
positive  side,  the  Knight  Commission  report  encouraged  presidents 
to  attend  NCAA  meetings  and  to  try  to  keep  the  reform  movement 


alive  in  intercollegiate  athletics. 

President  Funderburk  also  mentioned  that  as  a  result  of  the 
Knight  Commission  report  and  recent  problems  encountered  within  the 
NCAA,  there  is  a  movement  toward  certifying  intercollegiate 
athletic  programs.  Currently,  a  pilot  study  program  is  underway  in 
thirty  NCAA  schools.  Today,  various  accrediting  agencies  are 
attempting  to  get  much  more  involved  in  looking  at  intercollegiate 
athletics . 

The  President  stated  that  educational  reform  was  the  major 
topic  discussed  at  the  AASCU  meeting.  He  referred  to  a  recently 
published  AASCU  report,  "Teach  America,"  which  in  part  states  that 
schools  can  not  change  until  teachers  change  and  teachers  can  not 
change  until  teacher  preparation  programs  change.  In  some  states, 
notably  Texas,  an  alternative  route  to  the  classroom  has  been 
developed.  Some  college  graduates  having  taken  a  minimum  number  of 
education  courses  and  without  receiving  a  degree  in  education  are 
being  granted  state  certification  and  allowed  to  teach.  This  is  a 
trend  that  will  continue  and  significantly  affect  many  colleges  of 
education.  The  President  will  place  a  copy  of  "Teach  America"  at 
the  College  of  Education. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  election  for  Faculty  Recent  will  take 
place  in  the  spring.  The  term  will  run  from  April  1,  1992,  through 
March  31,  1995.  The  chairperson  of  the  Election  Committee  is 
Senator  Allen  Engle.  Nominating  petitions  will  be  officially 
available  at  the  beginning  of  January  in  the  Department  of  Business 
Administration,  Room  215  of  the  Combs  Classroom  Building.  The 
deadline  for  nominating  petitions  to  be  returned  to  the  Election 
Committee  is  January  31st.      ,; 

As  in  the  past,  the  Senate  will  sponsor  for\ams  at  which  the 
Regent  candidates  will  present  their  views.  These  forums  will  be 
held  on  two  separate  days.  They  will  be  set  up  after  the  petitions 
are  in  next  semester,  and  the  Chair  will  report  to  the  Senate  the 
dates  for  each  forum  as  well  as  balloting  dates. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT;   SENATOR  KUHN 

No  report  was  given. 

'  REPORTS  FROM  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Committee  on  the  Budget:   Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  the  Budget  Committee  met  on 
October  29,  1991,  to  discuss  the  problem  of  high  costs  to  academic 
units  for  food  services  for  on-campus  professional  activities. 
Both  Food  Services  and  Special  Programs  are  required  to  be  self- 


supporting  and  are  expected  to  generate  funds  for  the  university. 
Thus,  increases  in  charges  from  both  are  necessary  to  keep  up  with 
rising  operational  costs. 

Senator  Kuhn  questioned  the  Board  of  Regents  '  control  over 
section  #3  of  the  report  concerning  the  word  "set"  in  reference  to 
rental  fees  at  the  Perkins  Building.  The  word  "set"  should  be 
changed  to  "approved." 

Legislative  Committee:   Senator  W.  Wright 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  the  Legislative  Committee  met  on 
November  19,  1991,  with  Representative  Moberly.  He  anticipates 
that  higher  education  will  never  see  the  $31  million  it  has  to  give 
up.  Only  Human  Resources  and  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
may  come  out  unaffected.  Higher  education  in  the  first  year  of 
biennium  appropriations  will  have  a  stand  pat  budget,  with  modest 
increase  for  the  second  year  of  the  biennium.  The  Legislative 
Committee  wants  a  Faculty  Senate-sponsored  meeting  with 
Representative  Moberly  in  the  second  week  of  February. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Student  Disciplinary  Practices:   Dr.  Hilton 

Dr.  Hilton  reported  that  the  Committee  concentrated  on  study- 
ing the  university's  current  probation  policy.  He  cited  examples 
of  some  students'  being  able  to  go  through  almost  to  their  senior 
year  without  achieving  a  2.0  grade  point  average.  He  pointed  out 
that  there  are  several  dynamic  changes,  such  as  the  University 
Writing  Requirement  and  a  stiffer  repeat  policy,  taking  place  on 
campus  to  improve  academic  progress  of  students.  The  Committee 
also  found  that  the  current  dismissal  policy  does  have  an  impact. 

Dr.  Hilton  stated  that  the  Committee  has  learned  that  the 
Council  of  Deans,  after  lengthy  investigation,  has  submitted  a 
revision  in  the  probation  policy  to  the  Council  on  Academic 
Affairs.  The  revision  calls  for  a  stiffer  standard  in  notifying 
students  of  lack  of  academic  progress.  The  Committee  endorses  the 
Deans'  proposal  pending  before  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs  and 
will  report  back  to  the  Senate  on  the  Council's  decision.  The 
Committee  does  not  want  to  deny  any  student  an  opportunity  to 
achieve  an  education,  but  it  does  expect  students  to  meet  certain 
standards . 

Senator  W.  Wright  moved  that  the  Senate  Executive  Committee 
appoint  a  committee  to  develop  recommendations  for  a  program  to 
meet  the  needs  of  students  on  academic  warning  or  probation.  This 
study  should  include,  but  need  not  be  restricted  to,  determining 
the  need  for  appeal  procedures,  special  counseling,  and  other 
supportive  resources.  The  objective  of  the  study  is  to  enhance  the 
opportunities  of  these  students  to  be  restored  to  normal  status. 


The  Committee  will  report  to  the  Senate  at  its  April  1992  meeting. 
Senator  Laird  seconded  the  motion.   The  motion  was  approved. 

Ad  Hoc  Study  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research:   Dr.  Messerich 

Dr.  Messerich  reported  that  the  committee  divided  the  topic 
into  two  areas.  Currently,  the  committee  is  focusing  its  attention 
on  the  use  of  animals  and  humans  in  research  on  campus.  At  a  later 
date  the  committee  will  investigate  practices  employed  in  reporting 
scholarly  and  research  achievements  within  the  university.  The 
focal  point  of  the  present  study  is  to  see  how  the  two  university 
committees  that  deal  with  use  of  human  and  animal  subjects  in 
research  operate,  especially  within  various  federal  guidelines  and 
standards.  The  committee  has  developed  a  survey  document  to 
determine  how  much  human  and  animal  research  is  being  conducted  on 
campus,  what  impact  full  implementation  of  federal  standards  would 
have  on  research,  what  should  be  done  at  a  departmental  level  in 
dealing  with  university  level  research  standards,  and  how  existing 
rules  or  guidelines  might  be  changed.  The  committee  will  report 
the  survey  results  and  make  recommendations  next  semester. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Miller  made  a  motion  to  extend  the  charge  and  change 
the  name  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Study  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  to 
include  Ethics  in  Teaching.  This  extension  is  meant  1)  to  evaluate 
the  University's  current  attempts  to  address  ethical  issues  in 
teaching,  and  2)  to  make  any  recommendations  the  committee  finds 
appropriate  regarding  ethics  in  teaching  at  EKU.  The  Ad  Hoc  Study 
Committee  will  submit  a  report  on  ethics  in  teaching  at  the  April 
1992  meeting  of  the  Senate.   Senator  Freed  seconded  the  motion. 

A  lengthy  discussion  of  the  motion  followed  and  'centered  on 
the  questions  of  academic  freedom,  possible  punitive  nature  of  the 
motion,  how  to  measure  ethics  and  develop  a  code  of  ethics,  and 
length  of  time  for  the  committee  to  report  its  findings.  Senator 
W.  Wright  moved  to  amend  Senator  Miller's  motion  to  read  that  a  new 
committee  be  formed  to  study  specifically  Ethics  in  Teaching. 
Senator  Mohanty  seconded  the  motion.  The  amendment  failed  by  a 
standing  vote. 

A  second  amendment  to  Senator  Miller's  motion  was  proposed  by 
Senator  W.  Wright  to  change  the  completion  date  of  the  committee's 
report  from  April  1992  to  April  1993.  Senator  Duncan  seconded  the 
motion.   The  amendment  passed  by  a  non-unanimous  voice  vote. 

Further  discussion  ensued  about  the  need  to  enlarge  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee,  what  is  really  being  reviewed  (ethics  or  procedures), 
the  need  to  have  the  committee  represent  as  many  academic 
disciplines  as  possible,  and  how  ethics  affect  collegiality  and 
professionalism.   The  motion  passed  by  a  standing  vote.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
December  2,  1991,  minutes.  No  changes  were  made.  Minutes  were 
approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  several  bills  that  are  before  the 
General  Assembly  that  concern  higher  education.  The  Board  or 
Scorsone  Bill  has  to  do  with  changes  in  appointing  members  to 
governing  boards  of  public  institutions  of  higher  education.  It 
was  on  a  fast  track  but  has  slowed  down.  A  bill  introduced  by 
Senator  Ed  Ford  primarily  concerns  increased  emphasis  on 
accountability.  Eastern  Kentucky  University  is  currently  doing  a 
lot  of  things,  especially  reporting  to  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education,  called  for  in  this  bill. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  main  bill  before  the  General 
Assembly  is  the  governor's  Budget  Bill.  The  governor  received  a 
time  extension  to  make  it  public.  He  will  hold  a  meeting  on 
Thursday,  February  6,  1992,  to  disclose  his  recommendations. 

Dr.  Funderburk  comm.ented  on  the  budget  indicating  that  it  is 
bleak  with  very  little  money  next  year  (first  year  of  the  biennium) 
and  a  lit~le  more  money  the  second  year  of  the  biennium. 


Dr.    Funderburk    stated   that   he    is    concerned    about    the 
redistribution  of  available  state  funds.   Elementary  and  secondary 
education,  social  welfare,  and  medicaid  make  up  close  to  two-thirds 
of  the  state  budget,  with  higher  education  and  other  state  agencies 
receiving  the  remainder. 

The  President  reported  that  the  1993-97  planning  process  has 
started.  This  is  the  cycle  in  which  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  will  review  Eastern  for  accreditation.  It 
will  serve  to  establish  priorities  for  the  1993-94  budget  as  well 
as  a  basis  for  the  state  budget  request  for  the  1994-96  biennium. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

Nominating  petitions  for  Faculty  Regent  have  been  filed  and 
the  nominating  period  is  now  closed.  The  Election  Committee  has 
certified  the  following  four  candidates  for  Faculty  Regent: 
Richard  Freed,  John  Jenkins,  Marijo  Levan,  and  Ward  Wright. 

The  Senate  will  sponsor  two  brown  bag  forums  in  the  Faculty 
Dining  Room.  They  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  February  13,  and 
Wednesday,  February  19,  from  noon  to  1:30. 

Ballots  will  be  sent  out  to  all  those  eligible  to  vote  on 
Thursday,  February  20.  The  ballots  will  be  due  back  one  week 
later,  on  Thursday,  February  27.  If  a  run-off  vote  is  necessary, 
ballots  will  be  mailed  out  on  Monday,  March  9,  with  a  return  date 
of  Friday,  March  13. 

The  Executive  Committee  named  new  members  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Study 
Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and  Teaching.  They  are:  Karen 
Janssen,  Pamela  Moore,  and  Diane  Vachon. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  made  appointments  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  Develop  Recom^nendations  for  Students  on  Academic 
Warning  or  Probation.   Those  who  have  accepted  appointments  are: 
Pam  Collins,  Nancy  Kindman,  Joan  Hopkins,  James  Kenkel,  and  Tom 
Watkins . 

At  the  April  1991  Senate  meeting  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Study 
the  Student  Study  Environment  in  University  Dormitories  gave  a 
lengthy  report  on  its  activities.  The  Senate  accepted  the  report, 
and  directed  the  Executive  Committee  to  send  various  sections  of 
the  report  to  the  appropriate  administrators  and  staff.  The 
Committee  has  received  responses  from  Wachtel,  Culross, 
Schwendeman,  and  Crockett. 

1.  The  Study  Environment  Committee  requested  that  each 
Orientation  course  conduct  a  discussion  of  what  it  means 
to  live  in  and  be  a  part  of  an  academic  community.  This 
request  was  sent  to  Dr.  Elizabeth  Wachtel,  Director  of 
A-dvising,  who  replied  that  such  a  discussion  could  not  be 
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nandated  as  a  part  of  course  content  in  Orientation 
courses.  At  the  January  nesting,  the  Executive  Connittee 
decided  to  send  her  response  to  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Advising  and  to  ask  the  committee  to  look  into  it. 

2.  Another  request  of  the  Study  Environment  Committee  was 
that  the  Academic  Year  Calendar  be  reviewed  with  the  goal 
of  establishing  a  study  atmosphere  in  the  dormitories, 
especially  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  was  sent 
to  Dr.  Jack  Culross,  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies. 

3.  The  longest  response  was  from  Ms.  Jeannette  Crockett, 
Dean  of  Student  Life.  It  addressed  ten  points  made  by 
the  Study  Committee:  the  sometimes  negative  effect  in 
the  dormitory  of  students  with  very  low  G.P.A.'s  and 
part-time  students,  the  policy  of  charging  students  for 
a  single  room  when  a  roommate  moves  out,  student 
involvement  in  policies  concerning  the  residence 
environment,  staffing  in  the  residence  halls,  minority 
recruitment,  and  physical  plant  issues — mostly  aimed  at 
reducing  noise,  decreasing  the  insr itutional  effect,  and 
providing  places  for  serious  intellectual  work  to  be 
conducted  in  the  Residence  Kails. 

4.  Dr.  Joseph  Schwendeman  also  responded  to  the  physical 
plant  issues. 

An  announcement  was  made  that  nominations  for  a  new  Senate 
chair  will  take  place  at  the  April  meeting. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  KUTTN 

Senator  Kuhn  reported  that  the  Board  of  Regents  met  on 
Saturday,  February  1,  1992.  The  Board  extended  President 
Funderburk's  contract  to  1996.  The  Board  approved  two  changes 
regarding  curriculum  in  the  College  of  A-pplied  Arts  and  Technology: 

(1)  title  change  for  an  option  for  Master  of  Science  Degree,  and 

(2)  institution  of  new  option  in  Industrial  Training. 

Senator  Kuhn  reported  that  two  faculty  were  honored  by  having 
university  facilities  named  after  them.  The  auxiliary  gym  at 
Alumni  Coliseum  was  nam.ed  for  Dr.  Fred  Darling,  and  Moore  120  was 
named  for  Dr.  Sanford  Jones. 

Senator  Kuhn  reported  that  the  Board  passed  a  grievance 
procedure  policy.  Changes  to  the  policy  as  approved  by  the  Senate 
were  made  in  three  categories:  (1)  some  deadlines  were  extended 
from  five  (5)  days  to  ten  (10)  days,  (2)  some  permissive  language 
was  changed  to  required  language  ("may  be  set  up"  changed  to  "shall 
be  set  up") ,  and  (3)  policy's  application  was  limited  to  full-time 
facultv,  and  will  not  include  graduate  students  or  part-time 
faculty. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE;    DR.  HEBERLE 

Dr.  Heberle  reported  that  the  COSFL  met  on  December  7,  1991  at 
the  University  of  Louisville.  Representatives  from  all  of  the 
state  institutions  except  the  University  of  Kentucky  were  there 
with  reports  as  to  how  they  were  dealing  with  the  first  round  of 
budget  cuts.  The  first  round  of  budget  cuts  was  made  without 
seriously  affecting  the  teaching  side  of  institutional  activities. 
Most  of  the  institutions  reported  a  hiring  freeze  with  some 
cancellation  of  part-time  contracts. 

Dr.  Heberle  reported  that  the  major  items  on  the  COSFL 
legislative  agenda  are  the  budget,  the  Scorsone  bill  relating  to 
-the  selection  of  members  of  the  University  boards,  and  proposed 
revisions  of  Kentucky's  open  records  laws. 

REPORTS  FROM  STANDIKG  COMMITTEES 

Com.mittee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities:   Senator  Laird- 

Senator  Laird  reported  that  the  Committee  received  a  request 
to  study  the  status  of  part-time  instructors  on  campus.  Two 
questionnaires  were  developed:  cne  was  sent  to  part-time 
instructors  and  the  other  was  sent  tc  department  chairs  with  the 
purpose  of  seeing  if  there  are  any  problems.  These  questionnaires 
v;ill  be  sent  out  in  the  next  few  weeks  with  return  in  March. 
Senator  Laird  hopes  to  report  on  this  study  in  April. 

Senator  Laird  reported  that  this  Committee  received  replies 
from  questionnaires  concerning  the  initial  orientation  program  that 
part-time  faculty  receive. 

Legislative  Committee:   Senator  W.  Wriaht 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  this  Committee  met  on  January  23, 
1992,  with  Jim  Clark  to  study  the  stare  budget  projections. 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  an  open  forum  was  set  up  for 
Thursday,  February  27,  1992,  at  6:30  p.m.,  with  Representative 
Moberly.  A  m.emo  will  be  distributed  with  the  location  of  the 
forum  as  soon  as  it  is  confirmed.   Attendance  is  encouraged. 

Merit  Pay  Committee:   Dr.  Keberle 

No  report  was  given.  It  was  deferred  to  March's  Senate 
meeting. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  R.  Davis  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Committee 
appoint  a  Co~Lmittee  on  the  Calendar  to  study  present  academic 
scheduling  needs,   to  consider  optiicns  to  the  present  academic 
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calendar,  and  possibly  to  recommend  an  alternative.  The  Committee 
will  report  at  the  September  1992  meeting  of  the  Senate.  Senator 
Freed  seconded  the  motion.   The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS;    SENATOR  ENZIE 

Before  hearing  Senator  Enzie's  report.  Chair  Kopacz  asked  the 
Senate  if  there  were  any  objections  to  discharging  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  Study  Student  Disciplinary  Policies  and  Practices  as 
they  Relate  to  Classroom  Performance.  There  were  no  objections. 
Senator  Enzie  made  a  motion  to  approve  proposed  changes  in  the 
Minimum  Scholastic  Standards  policy.  Senator  Falk.  seconded  the 
motion.  Several  questions  were  raised  concerning  the  reasons  for 
the  proposal,  the  effect  of  the  changes  on  students  and  their 
academic  performance,  and  the  meaning  of  some  of  the  language.  The 
motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  Greg  Hopkins  asked  to  have  it 
announced  that  faculty  groups  that  have  small  meetings  have  the 
option  of  getting  non-prepared  food  through  the  campus  Food  Service 
at  prices  which  are  competitive  with  local  grocery  stores. 

OTHERS 

Senator  Culross  moved  that  the  report  he  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  be  sent  on  the  Committee  on  the  Calendar. 
Seconded  by  Senator  Laird.   The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
•February  3,   1992,   minutes.     Senator   Laird  asked   that   three 
corrections  be  made: 

1.  Page  3,  Report  From  The  Faculty  Regent,  paragraph  2. 
Change  Moore  120  to  Moore  123. 

.2.  Page  4,  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities, 
paragraph  1.  Change  paragraph  from  showing  two 
questionnaires  sent  ■  out  to  showing  that  two 
questionnaires  were  prepared. 

3.  Page  4,  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities, 
paragraph  2.  Change  to  indicate  that  the  questionnaires 
are  sent  from  Associate  Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs  Enzie's  office  to  part  time  faculty.  Also,  that 
these  questionnaires  are  routinely  administered  at  the 
time  of  the  orientation. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  Board  Bill  passed  the 
legislature  and  was  signed  by  the  governor  to  go  into  effect  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year.  He  stated  that  there  are 
several  new  bills  in  the  legislature,  including  one  on  English 
Language  Proficiency  for  all  instructors. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  several  particular  bills.  HB664 
concerns  university  student  housing  policies.  SB299  prohibits 
universities  and  community  colleges  from  charging  student  fees. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  the  Budget  Bill.  The  House 
Appropriations  and  Revenue  Committee  met  last  Tuesday,  at  which 
time  the  president  testified.  The  Senate  A&R  Committee  will  meet 
Tuesday,  March  4.  The  House  A&R  Committee  will  mark  this  bill  up 
after  the  Senate's  meeting.  It  will  be  late  March  before  the 
university  has  an  idea  of  the  actual  figure  to  prepare  for  next 
fiscal  year's  budget.  The  president  reported  that  if  the  proposed 
five  percent  state  budget  cut  stays  in  effect.  Eastern's  1992-93 
fiscal  year  budget  amount  will  be  the  same  amount  the  institution 
received  for  the  1989-90  fiscal  year. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  Dr.  Gary  Cox,  director  of  the 
Council  on  Higher  Education.,  released  information  having  to  do  with 
average  salaries  for  all  of  the  universities  and  community 
colleges.  Eastern  is  at  105  percent  of  the  benchmark  institutions 
for  this  region. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  February  10  and  appointed  the 
following  people  to  the  Committee  on  the  Calendar:  Melba  Arnold, 
Paul  Blanchard,  Kenneth  Clawson,  Patrick  Costello,  Rita  Davis,  and 
Barbara  Kussey.  The  Executive  Committee  intends  also  to  appoint  a 
student  to  the  committee. 

Forums  for  Faculty  Regent  were  held  on  Tuesday,  February  18, 
and  Wednesday,  February  19.  Ballots  were  sent  out  on  February  20. 
There  were  482  votes  cast  out  of  638  people  eligible  to  vote.  A 
run-off  ballot  will  be  sent  out  on  March  9,  with  a  return  date  of 
March  13.   The  run-off  is  between  Richard  Freed  and  John  Jenkins. 

Along  with  the  April  agenda  there  will  be  a  request  for 
senators  to  list  the  committees  they  will  be  willing  to  serve  on 
next  year. 

Elections  for  new  Senators  should  be  completed  and  reported  to 
the  Senate  Secretary  before  the  March  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  (March  23)  so  that  the  names  of  those  eligible  for  Chair 
can  be  circulated  with  the  i^pril  agenda. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  KUHN 

There  was  no  report  given. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  the  COSFL  met  on  February  8,  1992, 
at  the  University  of  Louisville.  The  COSFL  discussed  legislative 
issues  and  evaluation  procedures  of  administrators  and  faculty. 

REPORTS  FROM  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Study  the  Merit  System:   Dr.  Heberle 

Dr.  Heberle,  chair  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee,  submitted  a 
"Report  of  the  Faculty  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Colnmittee  to  Study  The  Merit 
System."  The  committee  was  charged  "to  ascertain  the  objectives  of 
the  merit  system  and  to  develop  a  means  of  determining  the  extent 
to  which  those  objectives  are  being  achieved,  to  make  periodic 
progress  reports,  and  to  make  its  final  report  together  with  any 
recommendations  for  Senate  action  by  April,  1991."  Dr.  Heberle 
summarized  the  committee's  report  and  made  five  observations. 
First,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  diversity  across  the  campus  as  to 
the  implementation  of  the  merit  system  and  determination  of  who 
gets  what  for  merit.  Secondly,  a  significant  number  of  faculty 
believe  that  the  merit  system  provides  recognition  and  motivation 
for  improved  performance  on  the  part  of  the  faculty.  Third,  there 
is  also  wide  spread  dissatisfaction  with  the  merit  syste.m, 
primarily  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  divisive  and  bad  for  faculty 
micrale.  Fourth,  there  is  insufficient  emphasis  on  teaching  and  too 
much  reliance  on  student  opinion  of  instruction.  Fifth,  there  is 
little,  if  any,  evidence  that  institutional  productivity  has 
improved  as  a  result  of  the  merit  system.  The  committee 
recommended  that  the  Senate  establish  a  committee  to  translate  the 
suggestions  into  proposals  for  Senate  action,  and  that  the  Senate 
assign  the  task  of  maintaining  oversight  of  the  merit  system  to  a 
permanent  committee  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Daniel  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Committee 
establish  a  committee  whose  charge  is  to  consider  the 
recommendations  of  this  report  and  to  bring  concrete  proposals  for 
their  implementation  to  the  Senate.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Duncan.  After  several  questions  the  motion  was  approved  by 
a  voice  vote .  ■ 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Final  Grade  Appeal  Procedures:   Dr.  Stebbins 

Dr.  Stebbins,  chair  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee,  submitted  a 
reoort  recommendinc  that  the  Faculty  Senate  adopt  some  changes  to 
replace  the  section  FAILURE  TO  MEET  RESPONSIBILITIES  in  the 
Faculty/Staff  Handbook,  pages  76-80.   These  changes  are  as  follows: 


1.  Section  B,  of  Institutional  Recourse  in  the  Event  of 
Student  Failure  the  statement  that  students  and  faculty- 
are  expected  to  honor  the  principles  of  truth  and  honesty- 
be  changed  to  say  that  faculty  should  honor  and  enforce 
these  principles. 

2.  Section  4.d.  of  the  same  subtopic  currently  states  that 
any  student  found  guilty  of  plagiarism  not  be  allowed  to 
graduate  with  honors.  The  change  should  be  any  student 
found  guilty  of  plagiarism  or  cheating  not  be  allowed  to 
graduate  with  honors . 

3.  Section  A. I.e.  of  Recourse  for  the  Student  in  the  Event 
of  Institutional  Failure  should  have  the  requirement  that 
the  student  member  be  selected  from  "one  of  the  senior 
honor  societies"  be  deleted  since  some  departments  do  not 
have  a  senior  honor  society. 

4.  Section  A. 3.  of  the  same  subtopic  should  include  the 
requirement  that  academic  practices  committees  allow  both 
the  student  and  faculty  member  to  present  rebuttals 
before  reaching  a  decision. 

5.  Section  A. 4.  of  the  same  subtopic  should  eliminate  the 
provision  that  the  dean  must  appoint  a  college  committee 
for  any  appeal  case. 

Senator  Engle  moved  to  adopt  the  recommendations.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Fleming.  After  considerable  discussion, 
which  focused  on  questions  such  as  the  existence  of  college 
academic  practices  committees,  the  latitude  the  college  deans  have 
concerning  issues  of  cheating  and  plagiarism,  and  the  need  for 
students  to  have  campus  wide  due  process,  the  motion  was  approved 
by  a  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Freed  moved  a  proposal  of  Dr.  Richard  Clewett  of  the 
English  Department  to  change  the  grading  system  to  include  plus  and 
minus  grades  (A-,  B+,  etc.)  on  report  cards,  transcripts,  and  all 
other  official  records.  Discussion  followed  on  the  issues  of  the 
cost  of  changing  from  the  current  grading  system  to  the  proposed 
new  system,  potential  problems  with  teacher  certification,  and  the 
effect  of  the  new  system  on  calculating  grade  point  averages. 

Senator  Kuhn  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  have  the  Executive 
Committee  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  report  and  report  back 
in  Dece.mber  1992.  Senator  Laird  seconded  the  motion.  Senator 
Henson  requested  that  the  committee  look  at  time  and  cost.  Senator 
Gale  requested  student  input  be  included.  Senator  Laird  requested 
that  the  report  include  a  grade  point  to  be  associated  with  a 
letter  grade.   The  motion  passed  by  a  voice  vote.

CALL  TO  ORDER 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on 
Monday,  April  6,  1992,  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell 
Building.  The  Senate  Chair,  Paula  Kopacz,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  3:30  p.m.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
March  2,  1992,  minutes.  No  changes  were  made.  Minutes  were 
approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  recent  actions  of  the  General 
Assembly  concerning  the  state  budget  and  how  it  affects  Eastern. 
The  House  and  Senate  conference  committee  added  $250,000  more  than 
the  governor  recommended  for  the   extended  campus  program. 

The  president  then  reported  on  Eastern's  internal  budget  for 
1992-93.  The  budget  will  be  10  percent  or  $5.14  million  less  than 
the  1991-92  budget.  There  will  be  no  salary  increases,  salary 
reductions,  or  personnel  layoffs;  however,  promotions  and 
sabbatical  leaves  will  be  funded.  Tuition  amd  fees  and  residence 
hall  rates  will  be  increased  slightly.  Employee  health  insurance 
rates  have  increased  by  15  percent  or  $350,000.  There  will  be  some 
equipment  money  for  the  highest  priority  items.  Special  projects 
such  as  the  Roark  Building  renovation.  Law  Enforcement  building, 
Crabbe  Library  addition,  and  air  conditioning  for  some  residence 
halls  are  being  funded  primarily  through  bond  issues  rather  than 
direct  appropriations.  The  president  summarized  the  upcoming 
fiscal  year  as  challenging  by  stating  that  for  the  first  time  in 
his   experience   as   an  administrator   there  will   no   recurring 


contingency  funding  in  the  budget.  The  budget  reflects  a 
continuing  effort  by  Eastern  to  manage  its  limited  resources  very 
carefully  in  tight  economic  times. 

Dr.  Funderburk  mentioned  he  served  as  a  member  of  Southern 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  reaccreditation  team  which 
recently  surveyed  Old  Dominion  University  in  Virginia.  He  reported 
that  due  to  drastic  state  budget  cuts  the  institution,  comparable 
in  size  to  Eastern,  had  to  raise  tuition  and  fees  significantly. 

The  president  accepted  questions  from  the  Senate.  Most 
questions  concerned  bills  before  the  General  Assembly.  All 
accountability  bills,  the  English  language  proficiency  bill,  and  an 
incentive  bill  for  the  recruitment  of  minority  students  and  faculty 
passed.   Retirement  bills  did  not  make  it  out  of  committee. 

Dr.  Funderburk  stated  that  adjustments  in  parking  areas  may  be 
made  by  the  fall  semester  due  to  the  Crabbe  Library  construction 
project. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  KOPACZ 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  March  23rd  and  named  the 
following  people  to  the  Committee  on  Merit  Pay:  Drs  .  Robert  Adams, 
Russell  Enzie,  Dominick  Hart,  Michael  Roberson,  and  Frank  Williams. 

Members  of  the  Committee  on  Grading  were  also  named.  They 
are:  Dr.  Joan  McGill,  Chair;  Mr.  David  Allgier,  Drs.  Richard 
Clewett,  Sylvia  Davis,  and  Paul  Wirtz. 

Chair  Kopacz  mentioned  that  some  units  need  to  have  elections 
to  replace  senators  whose  terms  will  be  ending.  These  elections 
must  be  held  so  that  the  new  senators  can  be  seated  at  the  first, 
organizational  meeting  of  the  1992-93  Senate  in  May. 

Dr.  Richard  Freed  was  elected  Faculty  Regent.  The  Election 
Committee  has  certified  that  he  was  the  winner  of  the  election  by 
three  votes. 

Chair  Kopacz  reminded  chairs  of  standing  Senate  committees 
that  Senate  by-laws  require  them  to  submit  an  annual  written  report 
of  the  activity  of  their  committee  to  the  chair  at  the  May  meeting. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT;   DR.  FREED 

Dr.  Freed  acknowledged  his  election  as  Faculty  Regent. 
REPORTS  FROM  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Rules  Committee:   Senator  Fox 

Senator  Fox  moved  to  remove  term  restrictions  for  senators  by 
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amending  the  document  in  the  Faculty/Staff  Handbook  entitled 
"Organization  of  the  Faculty  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University"  as 
follows:  Delete  the  second  sentence  of  Section  2.7  under  B. 
Membership  of  the  Senate.  The  sentence  to  be  deleted  reads:  "An 
elected  meniber  shall  not  be  eligible  for  reelection  after  serving 
two  consecutive  full  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  until  one  year 
has  elapsed  after  the  expiration  of  the  second  term."  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Lee-Riffe. 

Senator  Laird  inquired  if  the  motion  will  go  before  the 
faculty  for  approval.  Senator  Lee-Riffe  asked  if  the  motion  will 
be  voted  on  by  the  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in 
August.  The  answer  was  yes  to  both  inquiries.  The  motion  passed 
by  voice  vote. 

Senator  S.  Davis  moved  that  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty  Senate  be 
assisted  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  with 
physical  office  space  specific  to  the  position  and  secretarial 
assistance  during  the  term  of  office.   Seconded  by  Senator  Fox. 

Senator  W.  Wright  stated  that  this  office  is  greatly  needed  in 
order  to  provide  better  control  over  the  flow  of  information  and  to 
establish  a  uniform  filing  system.  Senator  Engle  mentioned  that 
all  that  is  needed  is  space  with  a  desk,  file  cabinets,  and  a 
telephone.  He  also  stated  that  a  centralized  office  will  help  in 
controlling  the  flow,  access,  and  preservation  of  information. 
Dr.  Funderburk  commented  that  no  office  can  be  set  up  without 
costing  money.   The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Develop  Recommendations  for  Students  on 
Academic  Warning  or  Probation:   Dr.  Watkins 

Dr.  Watkins,  chair  of  the  committee,  submitted  a  report  with 
recommendations  which  are  intended  to  help  students  placed  on 
academic  warning  or  probation  to  succeed  academically.  The 
recommendations  include  the  Dean  of  the  student's  college  notifying 
the  student  by  letter  of  his/her  status,  students  on  warning  or 
coming  off  probation  to  attend  information  workshops  at  the 
beginning  of  the  semester  and  to  complete  questionnaires  assessing 
their  academic  strengths  and  weaknesses,  results  of  the  student 
questionnaire  be  distributed  to  the  student's  advisor  and  become 
part  of  the  student's  academic  file,  and  that  the  workshop  leader 
share  the  questionnaire  results  with  the  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs.  Senator  Riggs  made  a  motion  to  send  the  report 
and  recommendations  to  Senator  Culross,  Dean  of  Undergraduate 
Studies.   Senator  W.  Wright  seconded  the  motion. 

Several  questions  were  raised  by  the  Senate  in  regard  to  the 
definition  of  the  workshops,  when  to  report  deficiencies  to 
students,  and  the  number  of  students  on  academic  probation.   The 


motion  was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS 

Nominations  for  Senate  chair  were  Senator  McGill  by  Senator  V. 
Wright  and  Senator  Duncan  by  Senator  Daniel. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Harnack  moved  a  motion  that  the  Division  of  Physical 
Plant  report  to  the  Senate  at  its  May  meeting  on  the  status  of 
recycling  at  EKU  with  both  current  practices  and  plans  for  the 
future.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Hart.  The  motion 
passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  W.  Wright  moved  a  motion  to  terminate  the  Senate 
Legislative  Committee  as  of  the  May  1992  meeting  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  very  practical  and  has  not  worked  well.  It  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Fox.   The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  V.  Wright  made  remarks  to  the  Senate  on  concerns  that 
arose  from  the  University's  ad  hoc  committee  review  of  the 
scientific  misconduct  charges  made  last  year  by  Frank  O'Connor, 
Chair  of  the  Economics  Department,  and  Charles  Falk,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Business.  Senator  Wright  felt  that  the  overwhelming 
majority  of  EKU  faculty  who  reviewed  the  four  articles  involved  in 
the  case  would  conclude  that  there  was  "clear  and  convincing" 
evidence  that  the  two  coauthors  of  the  two  later  articles,  Claude 
Vaughan  and  Allen  Webster,  both  former  members  of  the  EKU  Economics 
Department,  had  seriously  violated  several  principles  of  conducting 
and  reporting  on  academic  research. 

Senator  Wright  moved  that  the  Senate  request  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and  Teaching  to  consult  with  the 
participants  in  this  case,  to  determine  weaknesses  and  strengths  of 
the  university's  scientific  misconduct  procedures,  and  that  the 
committee  report  on  their  findings  and  propose  any  changes  they 
expect  would  improve  the  treatment  of  any  future  charges  of 
scientific  misconduct  in  a  special  report  for  the  Senate's  October 
1992  meeting.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Freed. 

President  Funderburk  asked  Senator  V.  Wright  if  she  questioned 
that  the  procedures  were  followed.  Senator  Wright  said  no. 
President  Funderburk  stated  that  the  procedures  were  followed  and 
that  the  academic  integrity  of  the  institution  must  be  maintained. 

Mr.  Giles  Black,  university  attorney  and  member  of  the  review 
committee,  stated  that  Dr.  Funderburk  and  Vice  President  Rowlett 
stated  to  him  that  they  wanted  him  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to 
ensure  that  the  procedures  as  established  were  administered  fairly. 
He  recommended  that  the  university  look  at  the  process  and  revise 
it  as  needed. 


Senator  W.  Wright  asked  Mr.  Black  about  the  "burden  of 
overwhelming  evidence  rule."  Mr.  Black  replied  that  this  was  not 
recognizable  in  law  and  wasn't  sustained  in  this  case. 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  and  Dr.  Kuhn  (previous  Faculty- 
Regent)  met  with  President  Funderburk  and  that  they  felt  that  the 
procedures  were  followed  appropriately.  Senator  Freed  commended 
Senator  V.  Wright  for  bringing  this  to  the  Senate.  The  motion 
passed  by  voice  vote. 

REPORT  FORM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS;   SENATOR  ROWLETT 

No  report  was  given. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Senate, 
Senator  Rowlett  moved  adjournment.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
4 : 35  p .m.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  Kopacz  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
April  6,  1992,  minutes.  In  the  list  of  Senate  visitors,  the  name 
of  Giles  Black,  University  Counsel,  should  be  substituted  for 
Stephen  A.  Black,  Agriculture.   Minutes  were  approved  as  corrected. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  President  reported  that  Commencement  will  be  May  9th.  He 
mentioned  that  the  Board  of  Regents  at  its  last  meeting  approved  a 
balanced  budget  for  the  1992-93  academic  year.  According  to  the 
President,  a  recent  article  in  the  Eastern  Progress,  using 
comparative  data  on  the  university's  budget,  was  not  completely 
accurate.  A  series  of  retreats  is  being  planned  this  year  to  look 
at  the  evolving  university.  In  addition  to  new  faculty  and  student 
regents,  the  President  reported  that  Harold  Campbell,  a  banker  from 
Booneville  and  a  1972  EKU  graduate,  recently  assumed  a  seat  on  the 
Board  of  Regents.  The  President  stated  that  in  all  likelihood 
there  will  be  several  new  regents  after  July  1st. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  KOPACZ 


Chair  Kopacz  reported  on  the  activities  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  full  Senate  during  the  1991-92  academic  year. 
She  noted  that  last  October  Rita  Davis  was  elected  to  a  one-year 
term  on  the  Institutional  Planning  Committee  (IPC).  However,  that 
election  should  have  been  for  a  three-year  term.  Chair  Kopacz 
stated  that  since  Senator  Davis  is  willing  to  continue  serving  on 
the  IPC,  she  would  like  the  Senate  simply  to  add  the  two  years  onto 
Senator  Davis'  current  term.  There  being  no  objections,  the 
extension  was  approved. 

Chair  Kopacz  reported  that  the  1991-92  Senate  had  an  active 
year.  The  first  business  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  to  appoint 
faculty  to  a  new  Ad  Hoc  Study  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research. 
During  the  year,  the  Senate  extended  both  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee's 
membership  and  charges  to  include  Ethics  in  Teaching,  to  interview 
participants  in  the  Vaughan  case,  and  to  return  to  the  Senate  in 
October  with  its  report.  The  Committee  plans  on  reporting  during 
the  fall  with  a  response  to  the  Ethics  in  Research  charge  and  next 
May  with  a  response  to  the  Ethics  in  Teaching  charge. 

Chair  Kopacz  stated  that  while  the  Ethics  Committee  had  been 
the  most  visible,  a  number  of  new  committees  had  been  created. 
These  committees  include  a  committee  to  study  the  policy  regarding 
student  grade  appeals,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  develop 
recommendations  for  students  on  Academic  Warning  or  Probation,  a 
committee  to  study  the  academic  calendar,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to 
look  into  the  grading  system  to  consider  the  possibility  of  adding 
pluses  and  minuses  to  the  current  scale,  and  a  new  Merit  Pay 
Committee . 

The  Chair  concluded  her  remarks  by  saying  that  the  1991-92 
Senate  year  was  very  productive,  and  she  extended  her  appreciation 
to  many  people  who  made  her  tenure  as  Chair  enjoyable. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTV  REGENT;   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  on  his  first  meeting  as  Faculty  Regent 
at  the  April  Board  of  Regents  meeting.  Aside  from  routine  matters, 
the  board  spent  most  of  its  time  discussing  the  1992-93  budget  and 
the  effects  of  recent  state  cuts. 

Senator  Freed  mentioned  that  it  is  quite  possible  for  the 
Board  to  be  completely  changed  by  July  1,  1992. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE:   DR.  HEBERLE 

Dr.  Heberle  reported  that  the  COSFL  met  at  the  University  of 
Louisville,  on  Saturday,  April  25,  1992.  Discussions  centered  on 
the  feasibility  of  fund  raising  activities  for  the  organization, 
budget  problems  throughout  the  state,  open  meetings  and  the  effect 
of  open  records  on  higher  education,  and  the  impact  of  budget  cuts 
and  institutions'  reactions  to  them. 


REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Committee  on  the  Budget:   Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  stated  that  the  Committee  on  the  Budget  report 
is  being  put  into  its  final  form  and  will  be  presented  later. 

Committee  on  Committees:   Senator  Harley 

Senator  Harley  stated  that  at  its  April  13,  1992,  meeting,  the 
Committee  on  Committees  fulfilled  its  duties  for  the  year  1991-92 
by  doing  the  following:  it  obtained  suggestions  from  the  college 
deans  to  fill  vacancies  in  committee  appointments  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  due  to  resignations,  etc.;  obtained  faculty  volunteers 
for  various  faculty  senate  and  university  committees;  obtained  from 
the  college  deans  the  names  of  people  who  would  not  be  able  to 
fulfill  their  terms  on  university  committees  for  which  the 
Committee  on  Committees  was  responsible;  sent  a  list  of  all 
volunteers  for  the  Committee  on  the  Oversight  of  Student  Opinion  of 
Instruction  to  the  chair  of  the  Faculty  Senate;  sent  a  list  of 
faculty  who  would  serve  on  Ad  Hoc  Faculty  Senate  Committees  to  the 
chair  of  the  Faculty  Senate;  elected  Richard  Rink  chair  of  the 
Committee  on  Committees  for  the  1992-93  academic  year;  and  selected 
two  nominations  from  volunteers  for  openings  on  university 
committees  and  submitted  them  to  the  University  President. 

Committee  on  Elections:   Senator  Engle 

Senator  Engle  reported  that  the  major  activities  of  the 
committee  this  year  revolved  around  the  election  of  a  Faculty 
Regent.  The  committee  met  several  times  to  organize  activities; 
sent  regent  nomination  forms  in  early  January  and  presented  a 
series  of  "Meet  the  Candidate"  forums;  and  was  involved  in  electing 
members  to  the  various  committees  of  the  Senate  during  the  May  1992 
meeting  as  well  as  consulting  with  the  Senate  Executive 
Committee  to  arrange  those  elections. 

Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities:   Senator  Laird 

Senator  Laird  reported  that  the  Committee  had  one  major  chore 
during  the  current  year,  but  there  is  no  final  report  yet.  Senator 
Laird  gave  an  interim  report  on  the  status  of  part-time  faculty 
members,  whose  conditions  of  employment  the  committee  is  studying. 
A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  197  part-time  faculty  and  37 
departmental  chairs.  Of  33  replies  from  chairs,  two  reported  no 
part-time  faculty.  Of  the  102  faculty  responses,  22  were 
identified  as  graduate  students  and  one  as  a  full-time  faculty 
member . 

Senator  Laird  commented  that  the  University  has  done  a  fairly 
good  job  helping  part-time  faculty  members  get  established  in  their 
positions;  part-time  faculty  are  generally  pleased  with  the  help 


they  have  received  from  the  library  staff  and  departmental  chairs; 
they  enjoy  their  teaching  assignments;  and  health  insurance 
coverage  does  not  appear  to  be  a  major  problem. 

Two  concerns  by  the  part-time  faculty  were  lack  of  office 
space  and  parking  during  early  evening  classes.  They  would  also 
like  more  interaction  with  full-time  faculty,  such  as  staff 
meetings . 

Chairs  were  more  concerned  than  part-time  faculty  with  level 
of  pay.  Chairs  also  expressed  concern  about  the  quality  of  part- 
time  faculty. 

The  committee  suggested  some  things  the  University  might  do  to 
help  the  situation:  issue  ID  cards  to  part-time  faculty,  give 
"faculty  scholarships"  for  classes  within  their  area  of  teaching, 
issue  pay  checks  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  semester,  perm:it  full 
access  to  University  facilities,  consider  IDEA  evaluations  for 
part-time  faculty,  and  investigate  the  availability  of  health 
insurance  coverage  for  "needy"  part-time  faculty. 

Committee  on  Legislation:   Senator  W.  Wright 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  the  Committee  was  discontinued  at 
the  Senate's  April  meeting. 

Committee  on  the  Oversight  of  Student  Opinion  of  Instruction:  Dr. 
Taylor 

Dr.  Taylor  stated  that  the  Committee  met  twice  during  the 
1991-92  academic  year,  the  chair  met  twice  with  members  of  the 
Student  Association,  and  the  committee  solicited  comments  from 
faculty  and  from  several  departments  in  three  different  colleges. 
Dr.  Taylor  expressed  concerns  of  the  committee  about  the 
effectiveness  of  the  IDEA  evaluation  instrument,  the  need  for  a 
second  independent  method  of  evaluation,  the  need  for  the 
University  to  use  a  system  for  evaluation  of  instruction  that  is 
considered  fair  by  both  faculty  and  students,  and  the  necessity  for 
clear  guidelines  on  how  student  evaluation  is  used  within 
departments  and  colleges. 

Committee  on  Rules:   Senator  Fox 

Senator  Fox  reported  that  the  Rules  Committee  had  a  relatively 
peaceful  Fall  Semester,  but  things  picked  up  in  1992.  The  first 
issue  addressed  was  the  problem  of  periodic  imbalance  in  the 
membership  of  the  Faculty  Senate.  The  committee  recommended  that 
the  Senate  amend  the  rules  to  provide  that  a  Senator  may  be 
reelected  as  often  as  the  department  wishes  that  faculty  member  to 
serve. 

The  second  issue  was  the  problem  of  replacing  members  of  the 
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University  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Chair  of  that  committee  inform  the  deans  when 
it  is  time  to  make  replacements. 

The  third  issue  was  the  need  for  the  Chair  to  have  an  office, 
which  was  heightened  by  the  fact  that  there  was  no  systematic 
filing  and  file  maintenance  for  the  records  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 
The  committee  recommended  that  an  office  be  provided  for  the  Chair 
of  the  Senate  with  secretarial  assistance  and  a  telephone. 

GENERAL  ORDERS 

Report  on  Recycling:   Senator  Schwendemaji 

Senator  Schwendeman  submitted  a  Recycling  Activities  report. 
He  stated  that  his  approach  to  recycling  has  always  been 
deliberate.  Several  years  ago  he  cautioned  Dr.  John  Flanagan, 
responsible  for  the  initial  planning  and  development  of  the 
program,  and  more  recently  Mr.  David  Williams,  Assistant  Director 
of  the  Physical  Plant,  currently  responsible  for  campus  recycling, 
to  observe  three  directives:  to  start  small  and  develop  in  a 
programmatic  manner;  to  keep  costs  to  a  minimum;  and  to  implement 
the  program  at  a  rate  consistent  with  the  willingness  of  faculty, 
staff,  and  custodians  to  cooperate  and  the  ability  of  Physical 
Plant  personnel  to  handle  the  program.  He  reported  that  recycling 
has  been  well  received  and  a  sound  base  has  been  established  for  an 
effective  program. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Report  from  the  Co\incil  on  Academic  Affairs;   Senator  Rowlett 

No  report  was  given. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

Senator  Freed  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to  consider 
as  new  business  a  motion  for  a  report  on  salaries.  Senator  V. 
Wright  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  passed  by  standing  vote. 
The  Senate  then  considered  Senator  Freed 's  motion  that  the 
University  Senate  request  the  University's  Budget  Office  to  prepare 
a  report  on  salary  increments  for  the  Senate  Budget  Committee  by 
November  1,  1992.  Several  senators  spoke  against  the  motion, 
saying  it  lacked  specificity.  Senator  Miller  moved  to  amend  the 
motion,  to  refer  it  back  to  the  Budget  Committee  for  clarification. 
Senator  Riggs  seconded  the  motion.  Senator  Lee-Riff e  offered  an 
amendment  to  Senator  Miller's  amendment  which  would  empower  the 
Budget  Committee  after  clarifying  its  request  to  go  directly  to  the 
University  Budget  Office  rather  than  report  back  to  the  Senate. 
Senator  Fraas  seconded  the  motion.  Senator  Lee-Riffe's  amendment 
passed.  After  considerable  discussion  the  Senate  then  approved 
Senator  Miller's  amendment  by  voice  vote. 


ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Senate, 
Senator  Rowlett  moved  adjournment.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
4:28  p.m.

NEW  BUSINESS

Two  persons  were  nominated  for  the  position  of  Faculty  Senate 
Chair  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Senate.  Those  nominated  were 
Senator  Dan  Duncan  and  Senator  Joan  McGill. 

The  results  of  the  balloting  were  Senator  Duncan  24  votes  and 
Senator  McGill  35.  Thus,  Senator  McGill  was  elected  Faculty  Senate 
Chair  for  the  1992-93  academic  year. 

Senator  McGill  requested  that  Senator  Kopacz  continue  to 
preside  for  the  remainder  of  this  meeting.

Senator  Rowlett  nominated  Mr.  Charles  Hay  to  serve  as  Faculty 
Senate  Secretary  for  the  1993  calendar  year.  Senator  Laird 
seconded  the  motion.   The  motion  passed  without  a  dissenting  vote.

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  -  PRESIDENT  FUNDERBURK 

President  Funderburk  reported  on  the  Governor's  Conference  on 
Higher  Education  Trusteeship  that  he  attended  with  Senator  Freed. 
The  conference  had  orientation  sessions  for  new  governing  board 
members,  a  panel  of  legislators,  and  discussion  about  higher 
education  and  the  funding  situation.  The  president  also  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education.  The 
organization  will  continue  to  assist  Eastern  during  the  coming 
months.  The  Advocates  also  recognized  the  outstanding  Kentucky 
college  teacher.   Eastern  had  three  finalists  out  of  the  top  ten. 

The  president  emphasized  the  great  need  for  implementing  some 
type  of  health  care  reform.   Currently,  14%  of  the  United  States 


GNP  goes  toward  health  care  as  compared  to  7%  of  our  nearest 
competitors  (Japan  and  Western  Europe).  The  United  States  can  not 
continue  to  be  competitive  in  a  global  economy  with  so  many 
resources  being  devoted  to  health  costs.  Since  1985  state 
appropriations  for  the  EKU  operating  budget  have  risen  24.5% 
whereas  health  care  costs  for  EKU  have  gone  up  138.8%.  Health  care 
costs  are  draining  valuable  resources  away  from  all  state  agencies, 
particularly  higher  education.

President 
Funderburk  mentioned  that  Eastern  will  not  turn  out  classes  on  the 
fourteenth,  but  if  a  student  goes  to  their  instructor  and  states 
they  want  to  participate  in  the  rally,  the  decision  to  allow  the 
student  to  go  or  not  will  be  left  to  the  instructor. 


Dr.  Funderburk  and  other  state  university  presidents  recently 
met  with  Governor  Jones  for  an  information  session  about  funding 
and  other  matters.  Governor  Jones  was  brought  up  to  date  on  fall 
enrollment  figures,  noting  that  universities  generally  have 
experienced  an  increase  in  students  with  a  decrease  of  resources. 
Governor  Jones  wants  to  wait  until  the  first  quarter  state  revenue 
report  is  in  before  any  budgeting  decisions  are  made.

Chair  McGill  called  for  corrections  to  the  October  5,  1992, 
minutes.  There  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
distributed . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   Dg.  FUNDERBURK 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  the  state  has  asked  state 
universities  to  come  up  with  a  plan  to  cut  an  additional  two 
percent  in  state  funding  from  their  budgets  in  case  of  revenue 
shortfalls.  Eastern  has  placed  two  percent  of  state  appropriations 
or  $931,900  in  reserve  until  further  notice  is  received  from  the 
state.  He  mentioned  that  $466,400  of  the  cuts  will  come  from 
tuition  money  received  from  increased  student  enrollment  that  had 
not  been  budgeted  and  the  remainder  from  the  current  operating 
budget  for  the  1992-1993  year.  He  stated  that  vice  presidents, 
deans,  and  directors  are  presently  developing  plans  to  handle  the. 
cuts.  The  cuts  affect  all  state  agencies  except  elementary  and 
secondary  education.  The  Interim  House  Appropriations  and  Revenue 
Committee  has  raised  questions  about  the  equality  of  the  cuts. 


The  president  mentioned  that  the  NCATE  accreditation  team 
visited  the  campus  last  week.  Dean  Henson  told  the  president  that 
the  eighteen  criteria  of  the  committee  had  been  met  by  the  College 
of  Education. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  McGILL 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  October  19,  1992.  Reports  were 
received  from  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  Calendar  and  the 
Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Merit  Pay.  The  Executive  Committee  has 
begun  to  look  at  university  policies  and  procedures  affecting  non- 
traditional  students.  Currently  the  consensus  is  that  most  issues 
can  be  handled  within  the  current  university  structure.  To  help 
establish  some  parameters  on  this  issue,  the  Chair  will  meet  with 
those  who  are  currently  responsible  for  policies  and  procedures 
related  to  students  in  general.  Faculty  who  work  with  and  or  have 
a  special  interest  in  non- traditional  students  are  encouraged  to 
submit  their  ideas  to  the  Chair  or  any  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  A  progress  report  will  be  given  at  the  next  Senate 
meeting . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  attended  the  recent  COSFL 
meeting.  Also,  he  attended  a  Regents'  Retreat  several  weeks  ago; 
the  retreat  was  designed  to  help  new  members  of  the  board 
understand  how  the  university  works.  Freed  indicated  that  this  is 
an  active  and  good  board  which  is  concerned  about  the  university. 

Freed  met  with  Mr.  James  Gilbert,  Chair  of  the  Board,  who 
expressed  a  willingness  to  meet  with  the  faculty.  The  Board  is 
scheduled  to  meet  again  next  week. 

REPORT  FROM  COSFL:   SENATOR  W.  WRIGHT 

Senator  W.  Wright  reported  that  COSFL  met  on  October  17,  1992, 
at  the  University  of  Louisville.  The  group  discussed  a  post-tenure 
review  policy  and  two  track  faculties  (one  for  teaching  and  one  for 
research).  In  university  reports  Murray  State  University  reported 
having  taken  seven  years  to  put  together  a  Faculty  Handbook; 
Western  Kentucky  University  acknowledged  elimination  of  its  legal 
office  and  the  development  office;  the  University  of  Kentucky  noted 
that  it  has  one  administrator  for  every  four  and  a  half  faculty; 
and  Morehead  State  University  said  it  has  a  new  president  with  a 
new  attitude. 

Senator  Wright  mentioned  that  there  was  discussion  about  the 
possibility  of  sending  a  letter  from  COSFL  to  Governor  Jones  about 
the  serious  problem  of  budget  cuts.  No  letter  was  sent,  however. 
The  next  meeting  will  be  December  5,  1992.

REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

Ad  Hoc  Conunittee  on  the  Calendar:   Senator  R.  Davis 

Senator  R.   Davis   submitted  a   list  of  motions   concerning 
changes  to  the  calendar.   The  final  motions  and  outcome  were: 

1.  Senator  R.  Davis  moved  that  the  school  calendar  be  moved  up 
two  days.  Thus,  classes  would  begin  on  Tuesday  and  end  on 
Friday.  Also,  final  exams  would  begin  on  Monday  and  end  on 
Friday.  Discussions  centered  around  the  number  of  class  days 
per  term,  the  difference  in  the  number  of  hours  between  one 
semester  and  another,  students  need  for  more  time  to  complete 
preparations  (finance,  books,  vehicle  registration)  before 
classes  begin,  and  the  number  of  finals  per  day.  The  motion 
failed  by  voice  vote. 

2.  Senator  R.  Davis  moved  that  the  instructor  of  Monday  night 
classes  decide  when  and  how  to  meet  15  times  during  the 
semester.  It  will  be  his/her  option  to  extend  the  time  of 
each  class  meeting  or  meet  at  an  alternate  time.  "Senator  W. 
Wright  offered  a  substitute  to  the  motion  to  read  that  Monday 
night  classes  must  meet  15  times  regardless  of  a  holiday. 
Senator  Engle  seconded  the  substitute.  After  considerable 
discussion  Senator  W.  Wright  offered  a  substitute  amendment  to 
his  substitute  to  replace  "that  the  instructor  of  Monday  night 
classes  decide  when  and  how  to  meet  15  times  during  a 
semester"  with  "that  the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies  will 
provide  for  15  night  sessions  in  every  relevant  case." 
Senator  Freed  seconded  the  substitute  amendment.  The  Senate 
approved  by  voice  votes  the  substitute  amendment  to  the 
substitute  and  the  substitute  to  the  motion.  Then  the  Senate 
approved  by  voice  vote  the  motion  as  amended  to  read:  "that 
the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies  will  provide  for  15  night 
sessions  in  every  relevant  case." 

3.  Senator  R.  Davis  moved  that  an  orientation  for  all  transfer 
students  be  established  to  explain  the  flip  Friday  schedule 
and  other  issues  that  are  new  for  transfer  students.  After 
considerable  discussion.  Senator  W.  Wright  offered  an 
amendment  to  strike  out  "the  flip  Friday  schedule  and  other." 
Senator  Gale  seconded  the  amendment.  The  amendment  was 
approved  by  voice  vote.  The  Senate  then  approved  by  voice 
vote  the  amended  motion. 

Study  Connnittee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and  Teaching:   Dr.  Messerich 

Dr.  Ronald  Messerich,   Chair  of  the  Committee,  presented  a" 
preliminary  report  on  one  of  the  committee's  charges--to  look  at 
policies  and  procedures  governing  misconduct  in  science  cases.   He 
stated   that   this   committee   is   still   studying  procedures   for 
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handling  misconduct  cases  and  that  the  conimittee  is  close  to  making 
final  recommendations. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Rowlett  moved  the  adoption  of  a  proposal  to  change  the 
wording  of  the  policy  on  Academic  Bankruptcy  of  Eastern  Work. 
Senator  Gale  seconded  the  motion.  After  considerable  discussion 
concerning  the  rationale  for  the  change  Senator  Miller  moved  to 
postpone  the  motion  to  the  next  meeting.

The  Senate  Chair,  Joan  McGill,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  3:30  p.m.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  McGill  called  for  corrections  to  the  November  2,  1992, 
minutes.  There  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  president  reported  about  the  restructuring  of  higher 
education  and  the  evolving  university.  He  mentioned  that  several 
copies  of  a  publication  entitled  Trustees  and  Troubled  Times  in 
Higher  Education,  published  by  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards 
and  addressing  current  issues  in  higher  education,  will  be  placed 
on  reserve  in  the  Crabbe  Library.  He  also  mentioned  that  he 
attended  a  recent  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and 
Universities  meeting,  which  focused  on  how  to  manage  universities 
in  times  of  decreased  state  funding  and  the  financial  impact  of 
global  economic  competition.  Some  institutions  are  turning  certain 
campus  services,  such  as  physical  plant  operations  and  food 
services,  over  to  the  private  sector  to  manage.  The  president 
opposes  a  move  in  this  direction. 

Dr.  Funderburk  next  commented  on  the  effect  of  S.B.  398,  which 


became  effective  July  1st  and  concerns  affirmative  action  and 
desegregation  in  Kentucky  higher  education  institutions.  Currently 
the  Council  on  Higher  Education  is  working  on  administrative 
regulations  to  implement  the  bill  in  the  areas  of  student  affairs 
and  employment.  Eastern  is  presently  working  on  goals  in  these 
areas . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  MCGILL 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  November  16,  1992.  In  January, 
the  Executive  Committee  will  meet  on  Wednesday,  January  20,  instead 
of  Monday,  January  11.  Dr.  Enzie  came  to  the  November  meeting  and 
discussed  the  report  from  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Merit  Pay. 
Senators  W.  Wright  and  Engle  agreed  to  meet  with  that  committee  to 
look  more  at  process  and  not  just  outcomes.  Senator  S.  Davis  and 
Dr.  Clewett  discussed  the  progress  of  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
on  Grading.  The  Senate  Committee  on  Budget  and  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Communication  asked  to  postpone  their  reports  until 
February . 

In  looking  at  non-traditional  students  the  chair  has  met  v/ith 
the  Vice  President   for  Student  Affairs,   the  Dean  for  Student 
Development,   and   the  Director  of   Advising  and  Testing.    The, 
University  committee.  Improvement  of  Instruction,  will  be  asked  to 
look  at  honors  and  recognition  in  relation  to  non-traditional 
students.   Members  of  a  Commuter  Students  Committee,  whose  final, 
report  was  received  by  the  Council  on  Student  Affairs  in  May,  1990, " 
have  offered  to  share  with  the  Executive  Committee  their  findings 
related  to  non-traditional  students. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  at  the  last  COSFL  meeting  he 
attended  the  organization  considered  requesting  that  a  member  from 
COSFL  be  placed  on  the  Kentucky  Teachers  Retirement  Board. 
Approximately  forty-five  faculty  members  had  a  positive  and 
informative  meeting  with  Board  of  Regents  Chair  Jim  Gilbert  on 
December  1st.  Several  concerned  faculty  members  and  students  had 
contacted  Freed  about  the  university's  plans  in  acquiring  the  Watts 
property.  He  stated  that  the  Board  approved  EKU  only  to  look  into 
buying  the  property  and  it  was  much  too  early  to  prejudge  potential 
university  use  of  Elrawood.  And  lastly,  he  reported  the  planned  2% 
state  budget  cut  and  faculty's  need  to  be  concerned  about  the  cuts. 

President  Funderburk  responded  to  concerns  about  the 
university's  acquisition  of  the  Watts  property.  He  mentioned  that 
Eastern  has  been  interested  in  the  estate  for  many  years  and  only 
recently  an  opportunity  became  available  to  possibly  acquire  the 
property.  If  Eastern  acquires  the  property,  the  university  will  be 
looking  for  a  middle  ground  between  ardent  preservationists  and 
those  who  want  to  tear  the  house  down.  He  stated  that  the 
university   can   not   justify   keeping   the   surrounding   property 
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untouched. 

REPORT  FROM  COSFL:   SENATOR  W.  WRIGHT 

Senator  W.  Wright  reported  that  at  the  recent  COSFL  meeting  at 
the  University  of  Louisville.  Richard  Freed  was  elected  treasurer 
and  Ward  Wright  was  appointed  to  rewrite  the  organization's 
constitution.  A  draft  letter  about  of  higher  education  financing 
needs  requires  more  time  for  fine  tuning  before  it  will  be  sent. 
In  university  reports  Western  Kentucky  University  is  considering  a 
no  confidence  vote  for  President  Meredith;  the  University  of 
Louisville  is  developing  faculty  accountability  forms;  Northern 
Kentucky  University  is  undergoing  numerous  academic  administrative 
personnel  changes;  Murray  State  and  Morehead  are  considering 
tuition  waivers  for  faculty;  and  the  University  of  Kentucky  and 
Morehead  are  considering  administrative  reorganizations  to  save 
money  and  become  more  efficient.

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS;   SENATOR  ENZIE 

Senator  Enzie  moved  proposals  from  several  colleges.  The 
College  of  Allied  Health  and  Nursing:  change  name  from  Department 
of  Medical  Technology  to  Department  of  Clinical  Laboratory 
Sciences;  change  name  of  Baccalaureate  Degree  in  Medical  Technology 
to  Baccalaureate  Degree  in  Clinical  Laboratory  Science;  change  name 
of  Associate  Degree  in  Medical  Laboratory  Technology  to  Clinical 
Laboratory  Technology;  change  name  of  Department  of  Medical  Record 
Science  to  Department  of  Health  Information;  change  name  of 
Associate  Degree  in  Medical  Record  Technology  to  Associate  Degree 
in  Health  Information  Technology;  change  name  of  Baccalaureate 
Degree  in  Medical  Record  Administration  to  Baccalaureate  Degree  in 
Health  Information  Management;  change  name  of  Post-Baccalaureate 
Certificate  program.

and  Quality  Assurance  Technology;  suspend  Wood  Products 
Manufacturing  Option  to  the  B.S.  in  Manufacturing  Technology;  new 
minor  in  Broadcast  News;  change  name  of  B.A.  in  Broadcasting  to 
B.A.  in  Broadcasting  and  Electronic  Media;  change  name  of  minor  in 
Media  Sales  to  minor  in  Advertising;  and  change  name  of  the 
Department  of  Home  Economics  to  Department  of  Human  Environmental 
Sciences.  Senator  Kleine  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by 
voice  vote. 
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College  of  Business:  a  new  option  in  Human  Resource  Management 
to  be  added  to  existing  B.B.A.  program  in  Management.  Senator  R. 
Davis  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  College  of  Education:  a  new  option  in  Hearing  Impairment 
Teacher  Certification  Program  and  suspension  of  the  Sociology 
option  to  the  M.A.  in  Education  Program.  Senator  Henson  seconded 
the  motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  College  of  Law  Enforcement:  change  title  of  B.S.  in 
Security  and  Loss  Prevention  to  B.S.  in  Assets  Protection;  change 
in  option  from  Loss  Prevention  Management  to  Assets  Protection 
Management;  change  in  option  from  Security  and  Loss  Prevention  to 
Assets  Protection  Studies;  change  in  minor  from  Security  and  Loss 
Prevention  to  Assets  Protection  Management;  and  change  title  of 
Associate  Degree  in  Business  and  Industrial  Security  to  Associate 
Degree  in  Assets  Protection  Management.  Senator  Baugh  seconded  the 
motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  College  of  Natural  and  Mathematical  Sciences:  change  the 
name  of  minor  in  Applied  Statistics  to  minor  in  Statistics  and 
change  the  name  of  option  in  Applied  Statistics  Physics  to  option 
in  Engineering  Physics.   Senator  Batch  seconded  the  motion  which,  * 
passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Enzie  moved  to  amend  a  previously  adopted  motion  on '- 
the  school  calendar  "that  the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies  will- 
provide  for  15  night  sessions  in  every  relevant  case"  to  "that  the 
instructor  of  an  evening  class  which  is  scheduled  to  meet  less  than 
15  times  be  permitted  to  determine  when  and  how  to  make  up  the  time- 
during  the  semester.   It  will  be  his/her  option  to  extend  the  time 
of  each  class  meeting,  to  meet  at  an  alternate  time,  or  to  develop 
a  plan  for  making  up  the  time  in  another  manner.   The  instructor 
will  report  the  meeting  times  of  the  class  to  the  Chair  of  the 
Department  and  place  them  in  the  course  syllabus."   Senator  Duncan 
seconded  the  substitute  motion.   After  considerable  discussion  the 
substitute  motion  passed  by  a  standing  vote  of  33  to  27. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Senator  Enzie  spoke  on  the  motion  to  amend  the  Academic 
Bankruptcy  of  Eastern  Work  Policy.  He  stated  that  the  proposal 
came  from  the  Council  of  Deans  and  is  intended  to  modify  current 
policy  which  is  more  restrictive  than  other  institutions  in  the 
state.  After  some  discussion  Senator  Stebbins  moved  to  amend  the 
following  sentence:  "However,  if  bankrupted  courses  could  have 
satisfied  requirements  had  they  not  been  bankrupted,  the  dean  may 
waive  requirements  met  by  those  courses  and  allow  the  students  to 
substitute  elective  courses  equivalent  in  hours  to  those  waived." 
to  "However,  the  dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  is 
enrolled  may  waive  major,  supporting,  and  general  education 
requirements  met  by  bankrupted  courses   (  in  which  the  student 


received  at  least  a  C  or  higher  grade),  while  requiring  the  student 
to  substitute  elective  courses  equivalent  in  hours  to  those 
waived."  Senator  Vance  seconded  the  amendment.  The  amendment 
passed  by  voice  vote.  The  Senate  then  approved  by  voice  vote  the 
cLinended  motion. 

REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

Ad  Hoc  Conunittee  on  Grading;   Senator  S.  Davis 

Senator  S.  Davis  moved  "that  the  Faculty  Senate  go  on  record 
as  favoring  the  campus-wide  use  of  an  "augmented'  system  of  grades, 
that  is,  one  that  employs  more  possible  grades  than  the  present 
system."  Committee  member  Dr.  Richard  Clewett  discussed  the  need 
for  uniformity,  consistency,  and  fairness  in  the  plus/minus  system. 
After  considerable  discussion,  the  motion  passed  by  a  standing  vote 
of  32  to  28. 

Senator  S.  Davis  moved  "that  the  grading  system  at  Eastern 
Kentucky  University  be  altered  to  include  the  grades  B+  and  C+ . 
This  "augmented'  grading  system  is  to  be  used  in  both  graduate  and 
undergraduate  courses,  campus-wide,  and  the  "plus'  grades  will  have 
the  qualitative  values  of  3.5  and  2.5,  respectively,  on  a  four- 
point  scale.  These  numerical  values  will  be  included  in 
calculating  grade  point  averages."  After  some  discussion  Senator 
C.  Dean  moved  to  postpone  the  motion  to  the  next  meeting.  Senator 
Miller  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  McGill  called  for  corrections  to  the  December  7,  1992, 
minutes.  There  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  president  reported  that  he  attended  a  NCAA  meeting  in 
January.  A  resolution  was  passed  on  gender  equity  directing  a  task 
force  to  develop  recommendations  and  legislation  on  this  problem 
which  will  be  considered  at  the  next  convention  in  1994.  He 
mentioned  that  one  significant  item  passed  was  on  certification  of 
athletics  program,  which  calls  for  an  in-depth  self-study  at 
institutions  every  five  years.  The  president  mentioned  that  he 
spent  four  days  at  East  Tennessee  State  University  with  the 
visiting  committee  for  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  (SACS).  The  accreditation  committee  looked  at  the 
administration,  finances,  and  athletics  of  the  institution. 

Dr.  Funderburk  stated  that  he  wants  EKU  to  combine  the 
certification  process  for  athletics  with  the  institution's  upcoming 
SACS  self-study.  He  stated  that  a  chair  of  a  steering  committee 
and  maybe  one  or  two  more  persons  need  to  be  appointed  to  attend  a 


SACS  workshop  in  December,  1993.  Afterwards,  the  remainder  of  the 
self-study  committees  throughout  the  university  need  to  be 
appointed.  He  stated  that  the  1994-95  school  year  will  be  the  time 
in  which  the  self-study  will  be  conducted  at  EKU.  The  visiting 
committee  will  be  on  campus  in  January  or  February,  1996.  The 
president  mentioned  that  the  combining  of  the  athletic  self-study 
and  SACS  self-study  will  save  EKU  time,  effort,  and,  one  hopes, 
money. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  Council  on  Higher  Education 
(CHE)  is  to  meet  February  8.  One  item  for  consideration  is  the 
tuition  issue.  The  Council  may  recommend  and  pass  proposal  number 
two,  which  will  increase  tuition  by  eleven  percent.  Also,  of  the 
two  percent  held  back  from  this  year's  operating  budget,  one 
percent  was  taken  away  this  quarter  with  the  possibility  that  the 
remaining  one  percent  will  be  taken  away  next  quarter. 

The  president  stated  that  assessment  and  accountability  have 
come  to  Kentucky  higher  education.  He  mentioned  that  the  CHE  has 
developed  procedures  for  implementing  legislative  mandated 
accountability  in  a  publication  entitled  Kentucky's  Plan  For 
Implementing  the  Higher  Education  Accountability  Process.  He  also 
mentioned  that  EKU  wants  to  be  accountable,  but  questions  the 
bureaucracy  associated  with  accountability.  The  president  would 
like  Mr.  James  R.  Clark,  Director  of  Planning  and  Budget,  to  attend 
one  of  the  next  two  or  three  Senate  meetings  and  brief  the  Senate 
on  the  involved  process. 

Questions  were  raised  by  several  senators  concerning  1993-94 
salaries  and  the  dismantling  of  three  departments.  Dr.  Funderburk 
replied  that  salaries  are  a  top  priority  to  be  considered  once  the 
state  decides  how  it  will  handle  this  year's  income  tax  returns. 
He  also  mentioned  that  better,  effective  and  more  efficient  ways  to 
handle  resources  had  been  discussed  at  retreats  held  by  academic 
administrators  and  others,  but  he  has  yet  to  receive  any  proposals. 
He  also  stated  that  discussions  should  be  held  on  the  issues  of 
closing  or  merging  departments. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  MCGILL 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  January  20,  1993.  The 
University  Improvement  of  Instruction  Committee  is  looking  at 
honors  and  recognition  for  non-traditional  students.  Reports  were 
received  from  the  University  Professional  Growth  and  Faculty 
Welfare  Committee  and  the  Senate  Rules  Committee.  Senators 
received  a  summary  of  the  professional  liability  insurance  policies 
that  the  University  now  holds. 

At  the  end  of  New  Business  during  the  March  1  Faculty  Senate 
meeting.  Senator  Duncan,  chair  of  the  Senate  Rules  Committee,  or 
his  designee,  will  ask  permission  of  the  assembly  to  discuss,  for 
a  limited  amount  of  time,  the  organization  and  membership  of  the 
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Faculty  Senate.  Because  of  this  request,  senators  are  asked  to 
talk,  with  their  constituents  so  that  any  questions  for  the 
presenter  can  better  represent  the  f aculty-at-large .  Faculty  may 
want  to  communicate  their  views  in  writing  either  to  the  Rules 
Committee  or  the  Executive  Committee. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  read  a  statement  to  the  Senate,  which  he  had 
given  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  its  January  meeting,  expressing 
his  concern  for  what  he  saw  as  "a  lowering  of  the  quality  of 
instruction  at  Eastern."  He  was  also  concerned  about  the  increase 
in  class  sizes  and  the  trend  toward  more  use  of  adjunct  faculty  in 
place  of  professors.  Senator  Freed  said  that  higher  education's 
funding  problems  must  result  in  "a  serious  re-examination  of 
financial  priorities"  at  Eastern.  Senator  Freed  mentioned  that  he 
will  be  available  on  Wednesday's  from  8  to  9  A.M.  in  the  Faculty 
Lounge  of  the  Keen  Johnson  Building  to  meet  and  talk  with  faculty 
about  the  issues  he  has  raised. 

SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 

Senator  Stebbins  announced  that  thirty  years  ago  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors  (AAUP)  was  formed  at  EKU.  He 
mentioned  that  former  officers  of  AAUP  met  recently  and  plan  to 
reorganize  and  reactivate  the  organization  this  year. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

The  floor  was  open  for  continued  discussion  of  the  motion  that 
was  postponed  from  the  December  7,  1992,  meeting:  "that  the 
grading  system  at  Eastern  Kentucky  University  be  altered  to  include 
the  grades  B+  and  C+ .  This  ~  augmented'  grading  system  is  to  be 
used  in  both  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses,  campus-wide,  and 
the  ~plus'  grades  will  have  the  qualitative  values  of  3.5  and  2.5, 
respectively,  on  a  four-point  scale.  These  numerical  values  will 
be  included  in  calculating  grade  point  averages."  After  extensive 
discussion,  the  motion  was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  S.  Davis  moved  "to  change  the  present  grading  system 
so  that  it  contains  the  following  grades,  each  with  the  indicated 
numerical  equivalent:  A  (4.0),  A-  (3.67),  B+  (3.33),  B  (3.0),  B- 
(2.67),  C+  (2.33),  C  (2.0),  C-  (1.67),  D+  (1.33),  D  (1.0),  D- 
(.67),  F  (0.0).  All  of  these  numerical  values  would  be  included  in 
calculation  of  grade  averages.  A  "C"  (2.0)  average  would  continue 
to  be  required  for  graduation.  The  'augmented'  grading  system  is 
to  be  used  in  both  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses,  campus- 
wide.  " 

Senator  Laird  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  that  "Ds  for 
graduate  courses  will  carry  no  grade  point."    The  motion  was 
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seconded  by  Senator  Stebbins.    The  amendment  to  the  motion  was 
passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Tunnell  moved  to  amend  the  motion  "to  eliminate  C-, 
D+,  and  D- . "  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Rink.  After  some 
discussion,  the  amendment  to  the  motion  was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Duncan  moved  to  amend  the  motion  "to  add  an  A+  with  a 
grade  point  equivalent  of  4.33."  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  V.  Wright.   The  amendment  was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

The  question  was  raised  concerning  off-campus  facilities.  By 
consensus  of  the  Senate  the  words  "campus-wide"  will  be  changed  to 
read  "throughout  the  university"  to  clarify  that  the  augmented 
grading  system  would  apply  to  on  campus  and  off  campus  classes. 

The  final  motion  is  "to  change  the  present  grading  system  so 
it  contains  the  following  grades,  each  with  the  indicated  numerical 
equivalent:  A  (4.0),  A-  ((3.67),  B+  (3.33),  B  (3.0),  B-  (2.67),  C+ 
(2.33),  C  (2.0),  C-  (1.67),  D+  (1.33),  D  (1.0),  D-  (.67),  and  F 
(0.0).  All  of  these  numerical  values  would  be  included  in  the 
calculation  of  grade  averages.  A  "C"  (2.0)  average  would  continue 
to  be  required  for  graduation.  Ds  for  graduate  courses  will  carry 
no  grade  point.  This  'augmented'  grading  system  is  to  be  used  in 
both  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  throughout  the  university." 
The  motion  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  38  to  32. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Senate  Committee  on  Elections:   Senator  Enqle 

Senator  Engle  reported  that  the  committee  sent  out  memoranda 
to  the  deans  on  the  number  of  full  time  faculty  they  are  expecting 
for  the  upcoming  academic  year  for  representation  purposes.  He 
also  stated  that  the  committee  will  not  unseat  any  departments  that 
have  lost  faculty  until  the  term  of  the  current  Senator  has 
expired . 

Senate  Committee  on  Budget;   Senator  Vance 

Senator  Vance  reported  that  this  committee  has  heard  from  Jim 
Clark  on  the  financial  status  of  the  university.  He  also  stated 
that  they  are  continuing  a  study  on  salary  compression. 

Senate  Committee  on  Rules:   Senator  Duncan 

Senator  Duncan,  Chair  of  the  Senate  Rules  Committee,  moved  the 
adoption  of  several  proposals  amending  the  Organization  of  the 
Faculty  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  concerning  the  keeping  of 
records  by  the  Faculty  Senate  Secretary  and  a  time  frame  of 
reporting  in  writing  by  chairs  of  standing  and  ad  hoc  Senate 
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committees  to  the  Senate  Executive  committee .( See  agenda  materials) 
The  motion  was  approved  by  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Engle  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  for  Letter  of 
Commendation  for  Model  School,  which  placed  second  in  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  Kentucky  Department  of  Education's  composite 
scoring  for  academic  assessment.  The  motion  was  unanimously  passed 
by  voice  vote. 

Report  from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs:   Senator  Enzie 

Senator  Enzie  moved  proposals  from  several  colleges.  The 
College  of  Education:  to  suspend  the  Specialist  in  Education 
Program  in  School  Counseling.  Senator  Robinette  seconded  the 
motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote.  The  College  of  Arts  and 
Humanities:  new  option  in  photography  to  existing  Bachelor  of  Fine 
Arts  Program  in  Art;  change  of  name  in  minor  in  Art  to  minor  in 
Art ( Studio) ;  new  minor  in  Art(Art  History);  and  new  option  in 
Health  Communication  to  existing  Bachelor  of  Arts  Program  in  Speech 
Communication.  Senator  Moore  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Senator  Enzie  moved  to  add  the  following  element  to  the 
syllabus  policy  in  the  Faculty/Staff  Handbook:  "student  progress-- 
the  syllabus  will  describe  a  mechanism  by  which  the  instructor  will 
provide  students  with  written  information  on  their  progress  in  the 
course  at  least  once  prior  to  the  mid-point  of  the  course."  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Moore.  After  extensive  discussion. 
Senator  Lee-Riffe  moved  to  postpone  the  motion  to  the  next  meeting. 
Senator  Mohanty  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by  voice  vote.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  McGill  called  for  corrections  to  the  February  1,  1993 
minutes.  There  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  president  reported  on  the  possible  reinstitution  of  the 
ombudsman.  He  stated  that  he  hasn't  done  anything  on  it  yet 
because  of  the  budget  situation.  He  stated  that  he  was  concerned 
about  the  new  grading  policy  that  the  Senate  recently  passed  by  a 
very  close  vote.  One  of  his  concerns  was  that  some  of  the  Senators 
said  that  regardless  of  what  was  passed,  they  were  going  to  follow 
what  they  had  done  in  the  past.  He  said  that  the  president's 
office  had  received  more  grade  complaints  in  the  last  twenty  months 
than  in  the  last  twenty  years.  He  mentioned  that  legal  action  is 
pending  on  a  couple  of  the  complaints.  The  president  mentioned 
that  he  met  with  student  leaders  the  week  after  last  month's 
Faculty  Senate  meeting,  and  that  the  student  leaders  expressed  some 
serious  concern  over  the  new  grading  policy.    He  stated  that  he 
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will  hold  onto  the  grading  policy  for  a  while  until  further 
information  is  received  from  students,  faculty,  and  other 
interested  parties. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  budgeting  process  for  the 
1993-94  budget  has  just  started.  He  stated  that  guidelines  for  the 
process  should  be  completed  in  three  to  four  weeks. 

Questions  from  the  Senate  pertained  to  the  new  grading  policy. 
Dr.  Funderburk  replied  that  the  major  concerns  he  heard  from 
students  were  cost  and  too  much  emphasis  on  the  grade  earned 
instead  of  what  the  student  learned.  The  president  responded  to 
questions  about  the  possible  merging  of  several  academic 
departments.  He  stated  that  merger  proposals  are  at  the  vice 
presidential  level,  but  he  has  yet  to  receive  any  recommendations. 
Senator  Lee-Riff e  raised  a  question  about  the  school's  smoking 
policy.  Dr.  Funderburk  replied  that  the  school's  policy  is  close 
to  the  state's  new  policy  and  that  the  only  holdup  is  the  need  for 
signs . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  MCGILL 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  February  8,  1993.  Reports  were 
received  from  four  different  Senate  and  University  Committees. 

Elections  for  new  Senators  should  be  completed  and  reported  to 
the  Senate  Secretary  before  the  March  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  (March  22)  so  that  the  names  of  those  eligible  for  Chair 
can  be  circulated  with  the  April  agenda. 

Along  with  the  April  agenda  will  be  a  request  for  senators  to 
list  the  committees  on  which  they  would  be  willing  to  serve  next 
year.  Before  the  end  of  this  year  three  members,  who  do  not  have 
to  be  Senators,  will  be  appointed  to  the  University  Committee  on 
Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of  Instruction.  Volunteers  and/or 
nominations  for  this  committee  should  be  sent  to  Chair  McGill. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  and  Dr.  Funderburk  recently  met 
with  the  Council  of  Deans  and  discussed  the  issue  of  academic 
quality  at  Eastern.  He  mentioned  that  the  meeting  was  helpful, 
creative,  and  positive.  Senator  Freed  stated  that  the  upshot  of 
the  meeting  was  the  possibility  that  he  might  meet  with  the  various 
colleges  to  discuss  the  issue  of  academic  quality. 

REPORT  ON  THE  KENTUCKY  PLAN  FOR  IMPLEMENTING  THE  HIGHER  EDUCATION 
ACCOUNTABILITY  PROCESS:   MR.  JIM  CLARK 

Mr.  Jim  Clark  reported  on  the  Kentucky  Plan  for  Implementing 
the  Higher  Education  Accountability  Process,  commonly  referred  to 
as  S.B.  109,  which  was  passed  during  the  last  legislative  session. 
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He  stated  that  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  in  consultation  with 
the  eight  public  state  universities  is  currently  developing  plans 
to  implement  S.B.  109.  A  one  hundred  page  procedures  manual  has 
just  been  written.  Mr.  Clark  passed  out  a  handout  which 
highlighted  the  basic  standards  of  the  bill.  Two  of  the  standards 
will  require  the  faculty  to  supply  information  such  as  contact 
hours,  instruction,  rank  of  faculty,  and  course  level  for  fall  of 
1992. 

Senator  Freed  raised  a  question  about  the  cost  and  time 
involved  in  gathering  initial  data.  Mr.  Clark  replied  that  such 
data  gathering  runs  smoothly  as  time  goes  by. 

Senator  Robinette  raised  a  question  about  needing  more  time  to 
inform  his  faculty  about  the  accountability  process.  Mr.  Clark 
replied  that  the  information  to  be  gathered  has  nothing  to  do  with 
promotion,  tenure,  or  merit  pay,  and  that  accountability  is  a 
completely  separate  issue. 

In  reply  to  further  questions  about  accountability,  Mr.  Clark 
stated  that  senators  need  to  communicate  to  their  colleagues  the 
issues  which  are  coming  and  that  it  is  Eastern's  responsibility  to 
follow  state  law. 

Senator  Miller  raised  a  question  about  the  need  to  define 
terms  before  gathering  data.  Mr.  Clark  replied  that  a  common  set 
of  definitions  applicable  to  all  colleges  on  campus  will  be 
developed.  Mr.  Clark  stated  that  the  collection  of  data  to  comply 
with  S.B.  109  must  be  reported  to  appropriate  state  agencies  each 
year . 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

In  a  motion  postponed  from  the  February  1,  1993  meeting 
Senator  Enzie  moved  an  addition  to  Syllabus  Policy  in  the 
Faculty/Staff  Handbook  (pp.  87-88)  under  section  K  to  read  "Student 
progress--the  syllabus  will  describe  a  mechanism  by  which  the 
instructor  will  provide  students  with  written  information  on  their 
progress  in  the  course  at  least  once  prior  to  the  mid-point  of  the 
course."  After  considerable  discussion,  which  centered  on  the 
possible  elimination  of  mid-term  deficiency  grade  reports  if  the 
motion  passed,  the  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

After  the  motion  was  passed,  questions  were  raised  as  to  the 
full  meaning  of  what  had  been  passed.  After  some  discussion  for 
clarification,  it  was  declared  that  the  main  motion  only  was 
passed,  not  the  rationale. 

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

University  Improveinent  of  Instruction  Committee:   Dr.  Creek 
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The  University  Improvement  of  Instruction  Committee  was  asked 
by  the  Senate  Executive  Committee  to  investigate  university 
policies  that  affect  honors  for  Baccalaureate  and  Associate  degree 
graduates.  This  concern  came  from  some  students  who  transferred  to 
EKU  and  at  graduation  had  a  GPA  high  enough  to  qualify  for  honors, 
but  because  they  did  not  take  64  hours  at  Eastern  to  complete  their 
degree  requirements  they  were  not  eligible  for  honors  recognition. 

Senator  Creek  stated  that  his  committee  reviewed  the  policy 
and  agreed  that  the  only  way  to  prevent  this  potential  problem  was 
to  reduce  the  number  of  hours  required  at  Eastern.  He  moved  that 
the  Senate  change  the  policy  for  Baccalaureate  and  Associate  degree 
graduates  receiving  honors.  After  considerable  discussion,  which 
focused  on  the  need  for  Eastern  to  maintain  high  academic  standards 
and  possible  problems  with  accreditation  in  certain  disciplines  if 
hours  were  reduced.  Senator  Creek  withdrew  his  motion. 

Senator  Freed  suggested  that  a  student  could  petition  the  Dean 
of  the  College  from  which  he  or  she  was  graduating  or  the  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  for  an  exception  to  the  current 
number,  of  hours  required  for  honors  graduation. 

Senator  Miller  moved  to  ask  the  committee  to  take  the  Senate's 
concerns  and  feedback  and  draft  a  new  motion  for  the  next  meeting. 
Senator  Engle  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Ad  Hoc  Connnittee  on  Comnrunications :   Senator  Fraas 

Senator  Fraas  reported  that  the  committee  found  the  following 
modes  of  communication  are  inadequate:  the  FY  I  is  useful  for  weekly 
announcements  but  cannot  be  used  for  fuller  communications  needs; 
the  current  Faculty  Bulletin  contains  some  less-than-critical 
information.  She  stated  that  the  following  could  be  improved:  the 
Agenda  of  the  Faculty  Senate  is  too  brief  to  elucidate  the  kind  of 
debate  or  issues  to  be  discussed  and  often  comes  out  too  close  to 
the  meeting  date;  the  current  minutes  probably  go  unread  because 
they  are  presented  as  minutes,  not  a  summary  of  debates  in  order  of 
importance.  Other  missives  from  the  Faculty  Senate,  such  as 
committee  surveys  or  reports  are  often  presented  on  the  letterhead 
of  the  chairperson  of  that  committee  so  that  it  is  unclear  that  the 
information  is  from  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Senator  Fraas  stated  the  committee  plans  to  recommend  the 
following  and  would  appreciate  faculty  input  on  the  suggestions 
prior  to  formal  motions:  (1)  create  a  logo/letterhead  for  Faculty 
Senate  for  all  communication  from  Faculty  Senate  and  its  committees 
to  faculty;  (2)  create  a  faculty  newsletter  to  replace  the  Faculty 
Bulletin.  The  newsletter  could  be  published  monthly,  include  a 
summary  of  Faculty  Senate  meetings,  an  agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 
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and  a  report  from  the  Faculty  Senate  Chair  and  the  Faculty  Regent 
and  letters  from  the  faculty;  (3)  the  newsletter  would  need  an 
editor,  preferably  someone  familiar  with  Senate  business  and  who 
attends  the  meetings,  and  be  a  faculty  member.  The  editor  would  be 
granted  one  quarter  released  time  to  produce  the  newsletter. 
Please  direct  input  to  Senator  Fraas  at  1880  or  Donovan  Annex  102. 


Report  From  Faculty  Committee  On  Rules:   Senator  Dimcan 

Senator  Duncan  moved  to  amend  a  sentence  of  the  Organization 
of  the  Faculty  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  that  reads  "the  Chair 
may  not  serve  consecutive  terms"  and  substitute  "the  Chair  may  not 
serve  more  than  two  terms  consecutively."  Questions  were  raised 
concerning  the  possibility  of  a  Chair  serving  more  than  two  years 
in  a  row  and  the  Chair's  department  losing  a  vote  in  the  Senate. 
After  some  discussion,  the  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Duncan  discussed  the  membership  of  and  representation 
on  the  Faculty  Senate,  especially  in  relation  to  the  ex  officio 
status  of  administrators  versus  faculty  membership.  He  asked  for 
a  sense  of  the  feeling  of  the  Senate.  Senator  Laird  mentioned  that 
approximately  fifteen  years  ago  when  the  Senate  was  reorganized,  a 
consensus  was  developed  that  the  Senate  was  neither  a  classical 
faculty  senate  nor  a  true  university  senate  since  not  all  campus 
constituents  were  represented.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  McGill  called  for  corrections  to  the  March  3,  1993, 
minutes.  There  being  no  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
distributed. 


REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT:   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  president  reported  on  the  rising  cost  of  health  insurance. 
The  basic  University  Plan  is  going  up  two  to  three  times  the  rate 
of  inflation,  but  the  supplemental  plans  (B  and  C)  are  going  up  an 
average  of  23%  this  coming  year.  It  is  essential  to  look  at  what 
is  offered  and  covered  by  plans  B  and  C  and  make  a  decision  to  stay 
with  the  plan  or  move  to  the  basic  University  Plan.  He  mentioned 
that  this  time  the  Humana  HMO  is  reasonable.  Another  option  from 
Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  will  be  available  for  university  employees 
this  year.  The  Blue  Cross  HMO  appears  to  be  in  line  with  the  state 
government's  health  insurance  program  and  the  direction  in  which 
the  federal  government  is  moving.  The  president  stressed  the 
importance  of  faculty  members '  attending  upcoming  meetings  that 
will  explain  the  insurance  programs  in  more  depth.  He  mentioned 
that  some  type  of  health  care  reform  is  absolutely  essential  to 
contain  costs. 


Dr.  Funderburk  stated  that  the  caunpus  budget-making  operation 
has  been  temporarily  postponed  due  to  questions  about  health 
insurance  costs  and  the  uncertainty  of  state  government  revenue. 
Budget  unit  heads  will  be  notified  by  April  25  about  funding  for 
preparation  of  1993-1994  budgets,  with  completed  information  due 
back  to  the  Office  of  Planning  and  Budget  by  April  30.  The  Board 
of  Regents  will  meet  on  May  22  to  finalize  the  budget.  This  means 
that  contracts  will  be  mailed  out  later  than  usual.  Faculty  who 
will  be  out  of  town  during  this  time  should  make  arrangements  with 
their  chair  to  cover  this  situation. 

A  question  from  the  Senate  pertained  to  the  Lilley  Cornett 
Woods  mining  controversy.  The  president  stated  that  the  property 
is  owned  by  the  state  and  managed  by  EKU ' s  Division  of  Natural 
Areas.  The  state  acquired  the  land  but  without  mining  rights.  The 
mineral  rights  have  been  owned  by  different  coal  companies.  He 
said  the  problem  is  that  the  current  coal  companies  which  own  the 
mineral  rights  want  to  mine  the  coal  or  be  paid  compensation. 

Another  question  concerned  the  merging  of  three  departments. 
The  president  replied  that  he  has  met  with  the  deans  of  the 
affected  departments  and  the  academic  vice  presidents.  He  sav;  some 
very  preliminary  plans  that  have  been  sent  back  for  further  study 
to  the  units  involved  in  the  mergers. 

A  third  question  was  raised  about  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  review  the  definition  of  terms  used  in  reporting  of 
faculty  work  time  to  the  state.  Dr.  Funderburk  replied  that  no 
committee  has  yet  been  appointed.  He  stated  that  he  has  seen  some 
data  which  were  collected  at  EKU  for  the  Fall  1992  semester,  and 
that  data  are  close  to  what  has  been  reported  from  other 
universities.  ,  .-  ,• 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  MCGILL 

The  Executive  Committee  met  March  22.  Committee  reports  and 
motions  were  reviewed  for  the  April  agenda.  Senators  are  reminded 
to  return  the  "willingness  to  serve"  form  that  was  distributed  with 
agenda  materials.   New  senators  also  have  been  sent  this  form. 

Concern  has  been  expressed  related  to  faculty  being  approached 
by  a  textbook  solicitor.  Faculty  are  referred  to  page  112  of  the 
Faculty/Staff  Handbook.  Activities  of  textbook  solicitors  are 
restricted  by  invitation  only. 

Chairs  of  standing  Senate  committees  are  reminded  that  Senate 
by-laws  require  committee  chairs  to  submit  an  annual  written  report 
of  the  activity  of  their  committee  to  the  Chair  of  the  Senate  at 
the  May  meeting.  Chairs  of  Senate  Ad  Hoc  committees  also  will  be 
asked  for  progress  reports . 


REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  stated  that  he  met  with  the  Department  of 
Technology  last  month.  He  felt  that  it  was  a  very  helpful  meeting 
and  encourages  others  to  contact  him. 

He  reported  that  he  and  Dr.  Funderburk  attended  a  productive 
Board  of  Regents  retreat.  The  retreat  focused  attention  on  several 
areas--quality  of  education  (White  Paper  report),  advising  and 
mentoring,  part-time  faculty,  and  extended  programs  (teaching). 
Another  item,  and  hottest,  discussed  was  intercollegiate  athletics, 
especially  the  question  of  gender  equity  and  its  impact  on  sports 
prograims .  A  final  topic  centered  on  non-traditional  students  and 
concentrated  on  off-caunpus  services  and  programs  provided  to  these 
students . 

The  Senate  raised  a  question  concerning  child  care  facilities. 
Senator  Freed  replied  that  some  universities  are  retreating  from 
providing  such  facilities. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL :   SENATOR  W.  WRIGHT 

Senator  Wright  mentioned  that  most  universities  reported 
salary  pools  had  been  established  with  increases  of  two  to  five 
percent,  with  two  to  three  percent  being  the  average.  Another 
topic  discussed  was  the  issue  of  post  tenure  review  at  the 
University  of  Louisville  and  University  of  Kentucky.  He  mentioned 
that  the  president  of  the  University  of  Louisville  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  tenure  is  no  longer  necessary. 

Senator  Wright  stated  that  there  is  frustration  with  KERA  and 
the  role  higher  education  has  been  playing  in  educational  reform. 
He  mentioned  that  it  appears  only  the  Colleges  of  Education  and  not 
other  units  on  campuses  are  actively  involved  with  KERA.  He  stated 
that  there  is  a  need  for  consistency  and  participation  by  a  variety 
of  constituencies  in  reforming  education  at  all  levels.  Most  COSFL 
representatives  feel  that  the  role  of  Advocates  of  Higher  Education 
has  been  less  than  effective. 

In  university  reports  the  University  of  Kentucky  is  conducting 
a  first  time  faculty  evaluation  of  administrators;  the  University 
of  Louisville  reports  that  AAUP  membership  was  up  significantly  and 
that  the  legal  status  of  collective  bargaining  is  being  explored; 
Western  Kentucky  University  faculty  recently  evaluated  their 
president;  Northern  Kentucky  University  reports  that  the  provost 
appointment  is  pending;  Murray  State  University  now  has  a  faculty 
handbook;  and  Morehead  State  University  is  continuing 
restructuring,  has  seven  new  faculty  members  and  many  overloads, 
and  has  adopted  a  tuition  waiver  policy  for  spouses  and  dependents 
of  faculty  and  staff. 
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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

University  Improvement  of  Instruction  Committee:   Senator  Creek 

Senator  Creek  moved  that  "Students  who  do  not  complete  the 
required  64  hours  at  Eastern  may  petition  the  Dean  of  their  college 
for  a  review  of  their  records  and  consideration  for  receiving 
honors.  After  review,  the  Dean  will  forward  the  request  and 
recommendation  for  exception  to  the  regulation  to  the  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Research  for  a  final  decision. 
It  is  proposed  that  this  policy  become  effective  July  1,  1993." 
Senator  Laird  offered  an  amendment  that  "the  student  must  complete 
a  minimum  of  48  hours  at  EKU  before  being  considered  for  honors." 
Senator  Lee-Riff e  seconded  the  amendment.  The  amendment  failed  by 
a  voice  vote.  After  some  discussion,  the  motion  passed  by  a 
standing  vote  of  27  to  25. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Communication:   Senator  Fraas 

Senator  Fraas  moved  "1.)  the  creation  of  a  logo/ letterhead  for 
the  Faculty  Senate  to  be  used  for  all  communication  from  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  its  committees  to  faculty,  2.)  the  creation  of 
a  faculty  newsletter,  3.)  the  appointment  of  an  editor:  it  is 
recommended  that  the  editor  be  a  member  of  the  Senate  or  at  least 
someone  who  is  familiar  with  Senate  business  and  attends  the 
meetings,  be  a  teaching  faculty  member,  and  receive  quarter-release 
time  per  semester  (or  per  academic  year)  to  produce  the 
newsletter . " 

Before  considering  the  motion.  President  Funderburk  was  asked 
to  comment  on  it,  especially  the  provision  for  quarter-release  time 
for  the  editor  of  the  newsletter.  He  stated  that  he  was  concerned 
about  anything  that  takes  a  faculty  member  away  from  the  classroom. 
After  some  discussion,  the  Senate  approved  by  voice  vote  the 
dividing  of  the  motion  into  a  series  of  individual  motions  for 
consideration. 

Senator  Fraas  moved  for  "the  creation  of  a  logo/letterhead 
for  the  Faculty  Senate  to  be  used  for  all  communication  from  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  its  committees  to  faculty."  The  motion  passed 
by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Fraas  moved  for  "the  creation  of  a  faculty  newsletter, 
with  the  appointment  of  an  editor.  The  editor  will  be  a  member  of 
the  Senate  or  at  least  someone  who  is  familiar  with  Se.iate  business 
and  attends  the  meetings,  be  a  teaching  faculty  member,  and  receive 
quarter-release  time  per  semester  (or  per  academic  year)  to  produce 
the  newsletter." 

Senator  Falkenburg  offered  an  amendment  to  the  motion  to  read 
"the  appointment  of  an  editor  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senate 
or  at  least  someone  who  is  familiar  with  Senate  business  and

attends  the  meetings,  and  who  shall  be  a  teaching  faculty  member. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  editor  receive  quarter-release  time  per 
semester  (or  per  academic  year)  to  produce  the  newsletter."  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Senator  Lee-Riffe.  After  much 
discussion,  the  amendment  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  W.  Wright  offered  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion 
"that  an  advisory  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  Executive 
Committee  to  appoint  an  editor  and  oversee  editorial  policy  of  the 
newsletter."  Senator  Whitcopf  seconded  the  amendment.  After  some 
discussion,  the  amendment  passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  amended  motion  reads  that  there  be  "the  creation  of  a 
faculty  newsletter;  the  appointment  of  an  editor  who  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Senate  or  at  least  someone  who  is  familiar  with 
Senate  business  and  attends  the  meetings,  and  who  shall  be  a 
teaching  faculty  member.  It  is  recommended  that  the  editor  receive 
quarter-release  time  per  semester  (or  per  academic  year)  to  produce 
the  newsletter,  and  that  an  advisory  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Senate  Executive  Committee  to  appoint  an  editor  and  oversee 
editorial  policy  of  the  newsletter."  The  motion  passed  by  voice 
vote  .

CALL  TO  ORDER 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on 
Monday,  May  3,  1993,  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell 
Building.  The  Senate  Chair,  Joan  McGill,  called  the  final  meeting 
of  the  1992-1993  academic  year  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chairperson  McGill  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
April  5,  1993,  minutes.  There  being  no  additions  or  corrections 
the  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

The  President  stated  that  the  Kentucky  Central  Life  Insurance 
Company  is  now  being  run  by  the  state  of  Kentucky.  The  state  has 
an  umbrella  policy  to  back  up  Kentucky  Central.  He  reported  that 
the  general  assembly  was  called  into  special  session  to  consider 
health  care  reform.  Two  bills  have  been  submitted  on  this  subject 
which  if  passed  will  change  the  way  EKU  does  business.  The  bills 
also  will  take  authority  away  from  the  EKU  Board  of  Regents. 

The  President  reported  that  work  has  started  on  the  1993-94

budget.  He  stated  that  some  funds  will  be  available  for  salary- 
increases  and  promotions  but  there  will  be  no  increases  for 
operating  expenses.  He  stated  that  it  is  a  very  tight  budget.  Dr. 
Funderburk  re-emphasized  the  dismal  state  of  higher  education 
financing  nationally.  Through  careful  planning  and  some  internal 
reallocations  and  changes,  the  institution  may  be  able  to  see  some 
small  budget  increases  for  the  next  several  years.  He  mentioned 
that  there  will  be  a  regular  meeting  of  the  state  legislature  in 
January  1994  and  he  anticipates  it  will  be  a  very  tough  time  for 
higher  education,  especially  if  nothing  is  done  with  health  care 
reform  and  with  the  continued  emphasis  on  KERA. 

A  question  was  raised  concerning  Eastern's  current  health 
insurance,  especially  changing  options  with  deductions  and  time 
lags  in  the  Blue  Cross  system.  A  second  question  was  raised 
concerning  departmental  mergers.  The  President  replied  that  no 
decision  has  been  made  concerning  departments. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  MCGILL 

Chair  McGill  reported  on  the  activities  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  full  Senate  during  the  1992-93  academic  year. 
She  reported  that  three  Ad  Hoc  committees  (Calendar;  Grading;  and 
Communication)  had  completed  their  charges. 

Chair  McGill  reported  that  the  Senate  passed  two  proposals 
from  the  Rules  Committee  which  will  be  submitted  for  voting  at  the 
fall  Faculty  meeting;  a  revised  Academic  Bankruptcy  Policy;  and  a 
motion  to  permit  students  with  fewer  than  64  hours  at  Eastern  to 
petition  their  Dean  if  they  believe  they  otherwise  quality  for 
honors.  Part  of  the  impetus  for  this  last  motion  was  to  alleviate 
unnecessary  restraints  on  the  success  of  non-traditional  students. 
The  Chair  mentioned  that  several  steps  have  been  taken  in  regard  to 
non-traditional  students:  there  is  an  orientation  class  for  non- 
traditional  students;  a  chapter  of  the  National  Honorary  for  non- 
traditional  students  is  being  developed.  Furthermore,  the 
presidents  of  Mortar  Board  and  Gold  Key  are  non-traditional 
students;  a  peer  mentorship  program  has  been  suggested;  and  concern 
has  been  shown  for  parking,  day  care,  and  appropriateness  of  non- 
traditional  students  taking  the  ACT. 

The  Chair  recommended  thaf  the  President  appoint  a  Task  Force 
on  Non-Traditional  Students  with  joint  representation  from  Student 
Affairs,  Academic  Affairs,  faculty,  and  non-traditional  students 
with  the  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs  as  chair.  She  also 
made  the  recommendation  that  the  entire  University  faculty 
committee  structure.  Senate  and  non-Senate,  be  reviewed  for 
overlap.  Her  final  recommendation  was  to  make  the  Student  Senate 
President  or  his/her  designee  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Senate . 

The  Chair  concluded  her  remarks  by  thanking  people  for  their 
participation  in  the  Senate  and  for  their  support  and  patience  with 
her.   She  extended  her  appreciation  to  many  people  who  made  her 
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tenure  as  Chair  a  rewarding  position. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

No  report  was  given. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Committee  on  Committees:   Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  that  the  committee  submitted  a  report  in 
April  and  that  the  committee  had  received  100  replies  from  faculty- 
wanting  to  be  nominated  for  committees.  He  stated  that  they  tried 
to  fill  each  committee  with  equal  representation  from  all  of  the 
colleges,  if  possible.  He  reported  that  the  biggest  problem  was 
that  there  was  no  response  from  the  College  of  Law  Enforcement  and 
the  College  of  Education.

'   Senator  Engle  reported  that  their  major  work  has  been  the 
election  of  new  members  to  be  conducted  later  on  this  afternoon. 

Committee  on  Rules:   Senator  Duncan

No  report  was  given. 

Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities:   Senator  Hart 

Senator  Hart  reported  that  the  principal  work  of  the  committee 
this  year  was  to  calculate  the  results  of  a  survey  sent  to  part- 
time  faculty  and  department  chairs  last  year.  A  detailed 
accounting  of  the  results  and  the  summary  was  sent  to  the  Senate 
Chair.  It  was  not  ready  in  time  for  the  committee  to  study  it  in 
depth  and  come  up  with  recommendations. 

One  of  the  principal  concerns  was  salary.  It  was  more  of  a 
concern  to  department  chairs  than  it  was  to  part-time  faculty. 
Office  space  was  another  major  concern.  Also,  slightly  more  than 
80  percent  of  the  responding  part-time  faculty  were  covered  by  some 
form  of  health  insurance. 

Committee  on  the  Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of  Instruction: 
Dr.  Taylor 

Dr.  Taylor  reported  that  IDEA  is  not  fully  understood  by 
faculty  and  administrators.   He  stated  that  the  committee  has  made 
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several  observations  and  recommendations.  Observations  include  the 
fact  that  IDEA  is  often  misused;  IDEA  should  be  administered  as 
designed;  other  measures  should  be  used  to  complement  it;  generally 
there  is  no  alternative  method  for  evaluation  of  faculty 
instruction;  a  better  definition  of  the  purpose  of  evaluation  of 
faculty  instruction  is  needed;  and  pertinent  information  about  IDEA 
and  other  alternative  evaluation  instruments  should  be  communicated 
to  all  faculty  and  administrators.  Some  recommendations  include 
each  new  faculty  being  given  instruction  and  an  overview  of  the 
evaluation  process;  each  College  explaining  the  evaluation  process 
in  at  least  one  meeting;  each  Chair  in  each  College  being  sure  that 
IDEA  is  administered  correctly  and  interpreted  correctly;  and  that 
alternative  forms  of  evaluation  be  developed  to  complement  IDEA  in 
the  process  of  evaluation  of  instruction  for  purposes  of  tenure, 
promotion,  merit  pay,  and  improvement  of  instruction.

As  a  group,  vi&  are 
the  commission  on  colleges,  the  body  that  makes 
accreditation  decisions.  During  my  period  of  service  I 
have  learned  a  lot  about  four  years  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  south.  Through  interviews  with  board 
chairs  and  presidents,  and  the  review  of  numerous 
reports,  I  have  seen  the  insides  of  many  four  year 
institutions,  from  the  big  name  ones  to  those  not  so  well 
known.  With  these  experiences  as  a  frame  of  reference  I 
will  repeat  what  I  have  said  many  times;  EKU  is  one  of 
the  premier  institutions  among  the  nation's  400 
comprehensive  universities. 

I  would  welcome  next  month  a  visiting  committee  from  the 
commission  to  audit  EKU ' S  compliance  with  the  criteria 
for  accreditation,  in  my  judgement  we  would  pass  with 
flying  colors,  but  this  will  not  happen.  You  are  going 
to  have  to  do  the  self-study  and  the  visiting  committee 
will  be  here  in  the  spring  of  1996.  I  am  confident  that 
you  will  be  well-prepared. 


In  closing,  I  want  to  again  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  opportunity  that  I  have  had  to  work  with  you.  I  will 
miss  you.

Senator  Duncan  submitted  a  report  in  the  form  of  a  memo  to  all 
Senate  members.  The  committee  met  on  September  10  and  conferred 
with  Parliamentarian  Martha  Grise.  Members  have  suggested  the 
following  items  for  study: 

(1)  A  specific  edition  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  should  be 
identified .

The  committee  plans  to  elect  a  Chair  and  to  discuss  follow-up 
from  last  semester's  report  on  the  status  of  part-time  faculty. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

At  the  May  meeting,  the  Senate  voted  to  set  up  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Mid-Term  Deficiencies.  The  following  members  have 
been  appointed  to  the  committee:  Senator  Riggs  (Chair),  Senator 
Lee-Riffe,  Ms.  Gladys  Masagatani,  Ms.  Jill  Allgier,  and  Dr. 
Elizabeth  Wachtel.  The  Committee  will  report  to  the  Senate  at  the 
November  meeting. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Dickey  moved  that  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Study  Faculty 
Child  Care,  chaired  by  Paula  Kopacz,  be  created  to  study  the  need 
and  facilitation  of  child  care  for  Eastern  Kentucky  University's 
faculty  and  report  back  to  the  Senate  in  April  1994.  Senator  Lee- 
Riffe  seconded  the  motion.  Senator  Lee-Riffe  voiced  concern  for 
the  need  to  provide  child  care  to  staff  and  returning  students  as 
well  as  faculty.  Senator  Frisbie  moved  to  amend  the  main  motion  to 
broaden  the  scope  to  include  faculty  and  the  University  community 
(staff  and  students).  Senator  Fleming  seconded  the  amendment.  The 
amendment  was  approved  by  voice  vote.  The  Senate  then  approved  the 
amended  motion  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  moved  that  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Registra- 
tion Timing  and  Deadlines  be  appointed  to  determine  the  earliest 
possible  dates  for  the  closing  of  enrollment  and  payment  of  fees 
(or  other  official  financial  arrangements)  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions for  change  that  will  ensure  that  students  begin  each  term's 
classes  promptly  and  together  and  to  report  back  to  Senate  by 
February  1994.  Senator  Kipp  seconded  the  motion.  Senator  Klatte 
moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  have  the  committee  report  back  to  the 
Senate  by  November  1993.  The  amendment  was  considered  a  "friendly" 
amendment  and  was  accepted  without  vote.  The  motion  was  approved 
by  voice  vote. 


Senator  Hart  presented  a  report  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on 
Merit  Pay.  He  discussed  the  history  of  the  committee,  which  was 
created  in  the  spring  of  1992  as  a  result  of  a  recommendation  from 
an  earlier  Ad  Hoc  committee  that  studied  the  merit  pay  system  on 
campus.  The  current  committee  was  charged  with  the  responsibility 
to  make  specific  recommendations  for  the  Senate  to  consider.  The 
committee  relied  upon  information  from  the  original  committee  and 
also  reviewed  the  merit  policies  and  procedures  of  each  department 
and  college.  The  current  committee's  report  reflects  a  consensus 
that  the  many  policies  and  procedures  throughout  the  university 
seem  to  be,  at  least  in  theory,  a  good  faith  effort  to  apply 
university  policy  on  merit  pay  both  effectively  and  equitably. 
Considerable  discussion  ensued  on  the  meaning  of  terms  and  the 
intent  of  the  recommendations.  The  Senate  approved  to  close 
discussion  by  a  voice  vote.  Chair  Engle  mentioned  that  the  Senate 
Executive  Committee  will  study  the  committee's  recommendations  and 
present  them  at  the  October  meeting.  The  Senate  by  voice  vote  then 
approved  to  receive  the  committee's  report. 

ELECTION  OF  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE 

The  resignation  of  Senator  Ward  Wright  as  COSFL  representative 
created  a  vacancy.  Chair  Engle  called  for  nominations.  Senator 
Lee-Riffe  was  nominated  by  Senator  Laird.  There  were  no  other 
nominations.  Senator  Lee-Riffe  was  elected  by  acclamation  as  the 
Senate  COSFL  Representative. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS:   SENATOR  ENZIE 

Senator  Enzie  announced  that  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs 
will  hold  its  first  meeting  in  the  coming  week  and  will  report  back 
at  the  October  meeting.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
September  13,  1993,  minutes.  Senator  Slusher  requested  the  minutes 
to  read  that  the  visitor,  Ms.  Janna  Edens,  be  changed  to  read  Ms. 
Janet  Edens.  Chair  Engle  requested  that  at  the  bottom  of  page  one 
of  -he  minutes  the  line  "Board.  A-ny  inquiries  or  comments  to  the 
Arlington  Board  should  be"  was  deleted  during  printing  and  should 
be  added.  No  further  changes  were  made,  and  the  minutes  were 
approved  as  corrected. 

.  REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

President  Funderburk  commented  on  the  status  of  a 
recommendation  to  establish  a  faculty  newsletter  which  the  Senate 
approved  last  spring.  At  this  time  he  has  not  taken  any  action 
because  it  removes  faculty  from  the  classroom  and  places  them  into 
roles  other  than  teaching. 

The  President  reported  on  recent  meetings  held  in  Frankfort 
which  relate  to  proposed  reforms  and  restructuring  in  higher 
education  that  will  directly  affect  Eastern.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Governor's  Higher  Education  Review  Commission,   which  President 
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Funderburk  attended  on  September  20,  fourteen  items  that  cover 
three  major  areas  of  higher  education--  mission  refinement, 
efficiency  and  effectiveness,  and  funding  changes--were  presented. 
The  President  briefly  discussed  each  item,  stating  that  Eastern  has 
already  implemented  some  of  the  items,  needs  to  implement  others, 
and  anticipates  modifying  a  third  group  before  the  Commission's 
reporting  date  (December  21)  to  the  Governor.  He  also  mentioned 
that  some  of  the  ite.ms  relate  to  current  activities  of  several 
other  state-wide  committees.  He  specifically  commented  about  the 
significant  impact  that  state  budgeting  priorities  and  the  current 
economic  downturn  have  had  on  higher  education,  noting  that  the 
present  level  of  state  funding  received  from  the  funding  formula 
puts  Eastern  at  about  70  percent  of  the  average  of  funding  received 
by  comparable  institutions  in  surrounding  states.  The  President 
feels  that  there  is  a  continuing  need  for  some  type  of  equitable 
funding  system  for  all  Kentucky  state  universities. 

A  new  commission  called  the  Governor's  Task  Force  on  Teacher 
Preparation,  which  was  recently  formed,  has  made  recommendations 
that  greatly  concern  President  Funderburk.  The  task  force  is  being 
run  by  the  Washington  based  Education  Commission  of  the  States. 
The  Executive  Director  of  the  Kentucky  Council  on  Higher  Education 
is  the  only  member  from  the  state  on  the  task  force.  Some  major 
recommendations  are  coming  from  this  task  force  and  will  probably 
turn  up  as  a  proposed  Kentucky  Teacher  Education  Reform  Act  at  the 
next  session  of  the  General  .^sse.mbly.  This  Act  will  involve 
performance-based  outcome  for  all  educators  and  will  included 
clinical  training  programs  for  all  educators,  a  system  of  program 
approval  based  on  performance  measures,  and  more  interaction  with 
public  schools  and  higher  education  faculties  and  teacher 
preparation  programs.  Further  recommendations  include  a 
restructuring  of  higher  education  to  determine  which  institutions 
should  train  teachers,  the  Education  Professional  Standards  Board 
(old  certification  board)  and  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  will 
recommend  legislation  that  will  assess  the  level  of  commitment  to 
the  training  of  teachers,  the  assurance  of  KEPwA '  s  application  of 
teaching  strategies  across  the  campus  or  the  submission  of  a  plan 
to  revamp  teaching  methods  university-wide;  and  legislation  to 
enable  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  and  the  Education 
Professional  Standards  Board  to  review  university  tenure  and 
promotion  policies  with  regard  to  how  quality  teaching  and  service 
to  the  schools  are  rewarded.  This  task  force  will  meet  again  and 
will  have  a  report  by  mid-Nove.mber .  These  are  only  proposals  and 
a  bill  for  legislation  has  not  yet  been  devised.  President 
Funderburk  plans  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  Commission  and  the 
Task  Force  and  will  report  to  zhe  faculty  as  necessary. 

The  President  responded  to  several  questions.  Senator  Miller 
wondered  why  there  was  no  mention  of  intercollegiate  athletics 
among  the  Governor's  Higher  Education  Review  Commission  items. 
Senator  Laird  express'ed  concern  over  the  lack  of  participation  by 
universities  in  the  Commission  and  Task  Force.    The  President 


mentioned  that  some  changes  will  take  place  and  need  to  take  place 
as  higher  education  undergoes  restructuring.  He  reiterated  that  he 
will  keep  the  faculty  informed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  discussed  and  sent  out  charges  to  the 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child  Care,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Mid-term 
Deficiencies,  and  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  Registration 
Calendar.  This  last  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  authorized  in  the 
September  1993  meeting  and  is  comprised  of  Senator  Culross  (Chair), 
Senator  Lee-Riffe,  Les  Grigsby,  Susan  Luhman,  and  Loretta 
Leszczynski . 

The  Executive  Committee  received  the  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Merit  Pay,  and  after  considerable  discussion  endorsed 
the  committee  report.  The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  report,  in  the  form  of 
a  package  of  motions,  will  be  presented  before  the  full  Senate 
under  items  of  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

./    REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  and  Chair  Engle  are  trying  to 
revive  the  coffee  roundtables  en  Thursday  mornings  in  the  Faculty 
Lounge  of  the  Keen  Johnson  Building.  Faculty  are  encouraged  to 
talk  about  any  topic  of  interest  at  the  roundtable.  Senator  Freed 
attended  two  meetings  in  September:  Governor's  Conference  on 
Higher  Education  Trusteeship  (university  trustees  and  regents 
attended  and  conducted  various  discussions  and  shared  ideas; 
outside  speakers  also  participated)  and  a  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee  (faculty  regents  and  trustees  got  together  to  compare 
nctes  about  what  was  happening  around  the  state).  The  next  Board 
of  Regents  meeting  will  be  October  30,  1993. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE:   SENATOR  LEE-RIFFE 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  that  COSFL  has  not  yet  met. 
Senator  Lee-Riffe  requested  feedback  on  items  that  may  need  to  be 
taken  to  COSFL.  One  concern  she  expressed  was  that  no  person  from 
higher  education  has  ever  been  nominated  as  a  board  member  for  the 
Kentucky  Teacher's  Retirement  System.  This  may  be  a  matter  that 
COSFL  will  investigate  and  consider.

The  Committee  on  Elections  met  and  elected  Senator  Tracy  as 
Chair . 

Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities:   Senator  Hamack 

In  the  absence  of  Senator  Harnack,  Senator  Hart  reported  that 
the  committee  discussed  recommendations  to  make  to  the  Senate  on 
part-time  faculty  this  semester. 

Committee  on  Rules:   Senator  Duncan 

Senator  Duncan  has  received  several  responses  to  the  report 
submitted  at  the  September  13  Senate  meeting.  He  encouraged 
senators  to  send  him  additional  suggestions  or  comments  concerning 
the  report. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Senator  T.  Myers  addressed  the  Senate  about  an  information 
brochure  for  the  non-traditional  student  that  was  recently 
developed.  He  distributed  copies  of  the  brochure  and  requested 
advice  for  next  year's  brochure. 

Senator  Hart  moved  the  adoption  of  motions  one  through  seven 
from  the  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Merit  Pay: 

Motion  1: 

The  current  practice,  which  combines  a  standard  award  with  a  merit 
award  and  which  bases  borh  on  performance,  should  continue.  The 
standard  award  is  a  percentage  of  one's  annual  salary  awarded 
across  the  board  to  all  faculty/staff  who  meet  minimum  performance 
standards.  The  merit  award  is  a  percentage  of  one's  annual  salary 
and/or  a  share  of  a  pool  of  funds  divided  among  those  who  meet  and 
exceed  minimum  performance  standards.  The  merit  award  varies  from 
individual  to  individual  and  is  dependent  upon  the  extent  to  which 
an  individual  exceeds  minimum  performance  standards. 

Motion  2 : 

Standard  awards  and  merit  awards  are  equally  important.  Ideally, 
the  University  would  have  sufficient  funds  both  to  ensure  through 
the  standard  award  that  these  who  perform  satisfactorily  do  not 
suffer  a  real  dollar  loss  in  earnings  and  to  ensure  through  the 


merit  award  that  those  who  perform  beyond  normal  requirements  are 
appropriately  rewarded.  Historically,  however,  such  funding  has 
rarely  been  available.  Thus,  the  University  should  balance  both 
these  needs  and  should  recognize  that  an  erosion  in  compensation 
for  those  who  perform  satisfactorily  and  a  failure  to  reward  those 
who  go  beyond  expectations  can  each  by  itself  have  a  deleterious 
impact  on  faculty  morale  and  performance.  Such  an  impact  would 
undermine  the  primary  objectives  of  the  compensation  policy  --  to 
employ,  retain,  encourage,  and  reward  faculty  who  contribute  to  the 
purpose,  mission,  and  goals  of  the  University. 

Motion  3: 

Salary  adjustments,  that  is,  increases  occasioned  by  such 
circiomstances  as  promotion,  substantiated  inequities,  and  the  need 
to  maintain  the  university  in  a  position  of  strength,  should  be 
funded  prior  to  the  distribution  of  standard  and  merit  award  funds 
to  the  colleges/units. 

Motion  4: 

Academic  merit  pay  systems  shall  be  designed  so  that  no  less  than 
50%  of  the  potential  merit  award  for  those  with  a  full-time 
teaching  load  is  based  on  teaching  performance. 

Motion  5; 

In  addition  to  student  opinion  of  instruction,  each  department 
shall  use  a  systematic  method  of  assessing  teaching  performance  for 
purpose  of  merit  awards.  This  method  shall  include  a  consideration 
of  the  perspectives  of  students,  peer,  and  supervisors  and  shall  be 
clearly  defined  and  communicated  in  the  department  merit  pay 
policy. 

Motion  6: 

Departments  shall  consider  basing  merit  awards  on  performance  over 
a  period  of  time  longer  than  one  year. 

Motion  7:  . 

Departments  shall  periodically  and  regularly  reassess  their  methods 
and  procedures  to  insure  they  are  continuing  to  support  the  stated 
purpose,  mission,  and  goals  of  the  University. 

Senator  Hart  stated  that  the  motions  were  a  product  of  a 
series  of  compromises  which  has  taken  twc  Senate  ad  hoc  committees 
four  years  to  reach.  Ke  mentioned  that  the  university  has  had  a 
formal  merit  policy  in  place  for  seven  years  and  that  the  motions 
under  review  will  be  the  first  time  the  Senate  has  taken  a  position 
on  the  merit  system.  Considerable  discussion  followed  concerning 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  motions,  the  need  for  clarification 


of  several  motions,  and  the  reason  and  need  for  the  Senate  to 
affirm  a  policy  which  is  already  in  operation.  Senator  Hart 
responded  that  the  ad  hoc  committee  felt  it  was  the  responsibility 
of  the  individual  department  or  unit  to  develop  specific  policies 
and  procedures  concerning  merit  pay.  The  committee's  function  was 
to  establish  guidelines  that  could  be  applied  university-wide. 
Senator  Franke  offered  and  the  Senate  accepted  a  friendly  amendment 
to  Motion  #  5  to  replace  "peers"  with  "colleagues."  Senator  Miller 
moved  to  amend  Motion  #  4  to  replace  "no  less  than  50%  of  the 
potential  merit  award  for  those  with  a  full-time  teaching  load  is 
based  on  teaching  performance"  with  "greatest  weight  shall  be  given 
to  teaching."

Other  vice  presidential  units  on  campus  have  developed 
their  own  policies  and  procedures  concerning  merit  pay.  Senator 
Laird  moved  the  previous  question.  The  Senate  approved  by  a  voice 
vote  to  vote  on  the  original  motions.  The  Senate  then  approved  by 
voice  vote  motions  one  through  seven  with  the  amendment  to  Motion 
#  5.

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

No  report  was  given  since  President  Funderburk  was  attending 
a  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  Higher  Education  Review  Commission. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  and  discussed  drafts  of  two 
reports  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Research  and  Teaching  Ethics, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Messerich.  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
raised  a  series  of  questions  on  technical  and  procedural  issues  for 
both  reports.  As  a  result,  both  drafts  were  returned  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  for  additional  information.  The  Executive  Committee 
briefly  discussed  the  possibility  of  sponsoring  an  Oxford-style 
debate  '  in  the  Spring  on  the  topic  of  the  "Role  of  Lectureship 
Positions  at  Eastern." 


REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  and  Senator  Engle  recently  met 
with  President  Funderburk,  several  members  of  the  central 
administration,  and  Board  of  Regents  Chair  Jim  Gilbert  to  discuss 
implications  of  an  upcoming  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  Higher 
Education  Review  Commission.  President  Funderburk  mentioned  that 
current  recommendations  of  the  commission,  which  will  be  discussed 
at  the  upcoming  meeting,  have  been  revised  and  are  somewhat  milder 
than  the  original  recommendations.  Senator  Freed  briefly  mentioned 
the  major  areas  of  the  revised  recommendations,  noting  that  the 
very  critical  issue  of  admission  standards  needs  significant 
clarification.  Senator  Engle  commented  that  the  work  of  the 
commission  appears  to  be  moving  away  from  quantitative  to  more 
qualitative  areas  with  discussion  centering  around  clarifying  areas 
of  ambiguity,  more  precise  role  definition,  and  the  need  for 
programs  to  follow  defined  missions.  Senator  Freed  stated  that  the 
role  of  community  colleges  will  probably  be  more  defined  and 
enlarged  once  the  final  report  is  issued  in  late  December. 

On  November  8  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  will  meet  and 
devote  most  of  its  time  to  the  issue  of  raising  tuition.  Senator 
Freed  concurred  with  the  observation  of  the  president  of  Northern 
Kentucky  University  that  Kentucky's  system  of  public  higher 
education  is  moving  away  from  being  state  funded  to  being  state 
assisted.  Senator  Freed  said  the  recent  Eastern  Board  of  Regents 
meeting  focused  on  ordinary  business. 

After  the  report.  Senator  Laird  asked  several  questions 
pertaining  to  faculty  involvement  in  current  higher  education 
issues.  Senators  Engle  and  Freed  agreed  that  now  was  not  the 
proper  time  for  faculty  to  get  actively  involved  until  various 
recommendations  have  been  more  clearly  defined.  Senator  Engle 
suggested  a  wait  and  see  posture.  He  felt  the  current  reform 
efforts  will  lead  the  people  in  the  Commonwealth  to  a  better 
understanding  of  what  faculty  actually  do.  Senator  Laird  expressed 
great  concern  about  the  state  imposing  a  KERA  type  program  on 
higher  education  without  faculty  involvement.  Senator  Engle  did 
see  a  problem  with  a  trend  toward  more  formal  centralized 
management  of  higher  education,  which  could  seriously  reduce  the 
flexibility  of  regional  teaching  universities.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
November  1,  1993,  minutes.  No  changes  were  made  and  the  minutes 
were  approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

President  Funderburk  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities.  At  that 
meeting  he  learned  that  Kentucky  is  not  the  only  state  experiencing 
government  intrusion  into  the  academy.  The  intrusion  (from  both 
federal  and  state  levels)  is  a  nationwide  occurrence  and  due  to 
many  factors,  such  as  revenue  shortages  and  changing  state 
priorities  (medicaid,  prison  reform,  and  in  Kentucky  KERA) .  At  the 
federal  level,  intrusion  is  coming  from  several  directions:  in  an 
attempt  to  address  the  issue  of  default  rates  on  student  loans,  the 
last  Higher  Education  Act  created  in  each  state  a  State 
Postsecondary  Review  Entity  (in  Kentucky  the  entity  is  the  Council 
on  Higher  Education)  to  develop  recommendations  that  will  be  sent 
to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education.  In  addition,  accrediting 
agencies  will  be  undergoing  major  restructuring.  The  president 
hopes  the  Southern  Association  will  be  kept  intact. 
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At  the  November  8  meeting  of  the  Council  on  Higher  Education, 
the  Council  approved  the  common  course  numbering  report  and  is  now 
in  the  process  of  appointing  a  committee  to  implement  the  report. 
Dr.  Jack  Culross  will  serve  as  Eastern's  representative  on  the 
committee.  Implementation  will  take  about  two  years  and  consume 
significant  institutional  resources.  The  Council  approved  and  sent 
to  the  governor  its  recommendations  for  funding  for  the  1994/95 
biennium.  It  recommended  a  3%  increase  for  1994/95  and  a  5% 
increase  for  1995/95,  the  second  year  increase  based  entirely  for 
the  first  time  year  on  performance  funding.  The  president  pointed 
out  that  performance  based  funding  will  definitely  change  the  way 
business  is  conducted  on  campus.  He  is  not  necessarily  opposed  to 
a  portion  of  funding  based  on  performance,  but  feels  there  is  still 
a  need  to  maintain  a  funding  formula  to  provide  a  base  and  then  add 
some  percentage  on  top  of  that  for  performance,  in  order  to  insure 
equity  throughout  the  higher  education  system. 

President  Funderburk  concluded  with  remarks  about  the  status 
of  the  governor's  Higher  Education  Review  Commission.  He  feels 
that  the  commission  will  conclude  its  work  by  the  December  21 
deadline,  with  the  strong  possibility  that  there  will  be  a  need  for 
additional  study  groups  and  committees  to  further  refine  some  of 
the  commission's  far-reaching  recommendations.  Currently  Vice 
President  Enzie  and  Mr.  James  Clark  are  studying  the  issue  of 
performance  based  funding. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday,  November  22.  The 
Executive  Committee  discussed  a  series  of  agenda  items  for  the 
December  meeting.  The  committee  appointed  four  faculty  to  the 
Editorial  Advisory  Committee  recommended  in  the  April  meeting  of 
the  Senate.  The  four  individuals  are:  Senator  Robert  Creek, 
liaison  to  the  Executive  Committee,  Senator  Libby  Fraas,  Senator  Jo 
Nell  Jones,  and  Senator  Marcia  Myers.  This  advisory  committee  will 
act  as  an  editorial  board  for  the  Senate  recommended  Faculty 
Newsletter  and  is  charged  with  the  following:  1)  the  creation  of 
a  logo/letterhead  to  be  used  for  all  communication  for  the  Senate 
and  its  committees  to  the  faculty;  2)  the  search  and  selection 
process  for  an  editor  of  the  newsletter,  culminating  in  a 
recommendation  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Senate  and 
ultimately  to  Dr.  Funderburk--as  part  of  this  search  process  the 
committee  is  charged  with  developing  a  job  description  as  well  as 
a  set  of  personal  qualifications  necessary  to  engage  successfully 
in  the  job;  3)  to  study  the  many  and  varied  newsletters  and  other 
internal  informational  publications  on  the  university,  college, 
department,  and  program  levels  with  an  eye  to  consolidation. 

After  some  deliberation  the  Executive  Committee  sent  the 
report  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and 
Responsibilities  forward  to  the  full  Senate  with  a  recommendation 
for  Recommendations  one  and  two  and  a  recommendation  against 


Recommendations  three  and  four. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  with  Senator  Duncan,  Chair  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  and  discussed  an  item  he  will  be  bringing 
before  the  Senate  in  February.  The  Executive  Committee  also 
received  the  report  for  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Teaching 
and  Research  and,  after  some  discussion  with  the  Ad  Hoc  chair, 
decided  that  the  report  will  be  presented  in  February. 

Finally,  the  Executive  Committee  received  a  motion  from 
Senator  Miller  on  the  topic  of  HERC  budget  focus.  The  motion  will 
be  brought  forward  at  the  December  meeting  with  neither  a 
recommendation  for  nor  against  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  commented  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve 
campus  communication  between  faculty  and  administration.  For 
example,  after  almost  every  HERC  meeting  President  Funderburk  fully 
informs  Senators  Freed  and  Engle  about  meeting  results.  Senator 
Freed  will  continue  to  talk  with  Vice  President  Enzie  on  further 
efforts  to  improve  campus  communication.  At  a  recent  faculty  club 
meeting,  the  Crabbe  Library  expansion  fund  raising  campaign  was 
discussed.  Several  questions  that  Senator  Freed  and  other  faculty 
members  had  about  the  mechanics  of  the  campaign  and  the  Wellness 
Center  campaign  were  clarified  as  a  result  of  the  meeting. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE;   SENATOR  LEE-RIFFE 

Since  Senator  Lee-Riffe  was  unable  to  attend  the  most  recent 
COSFL  meeting.  Senator  Freed,  who  attended  the  meeting,  reported 
that  the  organization  sent  a  letter  to  Governor  Jones  requesting 
that  if  the  HERC  is  continued  after  December  21,  the  governor 
should  consider  appointing  some  faculty  representation  to  the 
commission.

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities;   Senator  Harnack 

Senator  Harnack  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report  on  the 
status  of  part-time  faculty  from  the  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights 
and  Responsibilities.  The  Senate  approved  to  accept  the  report  by 
voice  vote.  After  discussion  in  which  Senator  Engle,  speaking  for 
the  Executive  Committee,  expressed  some  concern  about  several  of 
the  recommendations  in  the  report.  Senator  Harnack  moved  that 
recommendations  one  through  four  in  the  report  be  accepted  and  that 
the  Executive  Committee  find  an  appropriate  group  of  people  to 
implement  them  if  they  are  approved  in  principle.  Senator  Freed 
seconded  the  motion. 

Recommendation  1 ; 

That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  establish  criteria  by  which  to 
measure  the  percentage  of  desirable  employment  of  part-time 
faculty;  these  criteria  should  take  into  account  both  the 
university's  overall  average  and  averages  of  individual  departments 
that  depend  heavily  on  part-time  faculty. 

Recommendation  2 ; 

A.  That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  continue  and  expand  its 
orientation  and  support  programs  to  part-time  faculty. 

B.  That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  provide  adequate  office  space 
for  part-time  faculty. 

C.  That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  provide  access  to  equipment 
and  duplication  services,  especially  for  faculty  who  teach  when 
most  facilities  are  closed  (i.e.,  evenings  and  Saturdays). 

D.  That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  support  the  efforts  of 
individuals  to  develop  collegial  relationships  between  part- 
time  and  full-time  faculty. 

Recommendation  3; 

A.   That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  provide  increments  for  part- 


time  faculty  for  continued  satisfactory  service  to  the 
university . 

B.   That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  make  faculty  scholarships 

available  to  part-time  faculty.  These  scholarships  would  apply 
for  credit  courses  relevant  to  the  part-time  faculty's  work 
assignment  with  Eastern  Kentucky  University  and  would  be 
available  to  part-time  faculty  who  are  currently  employed  by 
the  University  and  who  have  been  employed  for  at  least  two 
previous  semesters. 

Recommenda-tion  4 : 

That  Eastern  Kentucky  University  provide,  when  possible,  yearlong 
(fall  and  spring  semesters  within  an  academic  year)  "Part-time 
Faculty  Terms  of  Employment  and  Assignment"  with  minimal  guarantees 
for  its  part-time  faculty.  Such  terms  may  stipulate  minimally  one 
course  per  semester  and  may  be  expanded  to  include  additional 
courses  if  needed.  Such  arrangements  would  encourage  good 
relationships  between  administrators  and  part-time  faculty,  provide 
part-time  faculty  with  a  stronger  sense  of  employment  security,  and 
make  administrative  planning  more  efficient. 

The  Senate  approved  the  motion  by  voice  vote. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the  Registration  Calendar:   Senator  Culross 

Senator  Culross  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report  from  the  Ad 
Hoc  Committee  on  the  Registration  Calendar.  The  Senate  approved  to 
accept  the  report  by  voice  vote.  Senator  Culross  moved  that 
recommendations  one  through  four  in  the  report  be  accepted. 

Recommendation  1 : 

That  President  Funderburk  name  a  university  committee,  consisting 
of  representatives  from  the  faculty  and  the  offices  involved  in  the 
admissions,  registration,  and  financial  arrangements  procedures. 

Recommendation  2 : 

That  he  charge  this  committee  with  completely  rethinking  and 
redesigning  the  procedures  and  the  timetable  of  those  procedures  so 
as  to  ensure  that  the  class  registration  on  the  first  day  of 
classes  is  as  accurate  and  complete  as  possible. 

Recommendation  3 : 

That  this  committee  be  charged  with  completing  its  work  in  time  to 
allow  for  the  redesigned  procedures  to  be  reflected  in  the  academic 
calendar  to  be  published  in  the  1995-97  Undergraduate  Catalog  and 
to  be  implemented  with  registration  for  the  Fall  1995  semester. 


Recommendation  4:  '  . 

That  the  President  request  of  the  committee  that  it  provide  the 
Faculty  Senate  with  a  progress  report  at  its  September  1994 
meeting . 

Discussion  focused  on  the  complexity  of  the  issue  and  the  need 
for  broad  based  committee  representation  including  a  student 
representative.  Senator  Lee-Riff e  offered  an  amendment  to 
recommendation  1  to  add  after  financial  arrangements  procedures 
"i.e.  business  affairs,  housing,  advising,  billings  and 
collections,  as  well  as  a  representative  from  the  Student  Senate." 
Senator  Culross  accepted  the  amendment.  The  Senate  accepted  the 
amended  recommendations  by  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Miller  moved  that  "The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern 
Kentucky  University  requests  that  the  Governor's  Higher  Education 
Review  Commission,  which  is  studying  ways  to  restructure  the  public 
universities  of  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  improve  quality  and 
reorder  funding,  make  intercollegiate  athletics  a  part  of  their 
considerations.  We  take  note  of  the  omission  of  intercollegiate 
athletics  from  the  commission's  "Mission  Refinement'  document.  We 
believe  that  any  part  of  a  public  university  that  affects  funding 
in  a  significant  way  should  be  examined  in  any  major  effort  to 
restructure  the  system  of  higher  education  in  the  Commonwealth." 
Senator  Baugh  expressed  reservations  about  the  motion,  especially 
letting  an  outside  authority  determine  budget  cuts  and  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  role  athletics  plays  in  higher  education. 
Senator  Franke  questioned  the  need  to  send  the  motion  to  HERC  if  it 
were  passed  since  the  commission  will  go  out  of  existence  within 
two  weeks.  The  motion  was  rejected  by  a  standing  vote  of  24  yes 
and  2  6  no. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS;   SENATOR  ENZIE 

No  report  was  given. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Senate, 
Senator  Gale  moved  for  adjournment.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
December  6,  1993,  minutes.  Change  to  be  made  on  page  4,  second 
sentence  of  paragraph  under  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and 
Responsibilities:    Senator  Hamack  under  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Third  word  should  be  voted,  not  approved.   No  further  changes  were 
made.   The  minutes  were  approved  as  corrected. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

Dr.  Funderburk  was  out  of  town,  but  he  sent  a  message  to  be 
read  by  the  Chair,  Allen  Engle.  There  were  four  points  to  the 
message: 

1.  Two  copies  of  the  Higher  Education  Review  Committee  report  are 
in  the  library.  Extensive  appendices  may  be  viewed  in  the 
President's  office  or  Dr.  Enzie's  office. 

Mr.  James  R.  Clark  was  recognized  by  the  Senate.   Mr.  Clark 
answered  qxiestions  about  the  HERC  report  and  on  the  continuing 
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work  to  be  done  by  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  in  the 
areas  of  standardization  of  curriculum,  rationalization  of 
programs,  and  funding  programs.  Mr.  Clark  said  that  the  HERC 
report  was  approved  December  21.  The  governor  based  his 
budget  recommendations  partly  on  that  report.  It  will  take 
about  twelve  months  of  planning  to  implement  the  report,  and 
the  first  status  report  on  implementation  will  be  due  to  the 
governor  on  July  1,  1994. 

2.  Two  copies  of  the  Teacher  Preparation  Task  Force  Report  are 
now  in  the  library. 

3.  Higher  education  did  not  fare  well  in  the  governor's  budget. 
The  president  and  other  university  officials  will  be  working 
with  the  General  Assembly  to  improve  this.  For  example,  the 
governor  has  proposed  increases  in  higher  education  for  1994- 
95  and  1995-95  of  2%  and  3%  respectively  as  compared  to  the 
request  of  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  for  3%  and  5%.  The 
overall  state  budget  increase,  proposed  by  the  governor  is  5% 
for  1994-95  and  6%  for  1995-96.  The  higher  education  portion 
of  the  budget  is  proportionately  smaller  and  needs  some 
adjustment  to  ensure  equity. 

Mr.  Clark  briefly  projected  university  salary  raises  over  the 
next  biennium--2%  if  tuition  is  increased,  1%  if  tuition  is 
not  increased.  He  noted  that  the  governor  wants  all  state 
employees  to  receive  a  5%  raise  annually.  The  governor  did  not 
recommend  any  capital  construction  monies  for  EKU.  A  question 
was  asked  if  any  early  retirement  incentive  packages  had  been 
proposed.  Mr.  Clark  said  that  two  bills  are  in  the  General 
Assembly  at  this  time,  each  offering  10%  incentives. 

4.  The  Board  of  Regents  recently  approved  the  formation  of  a 
steering  committee  for  the  next  university  self-study. 
Senator  Wisenbaker  has  been  appointed  director  of  the  self- 
study,  which  will  be  conducted  during  the  1994-95  academic 
year.  As  long  as  the  self -study  continues,  monthly  updates 
will  be  given  to  the  Senate. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Tuesday,  January  25.  The 
Executive  Committee  discussed  a  series  of  agenda  items  for  the 
February  meeting.  The  committee  was  notified  that  an  interim 
report  was  coming  in  February  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child 
Care.  The  committee  received  a  motion  from  the  Committee  on  Rules 
on  defining  more  closely  parliamentary  procedures  and  recommended 
for  the  motion. 

The  committee  also  received  two  reports  from  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Teaching  and  Research  Ethics;  the  first  report  on  the 


topic  of  the  use  of  Human  Subjects  for  Research  and  the  second 
report  on  the  topic  of  policy  Governing  Scientific  Misconduct. 
After  some  deliberation  and  clarification  of  terms,  the  committee 
recommended  the  motions. 

Finally,  the  committee  received  a  motion  on  Library  Privileges 
from  the  University  Libraries  Committee  via  the  Council  on  Academic 
Affairs.  After  some  discussion  and  suggestions,  the  committee 
recommended  the  motion. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT;   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  on  the  January  Board  of  Regents' 
meeting.  Honorary  degree  candidates  were  presented,  and  he  said  it 
was  a  very  impressive  list;  however,  names  have  not  been  released. 
A  brief  discussion  of  the  gender  equity  issue  showed  that  this  is 
a  really  complicated  matter  especially  in  the  area  of  athletics. 
Senator  Freed  commented  on  the  HERC  recommendations.  He  believes 
that  if  the  recommendations  are  implemented,  the  state  will  realize 
little  financial  savings.  Senator  Freed  will  be  organizing  small 
groups  of  faculty  to  meet  and  discuss  issues  and  concerns  with  the 
president . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE;   SENATOR  LEE-RIFFE 

Since  Senator  Lee-Riffe  was  unable  to  attend  this  Faculty 
Senate  meeting.  Senator  Hart  reported  that  COSFL  met  on  January  8 
and  that  the  main  topic  of  discussion  was  the  collective  bargaining 
efforts  at  the  University  of  Louisville,  Kentucky  State  University, 
and  Jefferson  Community  College.  He  reported  that  the  University 
of  Louisville  faculty  was  unhappy  about  funds  being  proposed  to  be 
spent  on  a  new  football  stadium.  The  next  meeting  will  be  February 
12,  so  that  COSFL  can  discuss  items  that  might  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  state  legislature. 

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Committee  on  Budget;   Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  presented  a  very  detailed  report  from  the 
committee  on  the  university's  budget.  Trends  and  comparisons  of 
figures  were  given  for  the  past  three  years.  Of  particular  note  is 
the  trend  of  increased  student  tuition  in  the  face  of  declining 
state  appropriations. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  meaning  of  "public  services"  in 
the  budget  report.  These  are  training  resource  centers  and  grants 
for  special  services  which  the  state  has  turned  over  to  Eastern  and 
which  must  be  self-supporting.  Mr.  Clark  reported  that  $55  from 
student  activities  fees  go  to  intercollegiate  athletics  funding. 
Senator  Rink  noted  that  last  fiscal  year's  intercollegiate 
athletics  income  was  $500,000  less  than  expenditures. 
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The  Budget  Committee  plans  to  report  back  to  the  Senate  in  May 
after  the  university  budget  goes  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  In 
response  to  several  questions  about  the  cost  of  instruction,  Mr. 
Clark  emphasized  that  the  state  is  getting  its  money's  worth  from 
Eastern.  Senator  Laird  commended  the  committee  for  its  thorough 
and  enlightening  report. 

A  question  was  asked,  in  the  light  of  Morehead  State 
University's  proposed  abolition  of  football  scholarships  and  the 
prospect  of  diminishing  state  appropriations,  about  the  possibility 
of  athletic  scholarships  at  Eastern  being  cut  so  as  to  generate 
more  funds  internally  for  other  programs.  Mr.  Clark  mentioned  that 
it  is  difficult  to  compare  institutions  and  how  they  handle 
budgetary  priorities.  At  Eastern  restructuring  has  been  in  effect 
for  several  years.  Through  budget  reallocation  and  careful 
planning.  Eastern  has  been  able  for  the  most  part  able  to  avoid 
crisis  budgetary  situations.  Mr.  Clark  reiterated  that  all  units 
on  campus,  especially  intercollegiate  athletics,  have  undergone 
very  careful  analysis  and  continual  assessment  in  order  to  save 
money,  to  increase  productivity,  and  to  promote  efficiency. 

Committee  on  Conmiittees:   Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  that  this  committee  agreed  on  a  format 
for  nominating  faculty  and  will  send  copies  of  the  letter  to  deans, 
chairs,  and  faculty  for  input. 

Committee  on  Elections;   Senator  Tracy 

Senator  Tracy  reported  that  he  had  handed  out  copies  of  the 
roster  of  Faculty  Senate  members  for  1993-94  and  to  see  him  after 
the  meeting  for  any  corrections. 

Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities;   Senator  Hamack 

In  the  absence  of  Senator  Harnack,  Senator  Hart  reported  that 
there  was  no  report. 

Committee  on  Rules;   Senator  Duncan 

Senator  Duncan  stated  that  the  committee's  report  will  be 
given  in  the  Unfinished  Business  portion  of  the  meeting. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Study  Child  Care;   Senator  Kopacz 

Senator  Kopacz  reported  that  the  committee  developed  a  survey 
instrument  during  the  Fall  semester  which  was  distributed  to  both 
permanent  and  part-time  faculty  and  staff  in  early  January.  The 
results  are  currently  being  tabulated.  The  committee  also 
contacted  officials  in  Frankfort  concerning  legal  requirements  for 


the  child  care  center.  Several  issues  such  as  identifying  space  on 
campus  for  the  center,  staffing,  and  budgeting  are  still  to  be 
studied  by  the  committee. 

Committee  on  Rules;   Senator  Duncan 

Senator  Duncan  moved  the  following  motions  concerning  changes 
in  the  rules  of  the  Faculty  Senate: 

Motion  1: 

Change  Article  V  C.  to  read:  The  current  edition  of  Robert ' s 
Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised  shall  govern.  .  . 

Motion  2 : 

Change  Article  VII  D.,  Section  4  to  read:  The  current  edition  of 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised  shall  govern.  .  . 

Motion  3: 

Change  Article  VII  D.,  Section  5  to  read:  Senate  voting  on  all 
matters,  except  election  of  officers,  shall  be  viva  voice  or  by 
separation  of  the  house.  Members  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  except  that  a  voice  vote  may  be 
taken  when  there  is  the  same  number  of  nominees  as  positions  to  be 
filled  on  the  committee. 

Motions  one  through  three  were  approved  by  voice  vote. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Teaching  and  Research  Ethics:   Dr.  Messerich 

Committee  Chair  Dr.  Ron  Messerich  reported  that  in  the  area  of 
teaching  ethics  the  committee  is  still  studying  such  issues  as 
sexual  harassment  complaints  by  students,  rules  to  be  followed  in 
charging  students  for  locally  reproduced  materials,  and  a 
professional  code  of  ethics  for  teachers.  The  Senate  Executive 
Committee  suggested  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee's  proposal  concerning  the 
Use  of  Human  Subjects  in  Research  be  submitted  to  the  Division  of 
Grants  and  Contracts  for  review  before  it  is  brought  back  before 
the  Senate.  Dr.  Messerich  explained  the  committee's  position  on 
the  issues  of  scientific  misconduct  and  use  of  human  subjects  in 
research.  Senator  Miller  moved  the  following  proposals  from  the 
committee's  report  on  policy  governing  scientific  misconduct: 

Proposal  1: 

The  Faculty  Senate  instruct  its  standing  Committee  on  Faculty 
Rights  and  Responsibilities  to  review  this  policy  and  propose  to 
the  Senate  whatever  changes  it  sees  fit. 


Proposal  2 : 

The  recommendations  listed  below  be  passed  along  to  that  committee 
as  non-binding  recommendations. 

Senator  Freed  seconded  the  proposals.  Several  questions  were 
raised  about  the  procedure  to  implement  the  proposal  and  whether  or 
not  the  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities  Committee  was  the 
proper  committee  to  handle  the  issue.  The  proposals  were  approved 
by  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Enzie  moved  acceptance  of  the  following  motion  from 
the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs  and  University  Libraries  Committee 
concerning  library  policies: 

1.  Blocking--That  a  "block"  be  placed  against  those 
individuals  who  have  materials  at  least  on  semester  overdue.  The 
"block"  would  prevent  the  individual  from  checking  out  library 
materials,  withhold  loan  privileges,  and  on-line  database  searches. 
This  block  would  be  uniformly  applied  to  any  library  user  who  meets 
the  criteria  listed  here. 

2.  Change  In  Policies  for  Facrulty/Staf f--Hencef orth,  existing 
library  policies  relating  to  recalls,  payment  for  lost  or  damaged 
books,  and  "block"  be  extended  to  include  faculty  and  contract 
staff. 

2a.  Recalls--Any  "recalled"  items  must  be  returned  to  the 
Library  within  five  work  days.  Failure  to  do  so  will  oblige  the 
Libraries  to  levy  a  $1.00/day  charge  per  item  for  each  additional 
day  that  the  item  is  not  returned  (to  a  limit  of  $15/item) . 

2b.  Overdue/Lost--Any  library  item  which  is  overdue,  and  is 
not  renewed  within  four  weeks  of  the  close  of  the  semester  in  which 
the  material  was  due,  will  be  considered  a  "lost"  item  and  the 
faculty  member  will  be  charged  for  the  replacement  of  that  item. 
[There  is  no  set  limit.  Replacement  cost  varies  depending  on 
availability  (actual  cost  for  in-print;  average  cost  depending  on 
subject  area  for  out-of-print)].  If  the  obligation  is  not  resolved 
within  the  semester,  a  "block"  of  library  privileges  will  be  placed 
against  that  individual. 

2c.  Dainaged--For  items  which  are  returned  in  a  damaged  state, 
a  charge  will  be  levied  based  upon  the  extent  of  the  damage. 

Senator  Laird  moved  to  amend  the  first  sentence  of  "Blocking" 
to  read  "That  a  block  be  placed  against  those  individuals  who  have 
overdue  miaterials."  The  amendment  was  accepted  and  the  amended 
motion  was  approved  by  voice  vote. 
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Senator  Tackett  was  asked  by  her  constituents  to  bring  before 
the  Senate  two  questions  about  the  extent  of  faculty  involvement  in 
the  newly  revised  university  mission  statement  and  the  common 
academic  course  number  report  from  the  Council  on  Higher  Education. 
Mr.  Clark  explained  that  the  wording  of  the  refined  mission 
statement  was  developed,  without  direct  faculty  involvement,  from 
institutional  goals  and  strategic  directions  of  the  current 
institutional  plan  in  which  the  faculty  had  major  input,  to  satisfy 
the  Higher  Education  Review  Committee's  request  for  new  mission 
statements  from  all  state  universities.  Chair  Engle  mentioned  that 
HERC  and  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  wanted  to  develop  a  common 
template  for  mission  statements  for  reporting  purposes,  so  that 
specific  differences  between  universities  could  be  noted  as  part  of 
a  movement  toward  standardized  academic  programs  in  the  state. 
Senators  Enzie  and  Culross  explained  the  history  and  current  status 
of  the  common  course  numbering  task  force.  In  response  to  a 
Kentucky  state  senator's  interest  in  a  common  course  numbering  plan 
for  all  state  universities,  the  Council  on  Higher  Education 
approved  a  report  to  establish  a  task  force  to  develop  a  plan. 
Senator  Culross  represents  Eastern  on  the  task  force.  To  date 
there  has  been  no  faculty  involvement  in  the  plan,  but  much 
involvement  is  anticipated  as  the  task  force  begins  its  work. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  ON  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS:   SENATOR  ENZIE 

No  report  was  given. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Senate, 
Senator  Enzie  moved  for  adjournment.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at

MARCH  7,  1994 

CALL  TO  ORDER 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on 
Monday,  March  7,  1994,  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell 
Building.  The  Senate  Chair,  Allen  Engle,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  3:30  p.m.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the 
February  7,  1994,  minutes.  Senator  Knight  raised  a  question  for 
clarification  of  the  $600,000  in  the  last  sentence  on  page  3. 
Senator  Rink  replied  to  the  question.  The  minutes  were  then 
approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  Council  on  Higher  Education 
(CHE)  met  today  to  discuss  several  topics.  The  first  topic  was  a 
proposed  engineering  program  for  Paducah.  He  stated  that  CHE 
members  considered  that  it  would  be  inappropriate  and  imp2rudent  for 
them  to  make  a  decision  on  the  Paducah  proposal  since  it  was  an 
economic  development  issue  rather  than  a  higher  education  issue. 
The  Council  also  discussed  the  various  recommendations  of  the 
Governor's  Task  Force  on  Teacher  Preparation.  Senator  Freed, 
representing  COSFL,  read  a  letter  to  the  Council  which  urged  it  to 
reject  four  of  task  force's  twenty-two  recommendations  which  dealt 
with  tenure,  teaching  methods,  and  evaluations. 

Dr.  Funderburk  mentioned  that  the  CHE  discussed  the  Higher 
Education  Review  Commission  (HERC)  recommendations.  He  stated  that 
as  HERC  recommendations  are  being  reviewed  for  implementation. 
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direct  university  involvement  in  the  process  is  essential.  Another 
subject  discussed  at  the  meeting  was  performance  based  funding.  He 
stated  that  there  is  a  general  agreement  between  state  political 
leaders  and  higher  education  officials  to  use  this  method  of 
funding  for  at  least  one  year. 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  on  the  status  of  a  couple  of  bills  in 
the  General  Assembly.  The  Budget  Bill  on  Higher  Education  still  has 
no  changes  in  the  operating  budget,  with  the  recommendation  of  2% 
increase  the  first  year  and  3%  the  second  year.  Elementary  and 
secondary  schools  appear  to  be  getting  a  1%  increase  over  the 
governor's  recommendation. 

Dr.  Funderburk  mentioned  that  many  capital  projects  and  large 
bond  issues  are  still  in  the  state  budget.  The  Teacher  Preparation 
bills  are  two  joint  bills  (one  started  in  the  Senate  and  the  other 
in  the  House)  giving  the  Professional  Standards  Board  and  CHE 
authority  to  implement  the  twenty-two  recommendations  of  the 
Governor's  Task  Force  on  Teacher  Preparation.  He  stated  that  a 
bill  is  on  the  governor's  desk  for  signing  that  will  place  a  non- 
teaching  staff  member  on  Boards  of  Regents  of  the  regional 
universities . 

Dr.  Funderburk  mentioned  that  Health  Care  Reform  bills 
initiated  in  both  houses  will  have  a  major  impact  on  state  funding. 
The  current  House  Bill  does  not  affect  Eastern,  as  we  are  not  part 
of  the  proposed  health  alliance,  but  the  Senate  Bill  does  affect 
Eastern  since  the  institution  will  be  in  the  alliance  in  1995-1996. 
Dr.  Funderburk  stated  that  the  health  care  issue  appears  to  be  a 
budget-buster  and  that  any  reserve  money  the  state  might  save  will 
be  used  to  bring  more  people  into  the  health  care  pool . 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday,  February  21.  The 
Executive  Committee  discussed  a  series  of  agenda  items  for  the 
March  meeting.  The  Committee  was  notified  that  an  interim  report 
was  coming  in  March  from  the  Editorial  Advisory  Committee, 
appointed  by  Dr.  Funderburk,  to  look  at  communication  processes  in 
the  Senate  and  within  the  university  community.  The  Executive 
Committee  received  a  motion  on  the  suspension  of  academic  programs 
from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs  via  Dr.  Enzie.  The  Executive 
Committee  recommended  for  that  motion. 

The  Committee  also  received  notice  from  Dr.  Messerich  that  the 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Teaching  and  Research  hopes  to  have 
some  additional  recommendations  to  place  before  the  Senate  in  the 
April  meeting. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT;   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  handed  out  a  copy  of  a  COSFL  letter  written 


primarily  by  Dr.  Heberle  which  was  read  at  the  recent  CHE  meeting. 
He  stated  that  higher  eduction  had  no  input  in  the  Governor's  Task 
Force  on  Teacher  Preparation  deliberations  and  report,  and  that  the 
recommendations  constitute  a  serious  violation  of  fundamental 
principles  of  academic  freedom  and  university  governance.  He 
mentioned  that  the  COSFL  letter  concentrated  on  recommendations  9- 
13  of  the  task  force's  twenty-two  recommendations.  Senator  Freed 
stated  that  several  CHE  members  seemed  surprised  by  the  letter. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE;   SENATOR  LEE-RIFFE 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  stated  that  Senator  Freed  covered  COSFL 
during  his  report. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  SELF- STUDY;   SENATOR  WISENBAKER 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  steering  committee  was 
appointed  in  mid-January  and  has  been  meeting  to  develop  plans  for 
the  self-study.  He  expects  to  have  a  kick-off  meeting  probably  in 
April.  He  stated  that  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  (SACS)  provides  free  consultation  for  institutions  that  are 
beginning  the  accreditation  process.  Senator  Wisenbaker  presented 
a  timetable  for  the  twelve  principle  committees  involved  in  the 
accreditation  process.  Intensive  committee  work  will  begin  in  Fall 
1994  and  end  by  Fall  1995.  He  stated  that  he  expects  a  visiting 
team  in  Spring  1996.

APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the  March 
1 ,  1994,  minutes.  There  being  no  additions  or  corrections  the 
minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

Dr.  Funderburk  reported  that  the  EKU  budget  process  is  on  hold 
until  Frankfort  passes  the  state  budget.  He  reported  on  the  status 
of  three  bills  which  affect  higher  education.  The  Teacher 
Preparation  bill  (HB  238)  did  not  pass;  the  nonteaching  staff 
member  on  the  Board  of  Regents  bill  passed;  and  a  bill  appointing 
a  representative  from  private  colleges  to  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education  passed. 

In  response  to  several  questions  from  the  floor.  Dr. 
Funderburk  stated  that  whenever  the  state  budget  is  approved  EKU 
will  be  in  a  position  to  move  forward  with  emplo^Tnent  contracts. 
He  hopes,  the  state  budget  impasse  will  be  settled  by  the  time  the 
Board  of  Regents  meets  on  April  15  and  16.  He  replied  that  he 
hopes  for  more  than  a  1%  increase  for  pay  raises.    He  also 
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mentioned  that  he  knows  of  no  changes  in  the  current  policy  on 
early  retirement.  Dr.  Funderburk  clarified  that  the  early 
retirement  policy  is  in  place  for  the  institution  rather  than  for 
the  faculty. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday,  March  21.  The 
Executive  Committee  discussed  a  series  of  agenda  items  for  the 
April  meeting.  Senator  Riggs  gave  a  report  from  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Mid-Term  Deficiency  Reports.  After  some  discussion 
this  report  was  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed 
on  the  April  Senate  agenda.  The  Executive  Committee  took  up  a 
recommendation  from  Dr.  LeVan,  Acting  Associate  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  and  Research,  on  modifications  in  the  Faculty 
Staff  Handbook  related  to  communicating  promotion  and  tenure 
procedures  in  the  handbook.  After  considerable  discussion,  the 
matter  was  referred  back  to  Dr.  LeVan  for  further  clarification  and 
additional  rationale  for  the  changes.  Dr.  Enzie  presented  a  motion 
on  modifications  in  several  academic  programs;  that  motion  was 
recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  on  the  April 
Senate  agenda.  The  Committee  also  received  notice  from  Dr. 
Messerich  that  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Teaching  and 
Research  will  make  an  interim,  verbal  report  before  the  Senate  at 
the  April  meeting. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  on  two  items  of  interest.  He  stated 
that  the  COSFL  letter  he  presented  to  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education  last  month  received  criticism  from  some  faculty  in  the 
College  of  Education.  He  pointed  out  that  the  letter  intended  to 
make  a  statement  of  the  COSFLs  concern  about  academic  freedom  and 
institutional  integrity.  The  letter  was  not  meant  as  a  letter  of 
support  or  rejection  for  Bill  HB  238. 

Senator  Freed  stated  that  he  recently  received  material  from 
the  Association  of  Governing  Boards  of  Universities  and  Colleges  in 
which  ten  public  policy  issues  for  higher  education  in  1994,  such 
as  budget  squeeze,  accountability,  enrollments,  cost  containment, 
and  other  subjects  are  discussed.  He  stated  that  this  material  is 
available  from  him  for  review.

REPORT  ON  THE  SELF-STUDY:   SENATOR  WISENBAKER

Senator  Riggs  reported  that  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
current  system  be  kept  intact  and  that  mid-term  deficiency  reports 
continue  to  be  sent  to  advisors  to  give  to  students.  He  stated 
that  the  Committee  polled  other  universities  and  found  that  most  of 
them  still  issue  mid-term  deficiency  reports.  The  Senate  approved 
by  voice  vote  to  accept  the  Committee's  recommendation.

Chair  Engle  called  for  additions  and  corrections  to  the  April 
4,  1994,  minutes.  Senator  Miller  stated  that  the  last  sentence  on 
page  3  under  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS,  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in 
Teaching  and  Research;  Dr.  Messerich,  should  read  "Dr.  Messerich 
stated  that  some  departments  and  colleges  on  campus  do  their  own 
individual  review,  although  there  is  an  institutional  review 
process  on  human  subject  research  at  the  University  level." 

There  being  no  further  additions  and  corrections  the  minutes 
were  approved  as  corrected. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT;   DR.  FUNDERBURK 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  the  state  special  budget 
session  will  start  June  5  and  that  it  will  be  late  June  before  the 
university  has  a  budget.  He  stated  that  at  the  last  Board  meeting 
actions  were  approved  that  affect  next  year's  budget,  such  as 
tenure  and  promotion  recommendations  and  sabbatical  leaves.  He 
also  mentioned  that  money  was  released  for  purchase  of  academic 
equipment  from  money  committed  to  the  1993-94  fiscal  year. 
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REPORT  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE;   CHAIR  ENGLE 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday,  April  18,  1994.  The 
Executive  Committee  discussed  a  series  of  agenda  items  for  the  May 
meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  discussed  and  recommended  for  the 
written  report  from  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Teaching  and 
Ethics  with  reference  to  Sexual  Harassment  policy  recommendations 
to  the  Affirmative  Action  Committee.  The  Committee  then  discussed 
the  status  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child  Care.  Senator  Kopacz, 
the  Ad  Hoc  Chair,  plans  to  present  a  written  report  at  the 
September  Senate  meeting. 

The  Committee  discussed  and  voted  to  recommend  for  the  motion 
by  Senator  Cowan  to  support  Senate  sponsored  workshops  on 
parliamentary  procedures.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Committee 
should  get  in  touch  with  Senator  Cowan,  in  order  to  ask  her  to 
cimend  the  rationale  for  her  motion  by  deleting  Professor  Martha 
Grise's  name  from  the  rationale.  Unfortunately,  the  Chair  was 
unable  to  make  timely  contact  with  Senator  Cowan. 

The  Executive  Committee  took  up  for  a  second  time  a 
recommendation  from  Dr.  LeVan,  Acting  Associate  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  and  Research,  on  modifications  in  the  Faculty 
Staff  Handbook  related  to  communicating  promotion  and  tenure 
procedures  in  the  handbook.  The  motion  was  recommended  for  by  the 
Committee . 

Finally,  the  Senate  accepted  and  recommended  for  a  motion  on 
a  Code  of  Ethics  for  Computing  and  Communications.  This  code  came 
out  of  the  University  Information  Technology  Council. 

It  is  a  tradition  that  the  outgoing  Chair  of  the  Senate 
provides  some  sort  of  parting  speech  at  this  point.  I  originally 
wanted  to  serve  in  the  Senate  because  I  was  seeking  a  sense  of 
community  I  did  not  find  in  the  College  of  Business.  A  sense  of 
community  that  I  did  find  at  the  small,  liberal  arts  school  in 
southeastern  Kentucky  where  I  started  teaching.  I  missed  the 
rhetorical  give  and  take  as  well  as  the  interaction  of  minds  shaped 
by  diverse  academic  disciplines.  My  primary  goal  this  year  has 
been  to  enhance  our  sense  of  community.  I  have  been  swimming 
upstream  as  the  uncertain  interactions  with  the  state  government 
have  possessed  our  time  this  year  and  that  uncertainty  breeds  fear 
and  divisiveness. 

The  single  greatest  danger  before  us  is  for  the  University 
Community  to  turn  on  itself  and  exacerbate  divisions--divisions 
between  faculty  and  staff,  between  faculty  and  administration, 
between  athletics  and  academics,  between  colleges  and  disciplines, 
between  tenured  and  nontenured,  between  full  time  faculty  and  part 
time  faculty.  In  this  turmoil  the  external  agencies  seeking  to 
reduce  our  influence  in  this  state  and  region  will  gain  aid  and 
comfort . 


My  second  goal  this  year  has  been  an  attempt  to  build  and 
sustain  diversity  within  this  institution.  I  do  not  see  community 
and  diversity  as  alternative  qualities,  but  rather  as  complementary 
qualities.  In  the  past  this  institution  gained  strength  from  a 
paternalistic  sense  of  concern  for  students,  faculty  and  staff. 
Maybe  that  was  appropriate  in  the  past,  who  am  I  to  judge?  I 
strongly  feel  that  if  we  are  to  remain  strong  in  the  future  we  must 
systematically  replace  the  paternalistic  patterns  that  have  served 
us  in  the  past  with  a  more  peer-based  sense  of  concern  for  each 
other.  The  nontraditional  students  of  yesterday  are  the 
traditional  students  of  today  and  tomorrow.  The  challenge  is  to 
create  a  community  where  very  diverse  populations  can  find  the 
educational  activities  that  they  value  while  holding  on  to  that 
concern  with  and  for  people  which  has  always  characterized  Eastern 
in  the  past. 

We  must  do  this  in  an  environment  of  shrinking  resources. 
Anyone  can  achieve  goals  when  economic  times  are  good.  We  are 
called  upon  by  circumstance  to  alter  our  relationships  when 
budgetary  constraints  appear  overwhelming.  Ultimately,  we  will 
only  be  able  to  call  on  resources  when  we  justify  our  contributions 
to  a  society  that  is  itself  increasingly  fragmented.  Only  by 
showing  community  in  the  midst  of  this  diversity  can  we  teach  the 
larger  stakeholders  in  our  society  the  value  of  a  comprehensive 
teaching  institution. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child  Care  is  an  excellent  example  of 
an  effort  toward  building  a  sense  of  community  with  diversity. 
Recent  and  ongoing  efforts  in  the  areas  of  part-time  faculty  and 
the  application  of  merit  pay  processes  are  also  starting  points  for 
these  new  relationships.  It  would  be  all  too  easy  to  withdraw  into 
our  various  cocoons  of  academic  freedom  and  budgetary  constraints 
and  blame  problems  on  "those  other  people".  This  strategy  of 
scapegoating  and  divisiveness  can  only  end  in  a  less  integrated  and 
therefore  less  effective  institution.  No  one  ever  told  me  being  a 
teacher  would  by  easy;  but  it  is,  for  me,  the  only  profession 
rewarding  enough,  in  the  lasting  sense  of  that  word.  Thank  you  for 
ail  your  help  and  support  over  the  year,  thank  you  for  teaching  me. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  FACULTY  REGENT:   SENATOR  FREED 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  was  unable  to  meet  with  Mr. 
Gilbert,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  this  year.  He  plans  to 
meet  with  him  early  next  semester.  He  reported  on  the  annual 
retreat  before  the  Board  of  Regent  meeting.  He  stated  that  because 
there  was  no  budget  the  Board  could  not  vote  on  substantive  budget 
issues.  He  mentioned  that  a  recent  issue  of  Academe  was  out  which 
focuses  on  salaries. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  COSFL  REPRESENTATIVE;   SENATOR  LEE-RIFFE 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  that  she,  Allen  Engle,  and  Richard 
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Freed,  attended  a  COSFL  meeting  the  University  of  Louisville  on 
April  16.  The  COSFL  was  pleased  and  self-congratulatory  about  its 
handling  of  the  threat  to  academic  freedom  by  the  Task  Force  on 
Teaching  Preparation.  She  was  quite  pleased  that  EKU  played  a 
major  part  in  it  through  the  efforts  of  Klaus  Heberle  and  Richard 
Freed.  She  mentioned  that  salary  increases  at  Western  Kentucky 
University  and  University  of  Louisville  were  expected  to  be  five 
percent,  with  Northern  Kentucky  University  expecting  three  percent 
raises,  and  University  of  Kentucky  with  a  two  or  three  percent 
raise . 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  also  reported  that  in  Fall,  1995,  the 
University  of  Louisville  AAUP  chapter  plans  to  conduct  an 
independent  audit  of  the  University  of  Louisville  budget.  The 
University  of  Kentucky's  AAUP  chapter  may  be  planning  the  same 
thing . 

She  stated  that  post-tenure  review  procedures  are  being 
developed  at  both  University  of  Kentucky  and  University  of 
Louisville  but  without  massive  anxiety  because  the  reviews  are 
linked  with  faculty  development.  She  also  reported  that  Northern 
Kentucky  University  has  finished  and  approved  a  Faculty  Handbook. 

She  stated  that  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  a  Senate 
committee  is  studying  the  possibility  of  changes  relating  to 
evaluation  of  faculty:  1)  allowing  individual  faculty  members  to 
choose  to  be  more  heavily  evaluated  in  one  area  of  the  three- 
pronged  mission  (teaching,  service,  and  research)  rather  than 
equally  on  all  three  prongs;  and  2)  having  someone  outside  the 
college  to  sit  on  college  level  promotion  and  tenure  committees. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  finally  reported  that  at  her  request  the 
next  meeting  time  has  been  set  for  September  17  at  the  University 
of  Louisville.  She  requested  that  if  anyone  has  concerns  they  want 
taken  to  that  meeting  to  let  her  know  before  the  meeting. 

REPORT  ON  THE  SELF- STUDY;   SENATOR  WISENBAKER 

Senator  wisenbaker  reported  that  the  steering  committee  has 
identified  membership  in  the  twelve  principle  committees.  He 
stated  that  the  steering  committee  is  sponsoring  a  workshop  on 
Tuesday  for  leadership  of  the  principle  committees.  He  also 
reported  that  the  processes  is  on  schedule  and  is  in  good  shape. 

REPORTS  FROM  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Connaittee  on  the  Budget:   Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  there  was  no  report  since  the  university 
did  not  have  its  1994-95  budget. 

Committee  on  Committees;   Senator  Rink 
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Freed,  attended  a  COSFL  meeting  the  University  of  Louisville  on 
April  16.  The  COSFL  was  pleased  and  self-congratulatory  about  its 
handling  of  the  threat  to  academic  freedom  by  the  Task  Force  on 
Teaching  Preparation.  She  was  quite  pleased  that  EKU  played  a 
major  part  in  it  through  the  efforts  of  Klaus  Heberle  and  Richard 
Freed.  She  mentioned  that  salary  increases  at  Western  Kentucky 
University  and  University  of  Louisville  were  expected  to  be  five 
percent,  with  Northern  Kentucky  University  expecting  three  percent 
raises,  and  University  of  Kentucky  with  a  two  or  three  percent 
raise . 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  also  reported  that  in  Fall,  1995,  the 
University  of  Louisville  AAUP  chapter  plans  to  conduct  an 
independent  audit  of  the  University  of  Louisville  budget.  The 
University  of  Kentucky's  AAUP  chapter  may  be  planning  the  same 
thing. 

She  stated  that  post-tenure  review  procedures  are  being 
developed  at  both  University  of  Kentucky  and  University  of 
Louisville  but  without  massive  anxiety  because  the  reviews  are 
linked  with  faculty  development.  She  also  reported  that  Northern 
Kentucky  University  has  finished  and  approved  a  Faculty  Handbook. 

She  stated  that  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  a  Senate 
committee  is  studying  the  possibility  of  changes  relating  to 
evaluation  of  faculty:  1)  allowing  individual  faculty  members  to 
choose  to  be  more  heavily  evaluated  in  one  area  of  the  three- 
pronged  mission  (teaching,  service,  and  research)  rather  than 
equally  on  all  three  prongs;  and  2)  having  someone  outside  the 
college  to  sit  on  college  level  promotion  and  tenure  committees. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  finally  reported  that  at  her  request  the 
next  meeting  time  has  been  set  for  September  17  at  the  University 
of  Louisville.  She  requested  that  if  anyone  has  concerns  they  want 
taken  to  that  meeting  to  let  her  know  before  the  meeting. 

REPORT  ON  THE  SELF-STUDY;   SENATOR  WISENBAKER 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  steering  committee  has 
identified  membership  in  the  twelve  principle  committees.  He 
stated  that  the  steering  committee  is  sponsoring  a  workshop  on 
Tuesday  for  leadership  of  the  principle  committees.  He  also 
reported  that  the  processes  is  on  schedule  and  is  in  good  shape.

Dr.  Messerich,  chair  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in 
Teaching  and  Research,  presented  a  proposal  of  three 
recommendations  from  the  Committee  covering  sexual  harassment. 
"The  Affirmative  Action  Committee  should  take  the  following 
actions:  1.  Propose  a  uniform  statement  on  sexual  harassment  to 
appear  in  both  the  student  and  faculty  handbooks.  This  statement 
should  be  clear  about  the  procedure  a  student  should  follow  in 
making  a  sexual  harassment  charge  and,  as  far  as  possible,  provide 
as  much  detail  about  the  nature  of  sexual  harassment  as  does  the 
statement  on  employee  sexual  harassment  that  appears  in  the  Manual 
of  Policies;  2.  Consider  and  perhaps  propose  that  additional 
people  be  designated  as  initial  contact  persons  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  student  sexual  harassment  complaints;  3.  Consider  and 
perhaps  initiate  the  process  of  developing  a  plan  for  educating 
faculty  and  students  about  sexual  harassment."  The  Senate  approved 
the  recommendations  by  voice  vote. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Senator  Cowan  moved  "that  the  Faculty  Senate  provide  a 
workshop  on  parliamentary  procedure  for  new  members  of  the  Senate 
on  an  annual  basis."  In  the  course  of  discussion  Senator  Lee-Riff e 
suggested  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
provide  for  the  workshop.  The  Senate  approved  by  voice  vote  "that 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  provide  a  workshop  on 
parliamentary  procedure  for  new  members  of  the  Senate  on  an  annual 
basis . " 

Senator  LeVan  moved  for  a  revision  of  part  I.  A.  1. 
"University  Promotion  and  Tenure  Policy"  on  page  31  of  the  current 
Faculty/Staff  Handbook  to  read  "1.  Tenure.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  dean  of  the  college  to  inform  the  department 


chairs  of  the  need  to  review  each  person  eligible  for  tenure.  It 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  department  chairs  to  inform  the 
department  promotion  and  tenure  committee.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  candidate  to  submit  an  application.  Failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  a  terminal  contract.  Appropriate  forms 
shall  be  made  available  in  department  offices."  After  some 
discussion  the  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Wisenbaker  moved  a  Code  of  Ethics  for  Computing  and 
Communications  from  the  University  Information  Technology 
Committee.  (See  attached  document).  After  considerable  discussion 
which  focused  on  the  definition  of  terminology  the  motion  passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Senator  Fraas  moved  for  suspension  of  the  rule  for  a  special 
communication  from  the  Eastern  Progress.  Motion  passed  by  voice 
vote  . 

Amy  Etmans,  editor  of  the  Eastern  Progress,  made  a  special 
communication  to  the  Senate  regarding  an  article  in  the  April  28, 
1994,  issue  of  the  paper.  She  acknowledged  the  error  in  judgment 
of  printing  this  article,  that  the  student  editor  has  been 
disciplined,  the  student  editor's  pay  and  matching  donation  of  $100 
will  be  donated  to  the  library  in  the  name  of  the  professor 
mentioned  in  the  article,  that  the  student  editor  has  apologized  to 
the  professor,  and  that  the  paper  will  exercise  more  responsibility 
in  the  future. 

Senator  Freed  moved  "that  the  Senate  express  its  concern  that 
the  Progress  acted  irresponsibly  in  singling  out  a  faculty  member 
for  criticism  without  adequately  documenting  the  basis  for  reaching 
its  conclusion  and  without  giving  that  faculty  member  the 
opportunity  to  respond.  No  information  on  the  number  or 
distribution  of  the  student  responses  to  the  informal  survey  was 
provided."  Senator  V.  Wright  seconded  the  motion.  After  some 
discussion  the  motion  passed  by  voice  vote.

Senate  Parliamentarian,  who  discussed  the 
September  26  workshop  on  parliamentar\'  procedures  she  would  be  giving  to  Senate  members. 


and  if  space  allows,  the  faculty-at-large.    She  requested  that  any  senator  interested  in  the 
workshop  fill  out  the  registration  form  at  his  or  her  seat  and  return  it  to  her.    She  will  prepare 
a  one-page  newsletter  on  parliamentary  procedures  for  each  Senate  meeting,  similar  to  the 
sample  placed  at  each  seat.

Given 
these  problems  and  changes  in  extended  campus  activities.  Senator  Engle  felt  the  issues 
leading  to  this  inquin.'  had  been  dealt  with  and  the  ad  hoc  committee  should  be  discharged. 

There  being  no  discussion  regarding  this  issue.  Chair  Wright  called  for  a  vote.    The 
motion  was  approved  and  the  committee  is  discharged.

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on  Monday,  October  3,  1994, 
in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell  Building.  Senate  Chair  Virginia  Wright  called  the 
second  meeting  of  the  1994-1995  academic  year  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

Visitors  to  the  Senate  were  Mr.  James  Clark,  Office  of  Planning  and  Budget;  Mr.  Chad 
Williamson,  Eastern  Progress:  and  Dr.  Ray  Mendel,  Western  Kentucky  University  Faculty 
Regent. 

Approval  of  the  Minutes 

Senator  Wright  called  for  additions  or  corrections  to  the  September  12,  1994  minutes. 
There  being  none,  the  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  would  be  holding 
a  forum  at  Eastern's  campus  on  October  13,  1994.    This  forum  will  be  held  to  allow 
concerned  faculty  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  discuss  issues  relating  to  the  performance-based 
funding  model  which  will  be  used  in  fiscal  year  1995-96.    Representative  Hany  Moberly, 
Mj.  Jim  Gilbert,  chair  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  Mr.  Bill  Walters  of  the  Kentucky 
Advocates  of  Higher  Education  will  speak  at  the  forum. 

President  Funderburk  also  reported  that  he  had  recently  attended  in  Lexington  the  third 
Governor's  Conference  on  Trusteeship,  which  was  coordinated  by  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education.    The  Governor's  Conference  brought  together  university  board  members  and 
trustees  from  across  the  commonwealth  and  individuals  from  the  public  and  private  sectors  to 
discuss  issues  confronting  higher  education.    The  meeting  addressed  the  plight  of  higher 
education  in  a  time  when  state-funded  appropriations  are  decreasing  and  tuition  is  increasing. 

President  Funderburk  then  asked  Mr.  James  Clark  to  explain  briefly  to  the  Senators 
how  Eastern  would  be  affected  by  the  new  performance-based  funding  model.    There  being 
no  objections  to  Mr.  Clark's  speaking,  he  elaborated  on  the  criteria  which  will  be  used  to 
establish  additional  funding  beyond  the  base  for  the  1995-96  fiscal  year.    The  input  from  the 
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hearings  that  are  being  held  across  the  state,  he  explained,  will  be  used  to  establish  the  new 
criteria  for  additional  funding  in  the  1996-98  budget  biennium.    Mr.  Clark  then  took  questions 
regarding  the  performance-based  funding  model. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Chair  Wright 

Senator  Wright  began  her  report  by  annoitncing  the  appointment  of  a  four-member 
advisory  committee  called  the  Chair's  Advisory  Committee  on  Campus  CoUegiality. 
Members  of  the  committee  are:    Hank  Everman,  Department  of  History,  chair;  Glen  Kleine, 
College  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology;  Genevieve  Clay,  Library;  and  Phyllis  Shuttleworth, 
Model  School.    The  committee's  charge  is  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Chair  regarding 
activities  that  could  enhance  collegiality  at  Eastern.    The  first  order  of  business  for  the 
committee  will  be  to  examine  the  feasibility  of  publishing  a  faculty  directory  with 
photographs.    Second,  this  committee  will  examine  the  possibility  of  an  "upscale"  dining 
opportunity  on  campus.    The  criteria  for  judging  these  two  issues  and  subsequent  issues  will 
be:    (1)  the  amount  of  faculty  interest  and  faculty  preferences;  (2)  details  on  how  an  idea 
might  be  implemented;  and  (3)  the  costs. 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  thirty-four  faculty  attended  Dr.  Martha  Grise's  workshop 
on  parliamentar>'  procedures.    Dr.  Grise's  presentation  received  high  marks  for  both  content 
and  presentation. 

Senator  Wright  then  stated  that  there  seemed  to  be  some  confusion  regarding  the 
change  in  syllabus  policy  that  passed  the  Senate  Ln  March  1993  and  appears  in  the  most  recent 
version  of  the  Facultv/Staff  Handbook.    The  policy  states,  "the  syllabus  will  describe  a 
mechanism  by  which  the  instructor  will  provide  students  with  written  information  on  their 
progress  in  the  course  at  least  once  prior  to  the  mid-point  of  the  course."    Chair  Wright  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  this  change  was  to  assist  the  students  Ln  keeping  track  of  their  progress  in 
a  course.    The  policy  was  designed  so  that  students  will  have  some  graded  feedback  from  the 
instructor  before  the  mid-point  of  the  semester. 

Senator  Wright  requested  that  faculty  members  with  concerns  or  suggestions  regarding 
the  internal  procedures  used  for  the  selection  of  Foimdation  Professors  should  share  their 
concerns  as  soon  as  possible  with  the  chair  or  with  a  member  of  a  new  committee  appointed 
by  Senator  Enzie  to  examine  these  procedures. 

Senator  Wright  then  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  met  on  September  19, 
1994.  and  had  an  extensive  conversation  with  Dr.  Morris  Taylor,  former  chair  of  the  Senate's 
Cominittee  on  the  Oversight  of  Student  Evalimtion  of  Instruction,  regarding  the  purpose  and 
usefulness  of  this  committee.    Senator  Wright  will  be  appointing  several  new  members  and  a 
new  chair  to  the  committee  and  charge  them  with  making  a  careful  review  of  the  committee's 
purpose. 

The  committee  also  disctissed  having  a  spring  orientation  for  new  Senators  and  passed 


this  issue  to  the  Elections  Committee  for  its  consideration. 

Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  had  just  come  from  the  Governor's  Conference  on 
Higher  Education  Trusteeship.    This  conference  is  intended  to  assist  board  members  to  learn 
more  about  the  complexities  of  universit>'  governance.    This  purpose  inevitably  leads  to  a 
focus  on  fiscal  issues.    One  problem,  however,  in  the  contemporar>'  climate  of  performance- 
based  funding,  is  the  definition  of  "quality  of  instruction." 

The  focus  at  many  of  these  meetings  tends  to  be  on  adapting  to  the  external  pressures 
that  face  the  university.    While  this  is  certainly  a  vital  and  important  concern,  he  suggested 
that  there  are  some  ideals  and  principles  which  must  not  be  changed  regardless  of  public 
pressures. 

Among  these  ideals  are  first,  that  the  university  is  a  place  where  ideas  are  discussed, 
debated,  and  argued  without  the  inevitable  reference  to  the  real  world  beyond  the  campus. 
Wliile  a  large  part  of  what  is  taught  at  Eastern  is  oriented  to  career  training  and  development, 
at  least  some  part  of  that  training  must  be  of  a  non-practical  nature.    Many  of  the  techniques 
necessar\'  to  accomplish  this  are  not  measurable  in  quantitative  terms. 

Second.  facult\'  must  be  given  time  to  work,  teach,  serve,  and  research  on  their  own  in 
a  way  that  is  not  easih'  measiu^ed.    If  faculty  members  are  forced  to  prove  that  their  research 
and  teaching  are  efficient,  the  research  and  teaching  vvill  suffer. 

In  conclusion.  Senator  Freed  urged  faculty'  to  spend  some  time  thinking  about 
academic  ideals  and  not  allow  fiscal  concerns  to  overwhelm  important  principles  of  higher 
education. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-Riffe 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reponed  that  the  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Facult>"  Leadership 
(COSFL)  meeting  was  held  September  17,  1994,  at  the  Universit\-  of  Louisville. 

The  new  chair  of  COSFL  is  EKU's  Senator  Freed  and  the  treasurer  is  Senator  Wright. 
The  next  meeting  will  be  October  15,  1994. 

At  the  meeting  there  was  a  general  discussion  of  Western  Kentucky  University's 
efforts  to  redefine  the  duties  of  faculty  who  are  on  the  Early  Retirement  Option.    In  the 
future,  faculty  may  be  required  to  do  an  appropriate  amount  of  non-teaching  activity,  such  as 
committee  work  and  advising. 

The  Universit>'  of  Kentucky  changed  its  policy  on  the  payment  of  tuition  by  credit 
card  to  no  longer  allow  this  method  of  payment.    Due  to  much  student  consternation,  U  K  is 
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looking  into  time  payment  plans  so  that  students  could  still  have  the  option  of  extended 
payment  but  with  a  lower  interest  rate  than  is  available  through  credit  card  companies. 

Finally,  Senator  Lee-Riffe  mentioned  that  just  as  the  Eastern  chapter  of  the  American 
Association  of  Universitv'  Professors  (AAUP)  is  reactivated,  AAUP  chapters  at  other 
institutions  are  likewise  taking  more  active  roles.    Collective  bargaining  is  of  interest  at  the 
University  of  Louisville. 

Report  from  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  Principal  Committees  are  meeting  regularly  now, 
gathering  information  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  whether  Eastern  meets  SACS  criteria. 
Each  of  the  twelve  Principal  Committees  will  report  regularly  to  one  of  three  Steering 
Committee  subcommittees  which  have  been  set  up  to  make  sure  every  aspect  of  the  University 
is  thoroughly  reviewed. 

Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees 

Committee  on  the  Budget:    Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  Budget  will  be 
on  October  12.  1994. 

Committee  on  Facultv'  Rights  and  Responsibilities:    Senator  Guilfoil 

Senator  Guilfoil  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities 
had  met  and  reviewed  a  report  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Study  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and 
Teaching.  After  reviewing  the  report,  the  Committee  proposed  a  procedure  that  will  allow 
faculty  to  make  allegations  of  ethical  misconduct  against  chairs,  deans,  or  \ice  presidents. 

After  considerable  discussion  which  questioned  the  need  for  such  a  procedure,  the 
committee  agreed  to  continue  to  study  the  issue  before  bringing  a  proposal  to  the  Senate 
Executive  Committee. 

New  Business 

Senator  Enzie  reported  that  the  Council  on  Deans  had  developed  a  proposal  to  alter  the 
University  practice  in  regard  to  emergencies,  especially  when  inclement  weather  requires  the 
start  of  classes  to  be  delayed.    The  proposal,  which  will  be  voted  on  at  the  next  meeting,  calls 
for  first-period  classes  to  begin  at  10:00  a.m.  and  run  for  fifty  minutes  with  a  ten-minute 
period  between  the  end  of  the  class  and  the  beginning  of  the  next  class.    All  subsequent 
classes  are  to  last  for  fifty  minutes  with  the  ten-minute  changeover  period.    This  change  is 
proposed  so  that  ever>-  class  will  have  an  opportunit>-  to  meet  in  the  event  of  an  emergency 
situation.    The  proposed  change  affects  only  the  University  and  does  not  apply  to  the  Model 
Laboratory  School.

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

Because  Dr.  Fimderbiu^k  was  attending  a  meeting  with  the  Council  on  Higher 
Education,  there  was  no  report  from  the  President. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Wright 

Senator  Wright  began  her  report  by  expressing  her  appreciation  to  faculty  who 
attended  and  spoke  at  the  Council  on  Higher  Education's  public  hearing  on  strategic  planning 
and  performance  budgeting  on  October  13.    She  noted  her  hope  that  faculty  views  on 
classroom  impacts  wotild  be  considered  in  the  Council" s  choices. 

Senator  Wright  also  annoimced  the  appointment  of  three  new  members  to  the  Senate's 
Standing  Committee  on  Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of  Instruction.    The  new  members 
are  Duke  Thompson  (chair),  Ann  Chapman,  and  Margaret  McCarthy. 

Senator  Wright  also  asked  senators  to  note  she  has  recently  moved  her  office.    Her 
new  address  is  Beckham  232.  and  her  mailing  address  is  Beckham  237. 
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The  Executive  Committee  met  on  October  24  and  reviewed  the  Senate  Budget 
Committee's  report  on  the  University' "s  1994-1995  budget.    They  also  received  progress 
reports  from  the  Senate's  Committee  on  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities  regarding  their 
study  of  procedures  pertaining  to  scientific  misconduct  and  the  Senate's  Editorial  Advisory 
Committee.    The  committee  received  recommendations  from  the  President's  committee  on  the 
calendar  and  related  policies. 

The  Executive  Committee  disctissed  acti\ities  related  to  incorporating  merit  pay 
guidelines  passed  by  the  Senate  in  October  1993  into  existing  University  guidelines  and 
procedtires. 

Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  had  spoken  at  the  Cotincil  on  Higher  Education's 
Forum  for  Strategic  Planning  and  Performance  Budgeting  held  at  Eastern  on  October  13.    In 
his  speech  at  this  forum  he  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  Coimcil  on  Higher  Education  for 
their  seeking  faculty"  input  in  the  development  of  their  guidelines. 

He  also  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  state  imiversities  have  for  some  time  incorporated 
the  concept  of  performance-based  funding  for  the  internal  distribution  of  funds  (for  example, 
merit  pay). 

He  also  noted  the  importance  of  the  Coimcil's  developing  a  set  of  principles  and  a 
coherent  philosophy  for  the  new  system  of  distributing  funds.    As  a  part  of  these  principles, 
the  Council  should  be  \var>'  of  establishing  goals  that  potentially  conflict  (for  example, 
retention  of  students  that  may  diminish  the  quality  of  instruction).    The  Council  shotild  also 
be  careful  not  to  establish  principles  that  are  very  dependent  upon  external  factors. 

Finally,  he  cautioned  the  Council  that  not  all  activities  of  the  universit\-  are  reflected  in 
mechanically  measurable  criteria. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-RilTe 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  that  the  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Faculty  Leadership  met  on 
October  15  at  the  Perkins  Building  at  Eastern.  Representatives  from  Mtirray,  Kentucky  State, 
Morehead,  Northern,  University  of  Louisville.  University  of  Kentucky',  Eastern,  and  Jefferson 
Community  College  were  present  at  the  meeting. 

As  tistial,  representatives  from  all  schools  gave  updates  from  their  campuses;  much  of 
the  discussion  focused  on  the  hearings  sponsored  by  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  on 
individual  campuses.    In  comparison  with  other  camptises.  Eastern's  treatment  of  such  issues 
as  notification  of  faculty  leaders  and  faculty'  participation  was  far  better  than  that  of  other 
institutions  across  the  state.

Rather  than  proceeding  with  September's  plan  to  meet  with  legislative  leaders  to 
discuss  performance-based  funding  and  other  key  issues,  the  members  chose  to  meet  first  with 
Gar>-  Cox  and  other  staff  members  from  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  to  discuss    faculty 
views  on  issues  facing  the  state's  universities.    This  meeting  will  be  held  on  November  19  at 
the  Universit)-  of  Kentucky. 

Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees 

Committee  on  the  Budget:    Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  that  a  Committee  on  the  Budget  meeting  was  held  on  October  5. 
Members  discussed  their  preliminar\'  report  on  the  University's  1994-1995  budgetand 
additional  tables  and  charts  that  might  be  included.    The  Committee  also  developed  a 
questionnaire  to  solicit  thoughts  from  senators  and  faculty-  on  their  report. 

Senator  Rink  then  discussed  specific  information  from  the  committee's  report  and  their 
questionnaire  that  had  been  distributed  to  senators  prior  to  the  Senate  meeting.    He  also 
pointed  out  some  major  ways  in  which  this  year's  budget  differed  from  expenditures  for 
recent  years. 

Report  from  the  Editorial  Advisor}-  Committee:    Senator  Creek 

Senator  Creek  began  his  report  by  giving  a  brief  histon.'  of  the  Editorial  Ad\-isop.' 
Comminee.    He  noted  that  the  committee  had  been  established  in  1992  to  develop  a 
newsletter  and  a  logo  for  use  on  official  Faculty-  Senate  correspondence. 

The  committee  was  further  charged  v,ith  e.xamining  newsletters  currently  being 
produced  on  campus  to  see  if  any  could  be  expanded  to  include  a  Faculty'  Senate  newsletter, 
and  vtith  developing  a  job  description  for  the  editor  of  this  newsletter. 

The  committee  has  developed  the  editor's  job  description  and  will  be  advertising  to  fill 
the  position.    The  committee  also  recommends  that  the  editor  receive  one-quarter  release  time 
for  working  on  the  newsletter,  although  the  President  does  not  support  this  idea. 

The  Faculty  Senate  newsletter  would  focus  on  disseminating  Senate  information, 
discussing  impact  issues,  summarizing  Senate  debates,  and  publicizing  facult>'  honors.    The 
format  of  the  newsletter  is  to  be  determined  by  the  editor  and  an  advisor>'  committee. 

Unfinished  Business  and  General  Orders 

Senator  Enzie  mo\ed  approval  of  the  Proposal  to  Change  Uni\ersit>'  Practices  in 
Regard  to  Emergencies  introduced  at  the  Senate's  October  meeting.    After  general  discussion 
which  focused  on  student  concerns  about  the  shortness  of  the  ten-minute  interval  beuveen 
class  periods  in  inclement  weather  and  the  problem  of  adequate  notification,  the  motion  was 


approved. 

New  Business 

Senator  Culross.  chair  of  the  President's  Committee  on  Procedures  and  Timetable  of 
Admissions,  Registration,  and  Financial  Arrangements  Process,  moved  the  approval  of  seven 
recommendations  for  changing  the  iiniversitv'"s  calendar  and  related  policies. 

Recommendation  1:    The  committee  recommends  that  the  Universit>'  adopt  admissions 
deadlines  of  1  August  (Fall),  1  December  (Spring).  15  April  (Intersession),  and  15  May 
(Summer)  for  all  degree-seeking  students.    Such  deadlines  will  ensure  that  all  students  can 
have  necessar}'  paperwork  processed,  be  advised,  and  get  registered  in  a  timely  manner  so  that 
they  will  be  a\ailable  to  attend  the  initial  class  meetings  of  the  semester. 

Senator  Janssen  suggested  adding    "applications"  between  admissions  and  deadlines  to 
the  first  recommendation.    The  Senate  did  not  object  to  this  addition.    Senator  Janssen  moved 
to  amend  the  wording  in  the  first  sentence  to  read:  "all  degree-  and  certification-seeking 
students."    After  considerable  discussion,  the  amendment  was  approved.    The  Senate  approved 
the  amended  recommendation. 

Recommendation  2:    The  committee  recommends  that,  in  the  fall  and  spring  semesters, 
classes  begin  on  Monday.    This  change  \\ill  make  the  first  week  of  classes  a  five-day  week 
and  \%ill  thus  encourage  students  to  begin  attending  classes  on  the  first  day  of  the  semester. 

The  Senate  appro\'ed  the  recommendation. 

Recommendation  3:    The  committee  recommends  that  the  first  day  of  what  is  now  the  two 
day  wTap-up  registration  period  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  and  spring  terms  be  restricted  to 
registration  b%'  students  not  attending  the  universit}'  the  previous  ftill  term.    The  committee 
believes  that  this  will  make  the  early  registration  period  more  attractive  to  continuing  students, 
who  do  not  need  to  wait  tintil  the  wrap-up  period  to  register. 

Recommendation  4:    For  the  same  reason,  the  committee  recommends  that  the  second  day  of 
what  is  now  the  two-day  wrap-up  registration  period  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  and  Spring 
terms  be  designated  a  late  registration  day  and  the  restricted  to  registrations  by  contintiing 
students. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Senate  approved  recommendations  3  and  4  by  a  vote 
of  24  to  20. 

Recommendation  5:    The  committee  recommends  that  the  current  late  registration  fee  of 
S25.00  be  increased  to  a  minimum  of  550.00.  in  order  to  discourage  students  from  delaying 
registering  unul  the  late  registration  period. 


The  Senate  approved  the  recommendation. 

Recommendation  6:    The  committee  recommends  that  the  University  consider  revising  its 
refund  policy  so  that  the  policy  does  not  encourage  students  to  vsithhold  fee  payment  as  long 
as  possible.    Under  current  policy,  students  who  pay  early  and  then  decide  to  withdraw  during 
the  late  registration  period  forfeit  25%  of  their  payment,  while  students  who  withhold 
paNTnent  altogether  simply  cancel  their  registration  and  incur  no  loss. 

The  Senate  approved  the  recommendation. 

Recommendation  7:    The  committee  recommends  that  the  University  end  classes  on  Friday 
(or  Saturday)  and  adopt  a  five-day  final  examination  period  for  the  fall  and  spring  semesters, 
to  begin  on  Monday  and  end  on  Friday.    This  recommendation  derives  from  a  concern  about 
exams  beginning,  with  the  current  calendar,  the  day  after  classes  end. 

The  Senate  approved  the  recommendation. 

Senator  Culross  moved  adoption  of  tv.'o  more  recommendations. 

Recommendation  1:    The  committee  recommends  that  input  from  faculty,  administrators  and 
smdents  be  solicited  relative  to  the  desirability'  of  adopting    M\^T  and  TR  class  patterns. 

Recommendation  2:    The  committee  recommends  that  input  from  faculty',  staff,  and  students 
be  sought  as  to  possible  revisions  in  the  holiday  schedule.    This  recommendation  is  prompted 
by  ideas  that  were  raised  regarding  stich  things  as  the  elimination  of  the  Columbus  Day  and 
President's  Day  holidays,  abandonment  of  the  election  holiday  even,'  four  years,  addition  of  a 
"Fall  Break."    and  expansion  of  the  Thanksgiving  holiday  to  a  full  week.    (None  of  these 
recommendations  necessarily  assirmes  any  additional  holidays  but  focus  instead  on  the  most 
desirable  method  of  using  existing  days.) 

After  some  discussion.  Senator  Janssen  moved  to  postpone  the  vote  on  these  two 
recommendations  to  the  next  meeting.    The  motion  to  postpone  was  approved. 

Report  from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs:    Senator  Enzie 

Senator  Enzie  moved  approval  of  two  new  options  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Aircraft  Professional  Pilot  degree  program  in  the  College  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology. 
The  motion  was  approved.

Approval  of  the  Minutes 

Senator  Wright  called  for  additions  or  corrections  to  the  November  7  minutes.    There  being  none,  the 
minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

Because  President  Funderburk  was  on  an  NCAA  site  team  visit,  there  was  no  report.   ■ 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Chair  Wright 

Senator  Wright  began  her  report  with  two  issues  of  importance  to  the  university  communirs'.    First,  she 
encouraged  all  members  of  the  faculty  to  take  seriously  the  recent  warning  about  credit  card  fraud  issued  by 
Mr.  Tom  Lindquist,  Director  of  Public  Safety-.    In  this  warning,  Mr.  Lindquist  urged  all  employees  to  watch 
careftilly  credit  card  accounts,  as  there  have  been  recent  attempts  at  credit  card  fraud  involving  university 
employees  as  victims. 

She  then  turned  to  the  newly  approved  merit  pay  guidelines.    She  informed  the  Senators  that  they  had 
received  a  copy  of  a  memo  from  the  President  to  Vice-President  Enzie  explaining  his  approval  of  a  revised 
merit  pay  policy  effective  with  salary  increases  for  the  1996-1997  fiscal  year.    The  revised  policy  incorporates 
all  but  one  of  the  recommendations  passed  by  the  Faculty  Senate  in  October  1993.    As  the  president  noted  in 
his  memorandum,  there  was  one  point  on  which  he  could  not  agree  with  the  Senate  and  the  Council  of  Deans. 
This  concerns  how  shares  of  merit  p>ools  are  to  be  allocated.    He  strongly  believes  that  an  individual's  merit 
award  should  be  a  percentage  of  his  or  her  salary  rather  than  a  share  of  a  unit's  merit  pool.    This  approach,  he 
believes,  will  avoid  inequitable  treatment  of  senior  faculty  who,  on  the  average,  have  higher  salaries. 

After  a  brief  discussion  of  the  merit  pay  policy,  Senator  Wright  reminded  the  Senate  that  the  deadline 
for  nominations  for  honorary  degrees  for  the  May  and  August  commencements  is  Thursday,  December  15. 

Senator  Wright  then  reported  on  the  November  21  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.    In  addition 
to  the  revised  merit  pay  policy,  the  committee  covered  topics  which  appear  on  the  agenda  for  this  meeting. 
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Finally,  the  Executive  Commirtee  agreed  that  the  Senate's  Editorial  Advisory  Committee  should  bring 
a  formal  prop>osal  to  the  Senate  in  the  spring  that  defines  policies  and  procedures  for  the  Faculty  Senate 
Newsletter.    This  proposal  is  to  specify  the  responsibilities  of  the  Senate's  Executive  Committee,  the 
Newsletter  Advison,'  Board,  and  the  editor  of  the  newsletter.    No  action  associated  with  selecting  the  editor 
will  begin  until  this  proposal  is  approved  by  the  Senate  at  one  of  its  spring  meetings. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-RifTe 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  the  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Faculty  Leadership  (COSFL)  met  on  November 
19  from  10  a.m.  until  2  p.m.  at  the  University  of  Kentucky.    At  this  meeting  COSFL  representatives  met  with 
Gary  Cox  and  other  staff  members  from  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  (CHE).    Attending  were  about 
twenty  representatives  from  most  of  the  states's  public  universities. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  felt  that  this  meeting  was  very  beneficial  in  conveying  to  the  staff  of  the  CHE  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  faculty.    She  stated  that  this  meeting  seemed  to  be  very  enlightening  and  informative 
for  the  CHE  staff  members,  and  she  appreciated  their  willingness  to  cooperate  with  and  listen  to  faculty. 

COSFL  will  meet  again  on  January  14  at  Kentucky  State  University  when  they  will  develop  a  plan  for 
presenting  faculty-  input  to  the  CHE  in  a  timely  and  organized  fashion. 

Report  from  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  twelve  principal  committees  continue  to  meet  and  gather  data. 
Over  350  faculty  members  have  responded  to  the  recently  issued  faculty'  questionnaire.    The  principal 
comminees  will  begin  to  write  their  draft  reports  in  January. 

Unfinished  Business  and  General  Orders 

Senator  Culross  moved  that  the  Senate  adopt  Recommendation  1  from  the  President's  Committee  on 
Procedures  and  Timetable  of  Admissions,  Registration,  and  Financial  Arrangements  Process. 

Recommendation  1: 

The  committee  recommends  that  input  from  faculty,  administrators,  and  students  be  solicited  relative 
to  the  desirability  of  adopting    MWF  and  TR  class  patterns. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  moved  that  Recommendation  1  be  amended  to  say  that  the  study  would  be 
completed  and  presented  to  the  Senate  by  the  March  meeting.    The  Senate  rejected  this  amendment.    It  then 
approved  the  recommendation  by  a  standing  vote  of  30  to  24. 

Senator  Culross  moved  for  the  passage  of  Recommendation  2  from  the  President's  Committee  on 
Procedures  and  Timetable  of  Admissions,  Registration,  and  Financial  Arrangements  Process. 

Recommendation  2: 

The  committee  recommends  that  input  from  faculty,  staff,  and  students  be  sought  as  to  possible 
revisions  in  the  holiday  schedule.    This  recommendation  is  prompted  by  ideas  that  were  raised  regarding  such 
things  as  the  elimination  of  the  Columbus  Day  and  President's  Day  holidays,  abandonment  of  the  election 
holiday  even.'  four  years,  addition  of  a  "Fall  Break,"    and  expansion  of  the  Thanksgi\ing  holiday  to  a  full 
week.

The  Senate  adopted  the  recommendation.

New  Business 

Professor  Ron  Messerich,  Chair  of  the  Senate's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Study  Ethics  in  Research  and 
Teaching,  presented  a  draft  proposal  on  "Principles  of  Teaching  and  Ethics."    He  explained  that  when  the 
committee  was  drafting  this  proposal  it  was  not  their  intent  to  punish  or  criticize  members  of  the  faculty.    The 
committee  sees  this  proposal  as  a  set  of  general  guidelines  and  principles  for  ethical  behavior  and  not  as  a 
legalistic  or  punitive  code.    He  encouraged  everyone  to  examine  the  proposal  and  make  suggestions  for 
improvement.    A  revised  proposal  will  be  presented  at  the  March  Senate  meeting. 

Report  from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs:    Senator  Enzie

Senate  Chair  Virginia  Wright  called  the  fifth  meeting 
of  the  1994-1995  academic  year  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

Approval  of  the  ZVIinutes 

Senator  Wright  asked  for  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of  the  December  meeting. 
Senator  Creek  stated  that  the  minutes  should  be  changed  to  the  following:    suspend  the  option 
(Biotechnology)  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Microbiology  degree  program  and  new  option  (.A.quatic 
Biology)  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Biology  degree  program  in  the  College  of  Natural  and 
Mathematical  Sciences.    There  being  no  further  changes  or  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved. 

Report  from  the  President:    President  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  began  by  informing  the  Senate  that  he  had  been  in  regular  contact  with 
the  Kentucky  Health  Alliance.  He  has  been  told  that  Eastern  is  expected  to  join  the  Alliance  on  July 
1,  1996.    However,  he  has  no  concrete  information  on  rates  or  coverage. 

He  also  announced  that  recently  he  had  attended  several  meetings  regarding  university 
accreditation.    The  U.  S.  Department  of  Education  is  currently  trying  to  locate  a  central  service  which 
will  establish  criteria  for  regional  accrediting  agencies.    This  process,  he  noted,  has  a  major  effect  on 
the  money  institutions  receive  from  federal  agencies.     He  is  watching  events  in  this  area  very  closely. 

He,  along  with  the  presidents  of  other  Kentucky  higher  education  institutions,  have  been 
working  with  the  Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education  to  prepare  a  position  paper  to  present  to 
gubernatorial  candidates.    This  paper  is  completed  and  is  with  the  Advocates  now. 

President  Funderburk  also  noted  that  the  1995  Special  Session  of  the  Kentuck'>  General 
Assembly  passed  several  new  tax  cuts  which  he  felt  would  affect  higher  education  budgets  in  the 
futiire.    All  of  the  tax  reductions  are  to  be  phased  in  over  the  next  four  years,  and    we  could  expect 
budget  cuts  as  a  result. 
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President  Funderburk  then  requested  that  Mr.  James  Clark,  Director  of  Planning  and  Budget, 
address  the  Senate  on  the  recently  completed  four-year  plan  for  1995-1999.    He  noted  that  Eastern  has 
had  a  planning  process  in  place  since  1982.    This  process  has  been  revised  and  reworked  regularly.    It 
has  also  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  which  has  recently  begun  long-range 
planning. 

Mr.  Clark  gave  a  broad  overview  of  the  planning  process  and  of  the  major  goals  which  were 
accepted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  a  part  of  the  four-year  plan.    He  noted,  using  academic  affairs  as 
an  example,  that  the  planning  process  begins  with  each  budget  unit  presenting  to  its  dean  its  top  five 
goals  for  the  next  five  years.    The  deans  consolidate  these  goals  into  the  top  ten  goals  for  the  college 
and  these  goals  are  forwarded  to  the  vice-president.    The  vice-president  further  consolidates  the  goals 
to  the  top  ten  for  the  vice  presidential  area.    These  goals  are  then  presented  to  the  Institutional 
Plaiming  Committee.    This  is  a  policy  committee  that  works  in  conjunction  with  the  Institutional 
Plaiming  Analysis  Committee  which  has  representation  from  faculty,  students,  and  the  administration. 
This  committee  examines  the  work  of  the  Institutional  Planning  Committee.    The  work  of  the 
committee  is  then  presented  to  the  President  who  makes  his  proposals  to  the  Board  of  Regents  via  the 
Executive  and  Academic  Affairs  Committee.    This  committee  makes  its  recommendations  to  the  whole 
Board  of  Regents,  which  votes  and  selects  the  goals  to  be  included  in  the  University's  four-year  plan. 

The  four-year  plan  is  used  to  develop  both  the  University  operating  budget  and  the  budget 
proposal  to  the  legislature.  The  goals  established  through  this  process  determine  how  discretionary 
dollars  are  to  be  spent  by  the  University. 

Mr.  Clark  noted  that  the  Board  of  Regents  had  recently  approved  the  four-year  plan  for  the 
1995-1999  planning  cycle  with  the  improvement  of  teaching  and  learning  first  among  the  priorities. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Wright 

Senator  Wright  began  her  report  by  asking  that  Senators  note  the  clarification  of  procedures 
for  making  Senate  presentations  presented  in  her  memo  to  Senators.    She  also  noted  that  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Campus  Collegiality  is  tabulating  the  results  of  the  campus  survey  and  will  be 
presenting  their  findings  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  Senate. 

She  then  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  established  tentative  agendas  for  the  four 
Senate  meetings  of  the  spring  term,  and  discussed  the  recent  report  from  the  Office  of  Institutional 
Research  on  responses  from  the  SACS  Self-Study  Faculty  Survey. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  appointed  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Alternative  Class  and 
Holiday  Schedules.    The  comminee  is  charged  with  gathering  input  from  the  faculty,  administrators, 
staff  and  students  and  reporting  results  at  the  May  Senate  meeting.    Members  of  the  committee  are; 
Karen  Foster,  English  (chair),  Gary  Steinbach,  Technology;  Vernon  Stubblefield.  Chemistry.  Jeanne 
Widener,  Baccalaureate  Nursing;  Charlone  Tanara.  Plarming  and  Budget;  Scott  Douglas,  Student 
Senate;  and  a  staff  member  (to  be  appointed  by  Ronnie  Mirik,  Staff  Regent). 


Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 
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Senator  Freed  began  his  report  by  announcing  the  current  efforts  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
evaluate  President  Funderburk.    A  randomly  selected  group  of  approximately  ten  percent  of  the  faculty 
were  chosen  to  evaluate  the  President.    Senator  Freed  urged  all  faculty  who  were  selected  to  complete 
the  evaluation  form  and  return  it,  as  Board  of  Regents  Chair  James  Gilbert  is  very  interested  in  the 
faculty  responses. 

Senator  Freed  then  reported  that  the  Board  of  Regents  met  on  January  21,  1995,  and  approved 
the  1995-1999  four-year  plan  after  changing  the  order  of  the  strategic  directions  so  that  the  first  item 
on  the  list  would  be  to  "improve  quality  of  teaching  and  learning,"  and  the  second  would  be  a 
statement  urging  the  use  of  resources  to  "ensure  timely  and  reasonable  progress  for  all  students  toward 
completion  of  the  degrees/programs." 

Finally,  he  announced  his  concern  about  the  results  of  a  recent  AAUP  poll  that  dealt  with  the 
role  of  the  Faculty  Senate  on  campus.    The  survey  noted  that  a  majority  of  the  faculty  do  not  feel  that 
the  Senate  adequately  represents  faculty  interests  to  the  administration  and  feel  that  it  is  difficult  to 
learn  about  significant  developments  on  campus  or  to  get  a  hearing  of  their  own  views.    He  hoped  that 
if  the  plans  for  the  faculty  newsletter  come  to  J5Tjition,  communication  among  the  faculty  will  be 
improved. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-RifTe 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  that  COSFL  met  on  January  14,  1995,  at  Kentucky  State 
University.  The  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  questions  and  priorities  COSFL  wished  to  present  to 
the  Council  on  Higher  Education  (CHE)  staff,  as  well  as  discuss  CHE  Executive  Director  Gary  Cox's 
replies  to  questions  presented  to  him  at  the  November  19,  1995,  meeting. 

On  January  28,  1995,  COSFL  members  met  from  10  a.m.  until  2  p.m.  in  the  Trustees  Room  at 
the  University  of  Kentucky.    At  this  meeting  they  discussed  the  advocacy  role  of  the  CHE  with 
E.xecutive  Director  Cox-    COSFL  told  Cox  they  feel  the  public  and  the  General  Assembly  need  to  be 
aware  of  the  benefits  of  higher  education.    The  current  emphasis  on  accountability  and  assessment 
presents  a  negative  image  to  the  public. 

Cox  suggested  that  faculty  should  be  their  own  advocates.    He  pointed  out  that  faculr."  need  to 
negotiate  at  their  own  institutions  to  have  a  greater  voice  in  how  money  is  appropriated  and  to 
determine  what  institutional  priorities  and  policies  will  be. 

After  CHE  staff  left  the  meeting,  COSFL  members  considered  questions  and  topics  of 
discussion  for  a  meeting  being  arranged  with  key  legislative  leaders  and  major  gubernatorial 
candidates. 

Finally,  Senator  Lee-Riffe  announced  that  Eastern's  AAUP  chapter  has  arranged  for  Gary  Cox 
to  speak  with  faculty  following  the  Faculty  Senate  meeting  in  March. 


Report  on  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Due  to  recent  revisions  in  accreditation  criteria  by  the  Southern  Association,  the  principal 
committees  on  campus  must  go  back  and  redo  some  of  their  worlc.    Senator  Wisenbaker  went  over  the 
projected  timetable  for  internal  reporting— principal  committees  draft  reports  are  due  in  March; 
principal  committees  and  steering  committee  are  to  revise  reports  by  June;  the  editor  is  to  complete  a 
draft  report  by  September;  the  university  community  is  to  review  the  draft  during  October,  and  the 
final  report  is  due  to  the  SACS  office  by  the  end  of  November. 

Reports  from  Standing  Committees 

Report  from  the  Elections  Committee:    Senator  Elias 

Senator  Elias  reported  that  nominating  petitions  for  the  position  of  the  Faculty  Regent  have 
been  sent  to  all  faculty  members.    The  deadline  for  submission  is  February  17. 

The  Elections  Committee  will  meet  at  3:30  p.m.,  February  21  in  Wallace  214  to  confirm  the 
eligibility  of  the  signatories  and  count  the  results. 

The  candidates  will  be  notified  and  invited  to  attend  one  or  both  forums  for  faculty  scheduled 
for  February  22  and  23  from  11:30  a.m.    to  1:30  p.m.  in  the  Kennamer  Room  of  the  Powell  Building. 

Ballots  will  be  sent  to  all  eligible  voters  as  soon  as  the  names  of  the  candidates  can  be 
ascertained.    They  need  to  be  returned  by  March  10.    If  a  second  round  of  voting  is  necessary,    ballots 
will  be  due  March  30.

Senator  Wright  asked  for  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of  the  February 
meeting.

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Fimderburk  reported  that  work  has  begun  on  the  1995-1996  university- 
budget.    A  major  part  of  the  budget  will  be  health  insurance.    There  will  be  a  5%  increase  for 
Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  (BC/BS)  for  next  year.    As  it  appears  now,  unless  changes  are 
made  in  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  on  July  1,  1996,  Eastern  will  become  part  of  the 
state  health  alliance  system. 

As  recommended  earlier  by  the  Senate,  the  1995-1996  academic  calendar  will  be 
changed.    Classes  will  begin  on  Monday  and  end  on  Friday,  registration  will  change,  and 
there  will  be  a  five-day  final  exam  period.    Details  concerning  the  changes  have  been  sent  to 
the  Deans  and  Chairs. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Wright 

Senator  Wright  began  her  report  by  annoimcing  that  Jime  Martin  has  resigned  from  the 
Senate  and  been  replaced  by  Nancy  McKenney.  Ms.  McKenney  has  agreed  temporarily  to  fill 
Senator  Martin's  position  on  the  Elections  Committee  imtil  new  committee  members  are

elected  in  May.    Senator  Martin's  position  on  the  Rules  Committee  will  not  be  filled  until 
May  elections.    Also,  Mr.  James  Street,  the  new  Director  of  Physical  Plant,  has  been 
appointed  as  the  staff  representative  on  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Alternative  Class  Schedules 
and  Holidays. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Februan.'  13,  1995.  and  discussed  reports  and 
recommendations  from  three  committees— Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities,  Campus 
Collegiality,  and  Editorial  Advisor.'.    They  also  discussed  a  slightly  revised  statement  of 
"Principles  of  Ethics  in  Teaching"  prepared  by  the  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in 
Teaching  and  Research.    It  is  hoped  that  several  issues  regarding  the  legal  status  of  such  a 
statement  will  be  clarified  so  that  the  Senate  can  vote  on  these  recommendations  at  its  April 
meeting. 

Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  also  reported  on  the  status  of  the  university  health  insurance  program. 
The  University  Insurance  Committee  met  recently  and  recommended  to  President  Funderburk 
continuation  of  current  BC/BS.  Kentucky  HMO.  and  Himiana  Health  Care  plans.    The 
BC^S  plans  will  increase  by  approximately  5%  over  last  year's  rates,  with  some  decrease  in 
some  of  the  Humana  plan  offerings;  it  is  the  imderstanding  of  the  committee  that  the 
universit\-  will  be  able  to  cover  this  increase.    By  July  1.  1996.  state  universities  will  be 
brought  into  the  Kentucky  Healthcare  Alliance.    Senator  Freed  noted  that  it  is  almost  certain 
that  rates  will  increase  and  services  and  benefits  will  decrease. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-Riffe 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  reported  that  several  COSFL  members  met  on  Februan.-  25.  1995,  at 
Eastern  with  Representatives  Harry  Moberly.  Jr.  and  Ernesto  Scorsone.    Both  legislators 
emphasized  the  importance  of  constituents  staying  in  contact  with  them.    They  need  to  hear 
from  persons  who  are  convinced  about  the  value  of  Kentucky-' s  higher  education  and  its  many 
needs.    They  also  need  to  hear  from  university  people  when  specitic  issues  are  imder 
disctission.    One  such  specitic  maner  that  COSFL  may  try  to  shepherd  through  the  next 
legislative  session  is  having  a  faculty  representative  on  the  Council  of  Higher  Education. 

Reports  from  Standing  Committees 

Report  from  the  Elections  Committee:    Senator  Ellas 

Two  forums  were  held  on  Februan.'  22  and  23  to  give  faculty  members  a  chance  to 
meet  and  talk  with  candidates  for  the  position  of  faculr\'  regent.    Although  they  were  sparsely 
attended,  they  were  ven.'  informative  and  lively.    Appreciation  was  extended  to  Mr.  Chad 
Williamson  of  the  Eastern  Progress  for  publicizing  the  forums  and  election. 

The  first  round  of  ballots  was  delivered  to  departmental  offices  on  March  1 .    Votes 


were  due  March  6.    Ho\ve\er.  because  the  ballots  were  delivered  late,  and  because  about 
twent>-  people  with  faculty  rank  were  left  off  the  mailing  list  because  of  confusion  about  their 
classification,  the  Elections  Committee  will  accept  ballots  until  5:00  p.m.  on  March  10.    In 
the  event  of  a  run-off  election,  a  second  round  of  ballots  will  be  delivered  to  departmental 
offices  on  March  13.    Votes  will  be  due  by  March  27,  and  counted  on  March  28  at  3:30  p.m. 
in  Wallace  310. 

Senator  Elias  also  emphasized  to  senators  that  departments  need  to  hold  elections  to 
replace  or  re-elect  senators  whose  terms  expire  this  semester.  A  memo  from  the  committee 
will  follow  shortly. 

Report  from  the  Faculty  Rights  and  Responsibilities  Committee:    Senator  Guilfoil 

Senator  Guilfoil  moved  adoption  of  Policies  and  Procedures  to  Deal  with  Misconduct 
in  Science.    Senator  Laird  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  replace  the  phrase  "misconduct  in 
science"  with  the  phrase  "academic  misconduct"  whenever  it  appears  in  the  document,  except 
where  it  is  in  quotes.    Senator  Falkenberg  expressed  concern  about  the  legal  ramifications  of 
changing  the  wording  of  the  document  and  moved  to  postpone  action  of  the  pending  motion 
to  the  next  Senate  meeting    so  that  the  committee  can  determine  the  effect  of  the  proposed 
amendment  on  compliance  with  federal  guidelines.     The  motion  to  postpone  was  approved. 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  Committees:    Senator  Creek

Senator  Kleine  mo\ed  that  the  Senate  request  that  preferences  and 
suggestions  regarding  a  pictorial  director."  and  other  acti\ities  to  promote  campus  collegiality 
included  in  responses  to  the  recent  survey  be  sent  to  the  President  for  discussion  and  possible 
implementation  by  appropriate  officials.

Approval  of  the  Minutes 

Senator  Wright  called  for  additions  or  corrections  to  the  March  6  minutes.    There 
being  none,  the  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  reported  he  was  still  working  on  the  1995-1996  budget.    It 
appears  there  v,-ill  be  salary  improvements  during  this  budget  cycle,  but  operating  expenses  for 
the    budget  will  be  sparse.    He  announced  that  the  Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education 
had  met  with  all  but  one  of  the  candidates  for  governor  to  express  the  needs  of  the  state 
universities. 

President  Funderburk  also  reported  he  had  attended  a  recent    Board  of  Regents'  retreat 
at  which  the  Board  reaffirmed  its  position  on  quality  with  respect  to  performance  funding. 
The  Board  also  reaffirmed  its  support  for  the  revised  mission  statement.    Restructuring  was 
discussed  in  the  light  of  declining  resources. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Wright 

Senator  Wright  reported  the  Executive  Committee  had  met  on  March  13.    At  this 
meeting  Duke  Thompson.  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of 
Instruction,  explained  the  committee's  7  to  2  vote  to  disband. 
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Senator  Wright  also  reported  on  discussions  she  had  had  with  Scott  Douglas,  Chair  of 
the  Academic  Affairs  Commirtee  of  the  Student  Senate,  on  issues  of  mutual  interest  to 
students  and  faculty'.    The  Executive  Committee  decided  to  propose  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
executive  committees  of  the  two  senates  early  next  fall.    Possible  agenda  topics  would  be 
student  evaluation  of  instruction  and  advising.

Senator  Freed  reported  he  too  attended  the  Board  of  Regents'  retreat  that  the  President 
mentioned  in  his  report.    He  offered  to  meet  with  anyone  interested  in  details  of  the  Board 
retreat. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-Riffe 

The  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Facult>'  Leadership  (COSFL)  has  not  met  since  the  last 
Senate  meeting.    It  will  meet  on  April  8.  1995.  at  Elizabethtown  to  elect  next  year's  officers. 

Report  on  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  all  principal  committees  had  turned  in  their  draft 
reports  on  time,  and  as  a  result  the  self-study  continues  to  proceed  on  schedule. 

Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  Elections:    Senator  Elias 

Senator  Elias  reported  that  the  Senate  Committee  on  Elections  met  and  coimted  the 
ballots  for  the  election  of  the  Faciilt>-  Regent  on  March  7  and  8,  1995.    The  results  were  as 
follows: 

Allen  Engle:    71 

Richard  Freed:    227 

John  Jenkins:    67 

Judy  Short:      44. 

In  addition.  23  ballots  could  not  be  counted,  either  because  the  name  on  the  outside  of 
the  envelope  was  illegible  or  missing  or  because  the  \oter  was  ineligible.     E\en  if  all  these 
votes  had  been  cast  for  someone  other  than  Dr.  Freed,  he  still  would  have  received  52.55% 
of  the  vote. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  will  host  a  reception  for  Senate  members,  new  and  old. 
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on  April  24  at  3:30  in  the  Keen  Johnson  Building.    Senators  will  have  a  chance  to  learn  about 
the  work  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  meet  with  candidates  for  the  senate  Chair. 
Refreshments  will  be  available  and  Senators  are  asked  to  RSVP  to  any  member  of  the 
Comminee  on  Elections. 

Committee  on  Facult>'  Rights  and  Responsibilities:    Senator  Guilfoil 

At  the  last  Senate  meeting,  Senator  Guilfiol  moved  adoption  of  "Policies  and 
Procedures  to  Deal  with  Misconduct  in  Science"  (see  attached  policies  and  procedures).    That 
motion  was  postponed  to  the  next  Senate  meeting.    Senator  Guilfoil  reemphasized  the  need 
for  such  a  policy.     Senator  Laird  moved  to  withdraw  his  previous  amendment  to  the  policy 
that  called  for  replacement  of  the  phrase  "misconduct  in  science"  with  the  phrase  "academic 
misconduct"  whenever  it  appears  in  the  document,  except  where  it  is  in  quotes.    There  being 
no  objections.  Senator  Laird's  amendment  was  withdrawn.    Senator  Laird  then  requested  that 
the  following  statement  be  included  in  the  minutes:    "Science  is  a  general  academic  concept 
of  all  disciplines  and  consists  of  systemized  knowledge  derived  from  observational  study  and 
experimentation."    The  intent  of  the  suggestion  is  to  be  sure  that  everyone  tmderstands  the 
extent  and  inclusiveness  of  the  proposed  policy. 

Senator  Miller  moved  adoption  of  two  amendments  to  the  policy: 

1.  Strike  from  Section  3  the  words  "unless  circumstances  clearly 
indicate  that  a  longer  period  is  necessar>'."    After  brief 
discussion,  the  Senate  approved  the  amendment. 

2.  Substitute  the  following  wording  for  Section  1.    From:    "Once 
the  decision  is  made  to  conduct  an  investigation,  the  appointed 
committee  members  shall  consist  of  the  University  Counsel,  the 
accused  individual's  immediate  supervisor,  the  appropriate  dean, 
and  three  tenured  faculty  members  who  have  the  expertise  to 
deal  with  technical  aspects  of  the  activities  in  question.    At  least 
two  of  the  three  faculty  members  must  be  from  outside  the 
accused  individual's  department."    To  read:    "Once  the  decision 
is  made  to  conduct  an  investigation,  the  appointed  committee 
members  shall  consist  of  a  department  chair,  a  dean,  and  three 
tenured  faculty  members  who  have  the  expertise  to  deal  with 
technical  aspects  of  the  activities  in  question.    The  department 

chair  and  the  dean  shall  be  from  outside  the  accused  individual's  

department  and  college,  respectively.    One  of  the  faculty 
member's  will  be  from  the  accused  indi\"iduars  department  while 
the  other  two  will  be  from  outside  the  accused  individual's 
department.    The  Universit>'  Counsel  shall  act  as  an  ex-officio 
and  non-voting  member  of  the  committee."    After  considerable 
discussion,  the  Senate  approved  the  amendment. 


The  policy,  as  amended,  was  approved. 

Senator  Guilfoil  moved  adoption  of  the  following  two  recommendations: 

1.  A  synopsis  of  this  revised  policy  should  be  placed  in  the 
Facultv/Staff  Handbook. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  complete  policy  should  be  placed  in  more 
locations  than  the  Policy  Manual  [for  Academic  Affairs]  in 
department  chairs'  and  deans'  offices  (e.g.,  library/reference, 
faculty  study).    These  new  locations  also  need  to  be  listed  in  the 
Facultv/Staff  Handbook. 

The  recommendations  were  approved. 

Report  from  Committee  on  Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of  Faculty  Instruction: 
Senator  Sowders 

Senator  Sowders  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Oversight  of  Student  Evaluation  of 
FacultN'  Instruction  be  disbanded.     The  motion  passed  wiih  more  than  two-thirds  of  those 
voting  in  favor. 

Report  from  Special  Committees 

Report  from  the  Editorial  Advisorj'  Committee:    Senator  Creek 

Senator  Creek  moved  that  the  following  recommendations  from  the  Editorial  Advisory 
Committee  concerning  a  facult>'  newsletter  be  approved: 

1.  Frequency  and  publication  of  the  faculty  newsletter:    The  frequency  of  the 
faculty  newsletter  v,ill  be  eight  times  a  year.    The  newsletter  will  be  mailed 
with  the  monthly  Faculty  Senate  minutes. 

2.  Selection  of  members  of  Editorial  Advisory  Committee:    Five  non- 
administrative  faculty  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  three-year 
terms;  staggered  for  the  initial  appointment  year.

1 .  Communicate  the  action  and  dehberations  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
to  the  facult\'. 

2.  Provide  a  forum  for  discussion  of  faculty  issues. 

-3.  Disseminate  announcements  and  communications  of  professional 

interest  to  the  facult\'. 
4.  Share  information  about  special  interests  and  service  projects  of 

faculty. 

d.  To  meet  at  least  once  a  semester  to  evaluate  the  performance  of  the 

editor  and  the  faculty  newsletter  in  meeting  these  objectives. 

4.  Responsibilities  of  Editor:    The  editor  should  edit  the  newsletter  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  achieve  the  four  objectives  listed  in  item  (3c)  above. 

5.  Role  of  Executive  Committee  to  the  Editorial  Advisory  Committee: 

a.  Appoint  members  of  the  Editorial  Advisor}'  Committee. 

■  b.  Support  the  publication  by  securing  adequate  resources. 

c.  Ser\'e  as  a  point  of  referral  for  concerns,  after  appeals  to  the  editor  and 

the  Editorial  Advisory  Committee  have  been  made. 

The  recommendations  were  approved.

Misconduct  in    Science 


Introduction 

The  principles  that  govern  scientific  research  are  well- 
established  and  have  long  been  applied  toward  the  discovery  of  new 
knowledge.  High  ethical  standards  based  on  these  principles  are  a 
critical  responsibility  of  faculties  and  administrators  of  academic 
institutions,  and  accuracy  in  the  collection  and  reporting  of  data 
are  essential  to  the  scientific  process.  Dishonesty  in  these 
endeavors  rions  counter  to  the  very  nature  of  research  which  is  the 
pursuit  of  the  truth. 

The  caiontif ie  academic  community  is  ultimately  responsible  to 
the  public,  and  public  trust  in  the  cciantif ic  academic  community 
is  absolutely  vital.  It  is  in  the  best  interests  of  both  the 
piiblic  and  academic  institutions  to  prevent  misconduct  in  research 
and  to  deal  responsibly  with  instances  where  misconduct  is  alleged. 


General  Premises 
This  institution  should  accept  as  faculty  members  only  those 
individuals  whose  career  activities  demonstrate  the  highest 
ethical  standards.   To  this  er.d,    the  credentials  of  all 
potential  faculty  must  be  thoroughly . examined  in  order  to 
verify  all  claimed  accomplishments  of  a  candidate. 
Since  research  results  should  always  be  supported  by  verifiable 
evidence,  faculty  and  staff  should  maintain  sufficient  written 
records  or  other  documentation  of  their  studies. 
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3.   Faculty  are  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  research  reports 
based  en  their  own  efforts  or  on  the  collaborative  work  of 
students,  technicians,  or  colleagues,  especially  those  which 
bear  their  names.   No  faculty  member  should  allow  his  or  her 
name  to  -be  used  on  any  research  -results  for  which  that  faculty 
member  cannot  assume  full  professional  and  ethical 
responsibility. 

Definitions 

1.  "Misconduct"  or  "Misconduct  in  Science"  means  fabrication, 
falsification,  plagiarism,  or  other  practices  that  seriously 
deviate  from  those  that  are  commonly  accepted  within  the 

□  ciar.tif ic  academic   community  for  proposing,  conducting,  or 
reporting  research.   It  does  not  include  honest  error  or  honest 
differences  in  interpretations  or  judgements  of  data. 

2.  "Inquiry"  means  information  gathering  and  initial  fact  finding 
to  determine  whether  an  allegation  or  apparent  instance  of 
misconduct  warrants  an  investigation. 

3.  "Investigation"  means  the  formal  examination  and  evaluation  of 
all  relevant  facts  to  determine  if  misconduct  has  occurred. 

Administrative  Procedures 

There  are  two  separate  phases  involved  with  any  misconduct 

charges:    an  inquiry  and  an  investigation.    An  inq-airy  is  the 

initial  step  after  an  allegation  of  misconduct  is  made.    It  is 

intended  to  identify  groundless  allegations,  generally  involves 
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fewer  people,  and  is  more  informal  than  an  investigation.  ;^_n 
investigation,  on  the  other  hand,  is  conducted  after  an  inquiry  has 
clearly  established  that  there  are  sufficient  grounds  for  a  full, 
thorough,  and  formal  investigation.

ir-r      Any  employee  of  this  University  who  has  reason  to  suspect  any 
other  employee  of  ocientif i^  misconduct  in   science   with  regard 
to  either  the  conduct  or  reporting  of  research  has  the 
responsibility  of  following  up  these  suspicions  via  the 
appropriate  channels . 

I  .-g-r-  Allegations  of  acientif  ig  misconduct  in  science   are  to  be  made 
only  on  the  basis  of  substantial  evidence  as  opposed  to 
insignificant  deviations  from  acceptable  -practices,  tecb^nical 
violations  of  rules,  simple  carelessness,  and  minor 
infractions.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  any  employee  who 
becomes  aware  of  genuine  evidence  to  present  this,  in  writing, 
to  the  department — chair — &= — the — cucpoctod  individual  immedia.  te 
sucer'^isor   of   the    individual    helie''^ed    to  be   enaacrad   in 
misconduct .       Such  allegations  are  a  very  serious  matter  and 
all  parties  involved  should  take  every  possible  measure  to 
assure  that  the  rights  and  reputations  of  all  individuals  named 
in  such  allegations  as  well  as  individuals  who,  in  good  faith, 
report  the  apparent  misconduct  are  carefully  protected.

undertake  an  investigation,  the  written  report  which  includes

Associate  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Research  for 
a  period  of  th-ree  years  following  termination  of  the  inquiry, 
and  shall,  upon  request,  be  provided  to  authorized  personnel  of 
the  external  agency  supporting  the  research.

1  .-^-rOnce  the  decision  is  made  to  conduct  an  investigation,  the 
appointed  cc-Jtiittee  members  shall  consist  of  the  University 
Counsel,  the  cucpactad  accused   individual's  dopcrtrr-Cint — eh- ir 
imiuedia'zs  sucar-zisor,    the  appropriate  dean,  and  three  tenured 
faculty  memirers  who  have  the  expertise  to  deal  with  technical 
aspects  of  the  activities  in  q^uesticn.    At  least  two  of  the 
three  faculty  members  must  be  from  outside  the  ouapcatad 
accused   individual's  department.

The  committee  will  elect  its  own  chair  and  the 
chair  shall  conduct  meetings  of  this  committee  as  frequently  as 
may  be  necessazry  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
activities  in  question  represent  ocinntif i j  misconduct  in 
science .      All  such  meetings  and  the  deliberations  thereof  shall 
be  held  in  the  strictest  of  confidence  to  protect  the  affected 
individual,  or  individuals.  Those  accused  of  misconduct  shall 
be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  committee  to 
comment  on  allegations  and/or  findings  of  the  committee.   The 
committee  should  not,  ordinarily,  take  more  than  120  calendar 
davs  to  complete  its  formal  investigation,  prepare  a  written 
report,  and  obtain  comments  from  the  individual  subject (s)  of 
the  investigation.  The  Vice-President,  based  on  the  committee 
findings,  shall  then  determine  what  actions  are  appropriate, 
pursuant  to  provisions  of  the  Faculty/Staff  Handbook. 

2 . €■  ■  Any  external  agency  supporting  the  research  in  question  shall 
be  promptly  notified  in  writing  if  the  inquiry  determines  that 
an  investigation  is  warranted.   The  agency  may  also  be  given 
interim  reports  should  circumstances  warrant.   In  any  event, 
the  external  funding  agency  will  alwavs  be  notified  of  the 
final  outcome  of  a  formal  investigation. 

3  .-9-.  If  either  the  inquiry  or  the  investigation  determines  the 

allegations  to  be  unsubstantiated,  the  University  will  make  a 
diligent  effort  to  restore  the  reputation  of  those  accused. 
Also,  the  University  will  make  every  possible  effort  to  protect 
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the  positions  and  reputations  of  those  persons  who,  in  good 
faith,  made  the  original  allegation. 

APPEAL  PROCESS 
In  the  event  of  an.  official  finding  of  "misconduct  in  science" 
by  the  investigating  committee,  the  accused  individual  shall  have 
an  opportunity  to  appeal.  A  written  appeal  of  the  committee's 
decision  may  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  University  within  30 
days  of  the  finding  and  shall  be  restricted  to  the  body  of  evidence 
already  presented.  The  President  will  notify  the  appellant,  in 
writing,  within  30  days  of  his  decision.  The  decision  of  the 
President  in  hearing  the  appeal  will  be  final  unless  the  committee 
recommends  termination  of  an  employee.  In  such  cases,  the 
President  shall  have  the  authority  to  reduce  the  recommended 
sanction  and,  if  not,  must  refer  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  further  consideration.

EASTERN  KENTUCKY  UNIVTERSITY 

MAY  1,  1995 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on  Monday,  May  1,  1995,  in 
the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell  Building.    Senate  Chair  Virginia  Wright  called  the 
eighth  meeting  of  the  1994-1995  academic  year  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

Approval  of  the  Minutes 

Senator  Wright  called  for  additions  or  corrections  to  the  April  3,  1995,  minutes. 
Senator  Lee-Riffe  called  for  the  word  "member's"  on  page  3,  paragraph  number  2  to  be 
changed  to  "members."    There  being  no  further  corrections,  the  minutes  were  approved  as 
amended. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  the  Board  of  Regents  met  on  Saturday  and 
approved  the  operating  budget  for  the  1995-1996  fiscal  year.    In  this  budget  are  provisions  for 
an  average  5%  salary  increase.    As  a  result  of  the  budget's  being  passed,  the  President 
announced  that  contracts  were  in  the  mail. 

Related  to  next  year's  budget.  President  Funderburk  announced  he  had  talked  recently 
to  an  official  with  the  Kentucky  Health  Care  Alliance  Board  and  was  told  that  the  Alliance 
would  be  taking  bids  on  May  8.    They  will  have  three  weeks  to  review  the  bids  and  choose 
the  providers. 

Second,  President  Funderburk  announced  that  the  Committee  on  Equal  Opp)crtunity 
had  very  recently  approved  the  addition  of  a  new  master's  program  in  nursing  that  will  be

submitted  to  the  Council  on  Higher  Education.    The  waiver  was  granted  because  of  the 
progress  the  University-  had  made  in  equity.    They  also  cited  the  need  for  advanced  nurse 
practioners  as  a  part  of  the  health  care  reform  bill  that  passed  during  the  1994  regular  session 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  President  then  reported  that  he  had  approved  a  set  of  changes  in  the  procedures 
for  selecting  and  approving  Foundation  Professors. 

He  also  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  Council  on  Higher  Education  meeting  for  the 
past  two  days.    He  was  pleased  to  announce  that  after  three  weeks  of  lobbying  members  of 
the  Coimcil,  the  Coimcil  had  approved  proportional  equity  in  funding  the  state  imiversities. 
This  is  to  reconcile  the  differences  in  fimding  levels  of  the  state  universities.    The  next  big 
effort  facing  the  state  universities  is  to  insure  that  the  candidates  for  governor  and  the 
members  of  the  general  assembly  take  seriously  the  position  paper  of  the  Kentucky  Advocates 
for  Higher  Education  in  which  they  urge  a  7%  increase  in  university  budgets  for  each  year  of 
the  next  biennium  to  bring  the  state  universities  up  to  the  national  average. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:  Senator  Wright 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  as  she  reviewed  the  this  year's  Senate  activities.    She  had 
been  struck  by  the  extent  to  which  what  the  Senate  does  in  any  one  year  builds  on  the  work 
of  previous  Senates  and  lays  the  groundwork  for  future  Senate  actions.    She  then  reviewed 
Senate  activities  for  the  year. 

In  November  the  Senate  approved  a  set  of  recommendations  from  the  Presidential 
Committee  on  Procedures  and  Timetables  which  related  to  admissions,  registration,  fmancial 
arrangements,  and  the  first  day  of  classes  each  semester.    Discussion  of  these  ideas  started  in 
the  Senate  of  1990-1991.    However,  the  work  related  to  these  recommendations  is  not  yet 
complete  as  a  new  committee,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Alternative  Schedules  for  Classes 
and  Holidays,  has  been  created  to  examine  issues  related  to  amending  the  University  calendar 
and  class  schedule. 

In  April  the  Senate  approved  a  set  of  guidelines  for  a  Faculty  Senate  newsletter. 
Consideration  of  such  a  newsletter  originated  in  the  1992-1993  Senate.    The  gtudelines  call 
for  the  creation  of  a  new  committee,  the  Editorial  Advisory  Committee  #  2,  which  is  charged 
with  fmding  an  editor  and  producing  a  newsletter.    The  members  of  this  committee  are  Sherry 
Jones,  Robert  Creek,  Libby  Fraas,  Allen  Engle,  and  Gladys  Masagatani. 

Also  in  April,  the  Senate  approved  University  procedures  on  scientific  misconduct. 
These  recommendations  came  from  discussions  in  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in 
Teaching,  first  charged  in  the  1991-1992  Senate. 
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-  Also  in  April,  the  Senate  approved  several  recommendations  from  the  Chair's 

'        Advisory  Committee  on  Campus  Collegialirv'  which  included  such  ideas  as  a  pictorial 
directory,  open  houses,  and  an  upscale  dining  opportunir>-  on  campus. 

In  August,  the  Executive  Committee  clarified  the  charge  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on 
Child  Care  to  study  the  costs  and  guidelines  for  a  child-care  facility  on  campus.    Tliis 
committee  is  to  present  its  fmal  report  early  next  fall. 

In  March,  the  Executive  Committee  initiated  plans  for  a  joint  meeting  with  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Student  Senate  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  interest. 

Senator  Wright  reported  that  she  had  made  an  effort  this  year  to  improve  the  operating 
procedures  of  the  Senate.    The  Senate's  first  parliamentary  workshop  was  conducted  by  its 
parliamentarian  Martha  Grise  on  September  26.    The  Parliamentarian  has  also  produced  Points 
of  Order,  a  newsletter  distributed  with  the  agenda  to  offer  parliamentary  guidelines  to 
Senators.    A  Senate  orientation  for  new  members  was  held  on  April  24. 

Senator  Wright  also  provided  gxiidelines  for  written  reports  to  the  Senate  and  for 
discussion  of  issues  on  the  Senate  floor.    She  also  charged  the  Senate's  Rules  Committee  to 
review  and  organize  all  the  Senate  rules  and  procedures  in  one  document.    Finally,  the  Senate 
elmiinated  two  committees  whose  charges  were  no  longer  appropriate—the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
on  Extended  Campus  Teaching  and  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Oversight  of  Student 
Evaluation  of  Instruction. 

Senator  Wright  expressed  her  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  Senate  and  especially 
to  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  (Senators  Creek,  Engle,  Errne,  Kopacz,  Masagatni, 
and  Rink).    She  also  expressed  her  appreciation  to  President  Funderburk,  Senate 
Parliamentarian  Martha  Grise,  and  Senate  Secretary  Charles  Hay. 

She  concluded  her  report  by  recognizing  the  following  Senators  who  would  be  retiring 
from  the  Senate:    Eva  Clifton,  Robert  Creek,  Ronald  Hopkins,  Robert  James,  Jo  Nell  Jones, 
Christopher  Laird,  Darlene  Ogden,  Thomas  Reed,  Francis  J.  Roberts,  Phyllis  Shuttleworth, 
and   Virginia  Wright.    She  also  recognized  Claude  Dean  and  Rodney  White  who  served  as 
replacements  for  Malcolm  Frisbie  and  Dorothy  Kirkpatrick,  respectively. 

Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reponed.  that  the  quadrennial  evaluation  of  President  Fimderburk  was 
completed  on  April  1 7  when  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  met  in 
executive  session,  followed  by  a  meeting  with  the  President.     Senator  Freed  pointed  out  that 
all  members  of  the  Board  are  encoiu-aged  to  participate  in  all  committee  meetings;  so,  even 
though  the  Faculty  Regent  is  not  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  he  was  present 
during  the  entire  proceeding.    As  a  result  of  the  meeting,  at  the  following  Board  meeting,  held 
on  April  30,  the  board  offered  the  President  a  three-year  contract,  the  first  year  of  which 


covers  the  last  year  of  his  present  contract.    The  net  effect  of  the  new  contract  is  to  extend 
Dr.  Funderburk's  contractiiaJ  relation  with  Eastern  for  tv,o  years,  through  June  30,  1998.    He 
explained  that  the  procedure  that  the  Board  followed  in  the  evaluation  was  according  to 
guidelines  of  the  American  Association  of  Governing  Boards  and  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Universities.    In  addition.  Board  Chair  Jim  Gilben  included  a  random  sample  of 
the  faculty  in  the  evaluation  process. 

He  also  reported  that  on  April  30,  the  board  met  to  approve  the  University  budget  for 
1995-1996.    The  specific  item  of  most  interest  to  faculty'  is  the  5%  salary  increase  which  is 
apparently  as  large  as  the  increases  at  other  institutions  and  higher  than  most.    At  this 
meeting,  Regent  Gilbert  Miller  also  asked  that  the  support  of  the  entire  Board  for  the  faculty 
be  conveyed  to  the  faculty-.    The  Board  members  understand  that  most  faculty  work  very  hard 
and  are  genuinely  committed  to  their  profession. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-Riffe 

The  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Faculty  Leadership  (COSFL)  met  in  Elizabethtown  on 
April  8.    Members  attending  decided  to  take  a  public  stand  in  supporting  Morehead  State 
University's  attempt  to  reduce  the  flow  of  state  appropriations  into  athletics.    The  following 
letter  will  be  sent  to  the  editors  of  Kentucky's  daily  newspapers: 

Dear  Editor: 

The  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Faculty  Leadership  (COSFL),  .which 
consists  of  board  of  regent  members,  faculty  senate  chairs,  and 
other  faculty  leaders  at  all  the  Kentucky  state-supported 
universities  and  community  colleges  strongly  supports  President 
Ronald  Eaglin  of  Morehead  State  University  for  his  leadership 
role  in  the  efforts  to  control  the  cost  of  intercollegiate  athletics. 

The  priority  of  academic  programs  over  athletics  was  recognized 
by  the  Coimcil  on  Higher  Education  in  1981,  when  athletic 
expenditures  were  not  included  in  its  revised  funding  formula. 
Despite  this  recognition,  state-supported  regional  universities 
continue  to  tise  state  appropriations  to  support  their  athletic 
programs. 

Consequently,  we  strongly  encourage  other  regional  university 
presidents  and  boards  to  not  only  support  E>r.  Eaglin  in  his 
efforts,  but  also  to  assess  the  role  of  athletic  programs  in  their 
own  institutional  priorities. 

COSFL  also  elected  new  officers.    Loys  Mather  from  the  University  of  Kentucky  is  to 
be  the  chair  and  Richard  Freed  secretary  for  1995-1996. 


I  Report  on  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  self-study  was  continuing  on  schedule  and  that 
nine  of  the  twelve  principal  committees  have  turned  in  second  draft  reports.  The  self-study 
should  be  fmished  by  the  end  of  the  summer. 

Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  the  Budget:    Senator  Rink 

Senator  Rink  reported  that  the  Committee  on  the  Budget  held  two  meetings  in  the  fall. 
At  the  fu-st  on  September  7,  1 994,  committee  members  discussed  issues  the  committee  should 
emphasize  in  their  presentation  of  the  budget  to  the  Senate.  A  faculty  questionnaire  regarding 
budget  issues  was  also  considered. 

The  Committee  held  its  second  meeting  on  October  5.  1995,  and  reviewed  a 
preliminary  report  prepared  by  the  Chair.    Suggestions  were  made  for  additional  reports  and 
tables  to  be  included  in  the  final  report.    The  Committee  also  reviewed  a  questionnaire  for 
soliciting  comments  from  Senators. 

The  Budget  Report  and  the  questionnaire  were  to  the  Senate  in  November. 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  Committees:    Senator  Creek 

Senator  Creek  reported  receiving  eighty-seven  facult\'  applications  from  nine  colleges 
and  the  library  to  fill  positions  on  ten  university  committees.    The  Committee  wanted  to 
provide  at  least  two  nominees  for  each  committee  to  the  President.    To  achieve  this,  deans 
were  asked  to  provide  additional  nominees. 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  Elections:    Senator  Elias 

Senator  Elias  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Elections,  in  addition  to  its  normal  task 
of  coimting  votes  and  ballots  diuing  Senate  meetings,  carried  out  two  other  major  projects  this 
year. 

First,  the  Committee  conducted  the  triermial  election  of  the  Facult\-  Regent.    This 
process  included  notification  of  faculty,  solicitation  of  nominations,  hosting  two  faculty 
fonims  with  the  candidates,  and  the  actual  election.    The  process  concluded  in  late  March 
with  the  re-election  of  Senator  Freed. 

Second,  the  Committee  planned  and  hosted  a  spring  orientation  forum  for  new  senators 
on  April  24  at  which  they  learned  about  the  responsibilities  and  the  work  of  the  Senate. 
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Report  from  the  Committee  on  Facultj-  Rights  and  Responsibilities:    Senator  Guilfoil 

The  Committee  has  been  working  with  Donna  Masters,  Director  of  Grants  and 
Contracts,  to  finalizing  the  recommendations  regarding  scientific  misconduct  that  the  Senate 
passed  at  the  April  meeting.    Final  copies  of  these  guidelines  should  be  available  during  the 
summer  or  early  fall. 

Report  from  the  Committee  on  Rules:    Senator  Lewis 

The  Rules  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  charged  in  November  1 994  to 
compile  a  new  version  of  the  rules  of  the  Senate.    The  previous  version  is  now  a  decade  old. 
The  Rules  Committee  was  given  an  earlier  set  of  procedures,  the  most  recent  copy  of  the 
rules,  and  a  reference  list  of  rules  that  have  since  been  adopted  by  the  Senate  and  contained  in 
the  archives  of  the  Faculty  Senate  maintained  by  the  Senate  Secretary.    This  has  proven  to  be 
a  very  daunting  task.    It  is  hoped  that  the  Committee  will  complete  its  work  next  fall. 

Reports  of  Special  Committees 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and  Teaching:    Dr.  Messerich 

Dr.  Ron  Messerich  presented  two  proposals  concerning  Basic  Principles  of  Ethics  in 
Teaching  which  the  Committee  had  developed.    (See  attached  proposals  and  Basic 
Principles  of  Ethics  in  Teaching  document.)    He  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the 
document  was  not  intended  to  have  the  effect  of  a  rule  or  law,  but  rather  to  be  a  reminder  of 
basic  ethical  standards  professors  hold  to  be  important.    He  discussed  studies  that  have 
demonstrated  the  positive  effect  discussions  of  ethical  principles  have  had  on  the  general 
moral  environment  of  organizations.    Senator  Sowders  offered  an  editorial  change  on  part  B 
of  the  first  bold  statement  of  the  Basic  Principles  of  Ethics  in  Teaching  fi-om  "financially 
exploiting"  to  "exploiting  financially." 

After    general  discussion,  the  Senate  approved  proposal  #  1 :    acceptance  of  these 
principles,  which  includes  approving  their  publication  in  the  Faculty  Senate  newsletter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester,  and  requiring  the  editor  of  the  newsletter  in  conjunction  with 
the  Faculty  Senate  Chair  to  request  that  the  Eastern  Progress  publish  them  each  year  in  its 
first  issue  of  the  fall  semester. 

The  Senate  approved  proposal  #2:    the  Faculty  Senate  sending  a  letter  to  the  Student 
Senate  urging  them  to  consider  drafting  and  publishing  (especially  in  the  first  issue  of  the 
Eastern  Progress  in  the  fall  semester)  a  parallel  list  of  ethical  principles  for  students. 
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The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Alternative  Schedules  for  Classes  and  Holidays:    Dr.  Foster 

Dr.  Karen  Foster  reported  that  Committee  was  presently  working  on  determining  the 
feasibilit\'  of  a  number  of  options.    Once  the  feasibility  of  options  has  been  determined,  the 
committee  will  gather  input  from  the  Universit>'  community.    If  specific  motions  are 
supponed,  the  Committee  will  present  them  by  the  end  of  the  1995  fall  semester. 

Editorial  Advisory  Committee  #1:    Senator  Creek 

Senator  Creek  reported  that  the  Committee  had  completed  all  but  one  item  of  its 
charge.    During  this  year  the  committee  brought  before  the  Senate  guidelines  for  a  Faculty 
Senate  newsletter.    By  fall,  the  committee  will  select  and  bring  before  the  Senate  a  logo  to  be 
used  on  official  documents  of  the  Senate. 

Editorial  Advisory  Committee  #2:    Senator  Creek 

The  committee  met  on  April  28,  and  elected  Libby  Fraas  chair.    They  decided  that  the 
position  of  editor  should  be  advertised  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin.  FYI.  and  Eastern  Progress. 
The  deadline  for  receiving  applications  will  be  August  28,  1995.    The  Committee  hopes  to 
have  the  first  newsletter  mailed  with  the  Senate's  September  minutes. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child  Care:    Senator  Kopacz 

Senator  Kopacz  reported  that  the  Committee  had  finished  its  research.  It  conducted  a 
survey  of  faculty  and  staff  child-care  needs  in  spring  1994;  it  met  with  representatives  from  a 
national  chain  of  workplace-specific  child-care  centers;  it  surveyed  market  area  child-care 
providers  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  they  were  filled  to  capacity,  and  got  information 
on  their  fees;  it  generated  several  operational  budgets;  it  met  with  Associate  Vice-President 
Marijo  LeVan  to  brainstorm  about  possible  sites;  and  fmally,  it  met  with  James  Street, 
Director  of  the  Physical  Plant,  to  discuss  renovation  costs. 

The  fmal  report  is  in  the  drafting  stage.    The  Committee  plans  to  work  on  it  over  the 
summer  and  return  its  final  report  to  the  Senate  at  its  September  meeting. 

Motion  to  Approve  Policj'  on  Conflict  of  Interest/Financial  Disclosure:    Senator  Falkenberg 

Senator  Falkenberg  moved  approval  of  the  policy  on  conflict  of  interest/financial 
disclosure.    (See  attached  document.)    She  explained  that  federal  regulations  require  any 
institution  receiving  federal  research  funds  to  have  such  a  policy  related  to  its  research. 
Donna  Masters,  Director  of  Grants  and  Contracts,  worked  with  Senator  Falkenberg  drawing 
up  the  proposed  EKU  policy  using  federal  standards.    After  general  discussion,  the  motion 
was  approved. 
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Report  from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs:    Senator  Enzie 

Senator  Enzie  moved  that  the  following  change  be  made  for  the  College  of  Education: 

that  the  name  of  the  option  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Special 
Education  degree  program  be  changed  FROM  "Trainable 
Mentally  Handicapped"  TO  "Moderate  and  Severe  Disabilities." 

The  motion  was  approved.

.students   on   any  ground,    especially  race,    gender,    or   ethnic  background.

This    responsibility  includes: 

a.  Acknowledging   legitimacy  of   student  requests  both   for  appointments  outside  of 
office   hours   and   for  our  participation   in   student   activities; 

b.  Respecting   the  educational  pursuits   of   our   students   regardless   of  their  majors;

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The  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Teaching  and  Research  proposes  that  the  Faculty  Senate 
take  the  following  actions  concerning  the  attached  Basic  Principles  of  Ethics  in  Teaching: 

Proposal  #1 

That  the  Facility  Senate  accept  these  principles,  approve  their  publication  in  the  Faculty 
Senate  Newsletter  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  semester,  and  require  the  editor  of  the  Newsletter 
in  conjunction  with  the  Faculty  Senate  Chair  to  request  that  the  Eastern  Progress  publish  them 
each  year  in  its  first  issue  of  the  Fall  semester. 

Justification 

The  Factilty  Senate's  endorsement  and  publication  of  these  principles  can  help  to  sustain 
a  moral  teaching  environment  on  this  campus.  A  good  moral  environment  helps  teachers  to 
take  pride  in  their  ethical  behavior  toward  their  students,  makes  it  easier  for  students  to  see  that 
their  teachers  behave  ethically  toward  them  out  of  a  genuine  moral  respect  for  them,  and  can 
help  to  educate  new  faculty  members  on  how  to  behave  in  an  ethical  manner  toward  their 
students.  It  is  not  our  suggestion  that  there  is  weakness  in  EKlTs  moral  environmeitt.  Rather  it 
is  our  belief  that  it  is  part  of  our  moral  responsibility  as  teachers  to  seek  ways  to  strengthen  that 
envirortment  whenever  sensible  improvements  are  available.  The  Ethics  Committee  thinks  that 
the  passing  and  pubhcizing  of  these  basic  principles  are  such  sensible  improvements. 


Proposal  #2 

That  the  Faculty  Senate  send  a  letter  to  the  Student  Senate  tirging  them  to  consider, 
drafting  and  publishing  (especially  in  the  Eastern  Progress's  first  issue  of  the  Fall  semester)  a 
jjarallel  list  of  ethical  principles  for  students. 

Justification 

The  moral  environment  on  campus  as  it  concerns  the  educational  process  involves  the 
students  as  well  as  the  faculty.  Consequently,  a  list  of  basic  principles  for  students,  paralleling 
the  faculty  list,  should  be  seen  as  contributing  equally  to  the  moral  environment  on  campus. 
Manifestly  such  a  hst  should  come  from  the  students.   So,  we  urge  the  Faculty  Senate  to  suggest 
that  the  Student  Senate  consider  this  project 
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Xn -roducti en 

Eastern  Kentucky  University  enccurages  interaction  with  both 
the  public  and  private  sectors  as  an  important  component  of  all 
education,  public -ser-v^ice  activities,  and  research.   Accordingly, 
the  University  is  comjnitted  to  conducting  its  sponsored  projects 
within  the  highest  standards  of  integrity.   This  includes  the 
identification  of  the  potential  for  conflicts  of  interest,  and 
further,  ensuring  that  the  significant  financial  interest  of  an 
individual  investigator  does  not  compromise  the  objectivity  of 
his/her  funded  research  or  educational  activities. 

Federal  agencies  have  revised  their  grants  administration 
policies  to  recruire  that  all  grant  applicants  adopt,  and  enforce, 
written  policies  regarding  conflicts  of  interest.   These  new 
requirements  include  a  Financial  Disclosure  Statement  which  must 
be  completed  by  the  appropriate  investigator  and  forwarded 
for  review  through  the  designated  University  channels. 
P'ur'pose 

Public  trust  in  the  University's  sponsored  research  and 
educational  activities  must  remain  high.   The  University  has  no 
interest  in  setting  forth  detailed  policies  and  procedures  that 
might  interfere  with  employees'  legitimate  outside  interest; 
rather,  its  desire  is  to  protect  the  credibility  of  the  University 
as  well  as  its  investigators.   The  University  has  a  clear 
responsibility  to  identify,  manage,  reduce,  and/or  eliminate  all 
potential  conflicts  of  interest.   It  is  the  purpose  of  this  policy 
to  define  conflicts  of  interest,  identify  those  individuals  who 
must  report  possible  conflicts  of  interest,  clarify  the  potential 
for  such  conflicts,  and  delineate  the  proper  procedures  for 


reviewing  and  addressing  all  potential  conflicts  cf  interest. 

These  policies  apply  to  all  sponsored  research  and 
educational  activity  projects. 
Definitions 

The  terms  used  in  this  policy  statement  are  defined  as 

follows : 

A.  University  -  Eastern  Kentucky  University 

B.  Conflict  cf  Interest  -  Situations  in  which  financial  or ■ 
other  personal  considerations  may  compromise,  or  have  the 
appearance  of  ccm.promising,  an  investigator's 
professional  judgment  in  conducting  and/or  reporting 
research.   Conflict  occurs  when  an  investigator's 
professional  decisions  are  determined  by  considerations 
of  financial  gain  for  themselves  or  their  immediate 
family  or  give  improper  advantage  to  an  associated 
entity. 

C.  Associated  Sntitv  -  Any  trust,  organization,  or 
enterprise  (other  than  the  University)  over  which  the 
investigator,  or  any  member  of  the  immediate  family, 
exercises  a  controlling  interest . 

D.  Significant  Financial  Interest  -  Anything  of  monetary . 
value,  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

■  Salary  or  other  payments  for  services  (e.g., 
consulting  fees/honoraria) 

■  Equity  interest  (e.g.,  stocks,  stock  options  or 
ether  ownership  interests) 
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■  Intellectual  property  rights  (e.g.,  patents, 
copyrights,  and  royalties  from  such  rights) 

This  term  does  not  include: 

'   ■  Salary,  royalties  or  other  remuneration  from  the 
University 
'..      ■  Income  from  seminars,  lectures  or  teaching 

engagements  sponsored  by  public  or  non-profit 
entities 

■  Income  from  service  on  advisory  committees  or 
review  panels  for  public  or  non-profit  entities 

■  Financial  interests  in  business  enterprises,  or 
entities,  if  the  value  of  such  interests  do  not 
exceed  $5,000  per  annum,  or  represent  more  than  a 
5  percent  ownership  interest  for  any  one 
enterprise  when  aggregated  for  the  investigator 
and  his/her  immediate  family. 

E.  Investigator  -  Principal  investigator/project  director, 
co-principal  investigator,  or  any  other  person  at  the 
University  who  is  responsible  for  the  design,  conduct,  or 
reporting  of  research  or  educational  activities  funded, 
or  proposed  for  funding,  by  any  external  sponsor. 

F.  Immediate  Family  -  Investigator's  spouse  and  dependent 
children. 

G.  Negative  Disclosure  -  Refers  to  Financial  Disclosure 
Form  (Attachment  B)  which,  after  review,  indicates  no 
potential  financial  conflict  on  the  part  of  the 
investigator  completing  the  form. 
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H.   Positive  Disclosure  -  Refers  to  Financial  Disclosure 

Form  (Attachment  B)  which,  after  review,  indicates  there 
is  either  enough  evidence,  or  enough  doubt,  to  require 
further  review  by  a  University  Conflict-of-interest 
Review  Committee  (CIRC) . 

I.   Office  of  Record  -   The  University  office  designated  to 
maintain  files,  actions,  and  records  pertaining  to 
Financial  Disclosure  Forms  completed  by  an  investigator. 
Records,  including  the  disclosure  form  and  any  subsequent 
actions  taken  to  resolve  conflicts  of  interest,  must  be 
kept  on  file  for  three  years  following  termination  of  a 
sponsored  award,  or  until  the  resolution  of  any 
government  actions  involving  those  records,  whichever 
is  longer. 

J.   Conflict-of-interest  Review  Committee  (CIRC) 

The  University's  standing  committee  on  Research  will 
constitute  the  Conflict-of-interest  Review  Committee 
.(CIRC)  with  the  following  two  changes.   First,  the  Chair 
of  the  Conflict-of-interest  Review  Committee  shall  be  the 
Director  of  Grants  and  Contracts .   Second,  the  University 
Counsel  shall  serve  as  a  continuing  member  of  the  CIRC. 
The  committee's  charge  will  be  to  review  all     ^ 
positive  conflicts-of -interest  situations  for  the  purpose 
of  managing,  reducing,  or  eliminating  potential 
conflicts-of -interest . 

K.   Confidentiality  of  Records  -  To  the  extent  permitted  by 
law,  all  records  of  financial  interest  submitted  by  an 
investigator  are  to  be  maintained  in  the  respective 
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Office  of  Record  with  the  very  highest  level  of  security 
and  strictest  confidentiality. 

L^ Memorand-um  of  Understanding  (MOU)  -  A  document  developed 

and  agreed  to  by  an  investigator  and  the  (CIRC)  which 
would  constitute  a  plan  for  the  resolution  of  an 
identified  conflict  or  potential  conflict  of  interest. 
Disclosure  and  Review 

In  those  instances  where  the  University  is  engaged  in,  or 
intends  to  engage  in,  a  sponsored  project,  a  conflict  of  interest 
3MY  occur  if  the  investigator's  affiliation  with  the  external 
organization  specifically  meets  any  of  the  following  criteria: 

A.  The  investigator  is  an  officer,  director,  partner, 

-  trustee,  employee,  advisory  board  member,  or  agent  of  an 
external  organization  funding  a  sponsored  project  in 
which  the  investigator  is  participating  in  any  capacity. 

B.  The  investigator  is  the  actual  or  beneficial  owner  of 
more  than  5  percent  of  the  voting  stock  or  controlling 
interest  of  such  external  organization. 

C.  The  investigator  derives  income  of  more  than  $5,000  per. 
year  from  an  organization. 

D.  The  investigator's  immediate  family  meets  any  of  the 
criteria  stated  in  A-C  above.   ,  *

A  Financial  Disclosure  Form  must  not  only  be  completed,  but 
review  must  be  completed  prior  to  the  University's  acceptance  of  a 
sponsored  project.   The  Financial  Disclosure  Form  (Attachment  A) 
must  be  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  investigator's  immediate 
supervisor  in  order  to  initiate  the  review  process.    The 
disclosure  form  will  be  reviewed  by  the  immediate  supervisor  for 
purposes  of  distinguishing  between  Negative -Disclosure  - 
disclosure  that  reveals  no  financial  conflict  -  and  Positive 
Disclosure  -  disclosure  that  requires  additional  review. 

In  those  instances  where  the  investigator's  immediate 
supervisor  concludes  that  the  disclosure  form  clearly  represents  a 
Negative  Disclosure,  the  supervisor  will  forward  the  form  to  the 
next-level  supervisor  for  concurrence.   If  the  next-level 
supervisor  agrees  that  there  is  no  conflict,  that  particular 
supervisor's  office  so  advises  the  investigator  in  writing  and 
becomes  the  official  OFFICE  OF  RECORD  for  Negative  Disclosure 
Forms.   In  those  cases,  the  investigator  may  proceed  without 
further  review. 

In  those  instances  where  the  investigator's  immediate 
supervisor  or  the  next-level  supervisor  concludes  that  the     i. 
disclosure  form  does  represent  a  Positive  Disclosure,  or  if  tbey 
have  the  slightest  doubt,  that  supervisor  will  advise  the 
investigator,  in  writing,  and  will  forward  the  form  directly  to 
the  Chair  of  the  (CRIC)  .   A  majority  of  the  CIRC  membership  will 
consititute  a  quorum.   The  chair  of  the  CIRC  will  vote  only  in  the 
case  of  a  tie. 
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In  reviewing  Positive  Disclosure,  the  CIRC   will  be  guided 
by  the  following  practices  and  apply  them  as  necessary: 

A.  Assure  adherence  to  all  relevant  governmental  and 
University  policies. 

B.  Consider  the  nature,  and  extent,  of  the  financial 
interest  in  the  relationship  between  the  investigator  and 
the  sponsoring  organization. 

C.  Obtain  additional  information  from  the  investigator  as 
may  be  necessary  in  resolving  conflicts. 

D.  Act  within  ten  (10)  working  days  so  as  not  to  unduly 
delay  the  conduct  of  the  sponsored  project. 

in  the  final  analysis,  the  CIRC  may  take  any  one  of  the 
following  actions : 

A.  Approve  the  Financial  Disclosure  Form  as  revealing  no 
financial  conflict  of  interest,  thereby,  allowing  for  the 
acceptance  of  the  respective  sponsored-project  award. 

B.  Approve  the  Financial  Disclosure  Form  subject  to 
modifications. 

C.  Disapprove  the  Financial  Disclosure  Form  as  revealing  an 
unresolvable  financial  conflict  of  interest,  thereby, 
negating  the  submission,  or  acceptance  of,  a  respective 
sponsored-project  award.   Once  any  of  the  above-mentioned 
options  are  exercised,  the  Chair  of  the  CIRC  will  advise 
the  investigator  in  writing,  and  that  office  will 
officially  become  the  OFFICE  OF  RECORD  for  all  reviewed 
Positive  Disclosure  Forms. 

If  an  investigator's  financial  situation  changes,  in 
terms  of  new  financial  interests,  after  the  s-ubmission  of 
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a  financial  disclosure  form,  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
that  investigator  to  update  his/her  situation  by 
immediately  submitting  another  Financial  Disclosure  Form 
showing  these  financial  changes .   In  the  case  of  multi- 
year  funding,  a  review  of  an  investigator's  situation 
must  take  place,  at  least,  annually. 
Appeals  Process 

If  the  investigator  is  dissatisfied  with  the  conclusion  of 
the  CIRC,  that  individual  may,  within  five  (5)  working  days, 
appeal  in  writing  directly  to  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and 
Research.   The  Dean  will  confer  with  the  investigator,  as  well 
as  the  CIRC,  to  the  extent  necessary  and  respond,  in  writing,  to 
the  investigator  with  a  decision  within  ten  (10)  working  days. 
The  decision  of  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and  Research  may  be 
appealed  through  the  appropriate  University  channels. 
Violations  of  Policy 

Any  violations  of  this  policy,  such  as  willful  concealment  of 
financial  interest  by  an  investigator,  may  result  in  sanctions 
being  imposed  upon  the  violating  individual  (s)  .   The  CIRC  will 
review  any  alleged  violations  brought  to  its  attention.   That 
Committee  will  make  written  recommendations  to  the  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies  and  Research,  who  will  confer  with  the  Vice-  ^ 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Research  prior  to  the 
imposition  of  any  sanctions.   The  ultimate  decision  regarding 
sanctions  to  be  imposed  will  be  that  of  the  Vice-President  of 
Academic  Affairs  and  Research  and  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  The 
Eastern  Kentucky  University  Facultv-Staf f  Handbook.   The  decision 
by  the  Vice  President  may  be  appealed  to  the  President. 
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If  the  failure  of  an  investigator  to  comply  with  the 
conflict-of-interest  policy  of  the  University  has  directly  biased 
the  design,  conduct,  or  reporting  of  the  externally  funded 
research,  or  educational  activity,  the  University  will  promptly 
notify  the  external  agency  of  the  corrective  action  taken.   This  ■ 
notification  process  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Qiair  of 
the  CIRC. 
Sponsor  Recjuirements 

Some  sponsors,  particularly  governmental  agencies,  may  have 
requirements  that  differ  from  this  policy  with  regard  to  the 
timing  and/or  frequency  of  disclosures  and  other  provision  as 
well.   When  differences  occur,  the  sponsor's  requirements  shall 
prevail . 

The  CIRC  will  arrange  to  keep  the  relevant  agency  informed 
if  the  institution  finds  that  it  is  unable  to  satisfactorily 
manage  an  actual,  or  potential,  conflict  of  interest  situation.

FACULTY  SENATE  MINUTES 
EASTERN  KENTUCKY  L^TVERSITY 

September  11,  1995 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University  met  on  Monday,  September  1 1 , 
1995.  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room  of  the  Powell  Building.    Senate  Chair  Richard  Rink  called 
the  first  meeting  of  the  1995-1996  academic  year  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.

Visitors  to  the  Senate  were:    Dr.  Terry  Friel.  Management  and  Marketing  Department; 
Mr.  Matt  McCarty,  Eastern  Progress;  and  Dr.  Gil  Smith.  An  Department. 

Approval  of  the  Minutes 

Senator  Rink  called  for  additions  or  corrections  to  the  May  1  minutes.    There  being 
none,  the  minutes  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  he  and  others  have  been  w^orking  with  the  Council 
on  Higher  Education  (CHE)  on  a  strategic  plan  for  Kentucky  higher  education.    The  president 
noted  that  he  has  consulted  Senators  Rink  and  Freed  about  the  strategic  plan.    A  draft  of  the 
plan  has  been  developed  and  the  CHE  will  act  on  the  plan  at  its  October  meeting.    Eastern's 
Southern  Association  Self-Study  report  has  been  written.    There  are  twenty-six  recomen- 
dations,  ninety-four  suggestions,  and  fourteen  commendations.    The  recommendations  and 
suggestions  in  the  self-study  have  been  sent  to  people  responsible  for  comment  in  each 
particular  area. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Rink 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday.  August  28.    Under  old  business,  the 
Executive  Committee  reviewed  reports  from  two  standing  committees,  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  the  Committee  on  Faculty'  Rights  and  Responsibilities.    The  Executive  Committee 
also  reviewed  reports  from  special  committees  including  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Child 
Care,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Alternative  Class  and  Holiday  Schedules.  Editorial  Advisory 
Committee  #1.  and  Editorial  Advison.-  Committee  #2.    The  Executive  Committee  agreed  that 
since  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Ethics  in  Research  and  Teaching  has  no  further  business  to 
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conduct,  it  is  therefore  discharged  of  its  duties. 

Under  new  business,  the  Executive  Committee  considered  whether  further  study  should 
be  made  for  sharing  sick  lea%e  credits  among  facuhy  and  staff.    This  request  was  brought  to 
the  Executive  Committee  by  a  member  of  the  staff    In  discussion,  the  committee  feh  that 
such  a  plan  could  force  more  restrictions  on  faculty  use  of  time  and  complicate  matters  for 
facult\'  covering  classes  for  colleagues.    The  Executive  Committee  decided  not  to  recommend 
further  study  of  this  issue. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  asked  if  it  would  be  of  importance  for  this  committee 
to  provide  a  summary  of  the  SACS  report  to  the  Senate  members.    The  committee  felt  that 
the  Senate  could  find  itself  mired  in  lengthy  discussions.    The  Executive  Committee 
recommended  against  such  a  report  and  requested  that  members  be  encouraged  to  review  the 
SACS  report  when  copies  are  made  available  at  the  libran.'  and  at  the  offices  of  college  deans. 

The  Executive  Committee  agreed  that  a  motion  be  presented  to  the  Senate    for 
establishing  the  selection  of  an  acting  secretar\-  if  the  elected  secretary  is  unavailable. 

The  Chair  announced  that  in  accordance  with  Senate  by-laws,  Allen  Engle  has  agreed 
to  ser\e  as  Acting  Faculty'  Senate  Chair  in  the  e\ent  that  the  elected  Faculty  Senate  Chair  and 
the  President  of  the  Senate  are  unavailable  for  conducting  Senate  meetings. 

The  Chair  also  announced  that  there  would  be  elections  to  fill  vacancies  on  two 
standing  committees  (Comminee  on  the  Budget  and  Comminee  on  Elections):  that  a  date  has 
been  set  for  the  Parliamentary  Workshop:  and  that  the  Chair  would  be  meeting  with  Student 
Senate  President  Joseph  Hoffman,  as  well  as  attending  Student  Senate  meetings. 

Report  from  the  Faculty'  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  all  Kentucky  state  universities  should  be  aware  of  attempts 
by  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  (CHE)  to  infringe  on  the  academic  integrity  of  each 
instimtion.    These  attempts  can  be  observed  in  the  drafts  and  revisions  of  the  funding  model 
and  of  the  Strategic  Plan  for  1995-2000.    Careful  reading  of  the  fine  print  in  both  these 
documents  re\eals  an  attempt  by  the  Council  to  increase  its  authorit>'  over  institutions,  both  in 
terms  of  academic  interference  and  fiscal  control.    Senator  Freed  mentioned  he  has  written 
tvvo  strongly  worded  letters  to  the  Council  expressing  his  dissatisfaction  with  their  actions.    If 
anyone  desires  to  see  the  letters,  contact  Senator  Freed. 

Senator  Freed  also  pointed  out  that  efforts  of  the  Council  to  work  with  faculty- 
representatives  on  the  Strategic  Plan  ha\e  been  feeble,  poorly  planned,  and  haphazard  at  best. 
Next  week  in  Lexington,  there  will  be  a  CHE-sponsored  statewide  meeting  of  regents  and 
trustees,  including  faculty  members  of  governing  boards.    It  will  be  preceded  by  a  Council 
meeting,  where  action  on  the  Strategic  Plan  and'or  re\ised  funding  model  may  or  may  not  be 
taken. 
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Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-Riffe 

The  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Faculty  Leadership  (COSFL)  has  not  yet  organized  itself 
this  academic  year.    COSFL  is  attempting  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  the  tvvo  gubernatorial 
candidates. 

Report  on  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Report  on  the  self-study  has  been  completed  and  copies  have  been  distributed  to 
President  Funderburk  and  members  of  the  Steering  Committee.    Copies  of  the  report  will  be 
placed  on  reserve  in  Crabbe  Library  beginning  Wednesday  (September  13).    The  report  is 
approximately  200  pages  long.    An  appendices  to  the  report  will  be  completed  sometime  in 
the  fall  semester.    If  any  minor  errors  are  detected  in  the  report,  please  contact  Senator 
Wisenbaker" s  office.

Senator  Elias  reported  that  the  committee  had  met  and  elected  Senator  Elias  as  chair.

Senator  Widener  reported  that  the  comminee  had  met  and  elected  Senator  Janssen  as 
chair.

Senator  Engle  moved  approval  of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Organization  of  the 
Faculty  Senate:    To  Change  Article  VII,  section  C.  number  3,  paragraph  a  to  read  "The 
Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  organizational  meeting  in  May  by  members  of  the 
Senate.    The  term  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  for  one  year  and  shall  begin  on  Jantiary  1 
following  the  election.    In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Chair  of  the  Senate  will 
appoint  a  member  from  the  University  to  serve  as  acting  secretary."    Senator  Janssen 
seconded  the  motion.    Senator  Janssen  offered  an  amendment  to  the  motion  to  insert  the  word 
"temporary'"  before  absence.    The  Senate  approved  the  amendment  and  then  approved  the 
amended  motion.

Senator 
Lee-Riffe  stated  that  on  page  three  under  Self-Study  report  "appendices"  should  be  changed  to 
"appendix"  and  Parliamentarian  Grise  called  for  the  word  "old"  to  be  replaced  by  "continuing" 
on  page  five  under  Parliamentary  Workshop.    There  being  no  further  corrections,  the  minutes 
were  approved  as  amended. 

Report  from  the  President:    Senator  Funderburk 

President  Funderburk  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  staff  retreat  on  September  21  at 
Ma\'A\-oods.    The  retreat,  which  Senators  Rink  and  Freed  attended,  focused  on  such  issues  as 
technology  and  computer  networking  and  distance  learning.    Considerable  time  was  devoted  to 
anticipated  changes  in  student  financial  aid,  especially  the  Direct  Loan  program. 

President  Funderburk  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  Council  on  Higher 
Education  (CHE).    Some  progress  has  been  made  with  state-wide  strategic  plans  on  Higher 
Education.    Both  gubernatorial  candidates  spoke  at  the  meeting  along  with  four  elected 
officials  from  the  House  and  Senate.    While  at  the  meeting  Dr.  Funderburk  attended  a  dinner 
of  the  Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education  at  which  Dr.  Merita  Thompson  received  the 
ACORN  award  as  the  outstanding  teacher  in  Kentuckv.    He  also  attended  a  number  of  other 
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sessions  in  which  questions  were  raised  about  some  institutions  of  higher  education  having 
small  teaching  loads  and  inadequate  student  advising  programs.    All  elected  officials  at  the 
meeting  expressed  concern  that  the  CHE  had  failed  to  address  the  engineering  school 
problems  in  Western  Kentucky. 

President  Funderburk  concluded  by  stating  that  the  recently  appointed  Task  Force  on 
Higher  Education  is  still  meeting  on  a  monthly  basis.    The  next  meeting  will  focus  on 
governance  of  higher  education. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Rink 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Monday,  September  18.     Under  old  business,  the 
Executive  Committee  discussed  releasing  the  first  issue  of  the  faculty  newsletter.     It  is  hoped 
that  two  issues  can  be  issued  during  the  Fall  and  Spring  semesters. 

Under  new  business,  the  Executive  Committee  agreed  that  while  closer  cooperation  is 
needed  between  the  Student  and  Faculty  Senates,  the  suggestion  of  a  special  committee  to 
examine  the  merging  of  Facult>-  and  Student  Senates  into  a  Uni\'ersity  Senate  is  premature  at 
this  point  in  time. 

The  Chair  proposed  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  Faculty  Senate  receive  three 
special  reports.    One  report  would  consider  telephone  registration,  the  second  the  degree  audit 
system,  and  a  third  the  reorganization  of  Academic  Computing  and  Communication  Services. 
The  committee  approved  this  suggestion. 

Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  agreed  that  present  members  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  Study  Child  Care,  if  they  so  wish,  be  allowed  to  step  down,  but  the  committee 
will  not  be  discharged  of  its  duties  since  the  need  may  arise  to  call  upon  it  for  further  studies 
on  the  issue  of  child  care. 

Vice  President  Enzie  suggested  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  the  Faculty  Senate  to 
consider  an  .A.d  Hoc  Committee,  possibly  composed  of  student  and  faculty-  representatives,  to 
discuss  student  withdrawals  and  how  grades  should  be  assigned  to  courses  that  are  repeated  by 
students.    No  action  has  been  recommended  on  this  suggestion.

Ms.  Jill  Allgier,  University  Registrar,  gave  a  detailed  report  on  the  new  telephone 
registration  system  which  will  be  instituted  in  phases  with  full  operation  expected  for  Spring 
1997.    Over  400  colleges  and  universities  use  telephone  registration.    Two  in  Kentucky 
already  have  such  systems  in  place. 
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Using  telephone  registration  will  permit  students  to  know  immediately  what  their  class 
schedules  are  as  well  as  the  locations.    The  system  will  be  used  for  drop/adds.    Once  students 
have  met  with  their  advisors,  the  advisors  will  notify  the  system  that  they  are  approved  for 
registration.    Numerous  questions  were  asked  concerning  how  the  system  will  operate,  the 
role  of  faculty  advisors  in  the  drop/add  process,  and  what  security  provisions  are  being 
considered. 

The  final  item  of  business  was  a  statement  read  by  Senator  Chase  concerning  the 
"Early  Retirement  Option  (ERO)  Policy  and  Procedures"  document  which  was  issued  by  the 
Council  of  Deans  on  October  25. 

Senator  Chase  stated  that  some  members  of  the  History  Department  have  expressed 
serious  concern  over  the  proposed  policy  change,  especially  in  relation  to  merit  pay 
consideration  and  the  affect  on  morale  and  institutional  loyalty.    Senator  Enzie  responded  that 
campus  conditions  have  changed  significantly  since  ERO  was  introduced  over  ten  years  ago 
and  that  there  was  a  great  need  to  re-evaluate  the  policy  in  the  light  of  current  institutional 
priorities  and  resources.    Senator  Enzie  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  policy  is  not  final  and  is 
still  being  studied.

There  is  also  a  possibility  that  the 
universities  will  be  exempt  from  the  health  alliance. 

The  Task  Force  on  Higher  Education  will  hold  its  last  meeting  on  Friday,  December  8, 
in  Frankfort.    Dr.  Funderburk  said  that  the  report  looked  good,  and  that  once  it  received  fmal 
approval  it  would  go  on  to  the  executive  branch.    The  President  plans  to  attend  the  Southern 
Association  meeting  in  Atlanta  on  Sunday  through  Tuesday  of  next  week. 

Report  from  the  Executive  Committee:    Senator  Rink 

The  chair  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Senate  formed  an  Ad  Hoc 
committee  on  Cost  Savings.

Report  from  the  Faculty  Regent:    Senator  Freed 

Senator  Freed  reported  that  he  had  been  approached  by  several  faculty  members 
concerned  about  other  colleagues  who  give  fmal  exams  in  the  pre-fmals  week  and  cancelling 
classes  right  before  a  holiday.    This  practice  undermines  the  efforts  of  the  vast  majority  of 
diligent  faculty  members  who  teach  their  classes  responsibly  and  in  the  required  manner. 

Report  from  the  COSFL  Representative:    Senator  Lee-RlfTe 

The  Coalition  of  Senate  and  Facult\'  Leadership  (COSFL)  met  on  November  18,  1995, 
at  the  Universit>'  of  Kenmcky,  with  representatives  from  all  Kentucky  institutions  of  public 
higher  education  present.    Guest  speaker,  former  Governor  Edward  Breathitt,  encouraged  the 
group  to  interact  directly  with  members  of  the  General  Assembly  to  let  them  know  firsthand 
what  faculty  see  as  the  priority  needs  of  higher  education. 

COSFL  then  drafted  and  adopted  the  following  statement  in  support  of  higher 
education: 

Support  for  higher  education  in  Kentucky  has  seriously  eroded  in  the  recent  past. 
While  State  tax  revenue  has  increased  by  40%  over  the  last  decade  and  enrollment  in 
state  institutions  has  increased  by  31%,  state  general  funding  for  higher  education  has 
decreased  by  3%.    Faculty  members  at  Kentucky's  institutions  of  higher  education, 
speaking  through  their  respecti\e  Facult>/Senates,  endorse  the  position  paper  of  the 
Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education  (See  attachment  1)  and  applaud  their 
efforts.    In  addition,  we  endorse  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  funding  proposals 
for  1996-98.    We  encourage  consideration  of  the  needs  of  higher  education  in  any 
governmental  discussion  of  budget  surplus  or  restructuring  of  tax  laws. 


As  faculty  members  of  Kentucky  public  institutions  of  higher  education,  we  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  work  closely  with  the  new  administration  in  its  efforts  to  gain  broad 
support  for  higher  education  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  moved  that  the  Faculty  Senate  endorse  the  COSFL  statement  of 
November  18,  1995.    Senator  Janssen  seconded  the  motion.    Senator  Watkins  raised  a 
question  about  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  that  state  general  funding  for  higher  education 
has  decreased  by  3%  during  the  last  decade.       After  considerable  discussion,  which  focused 
on  the  interpretation  of  the  3%  decrease  and  the  importance  for  all  public  higher  education 
institutions  to  endorse  the  principles  in  the  COSFL  statement.  Senator  Wisenbaker  offered  a 
substitute  amendment  that  "the  Faculty*  Senate  of  Eastern  Kentucky  University-  endorse  the 
support  of  higher  education  in  the  statement  prepared  by  COSFL  on  November  18,  1995." 
The  Senate  approved  the  substitute  amendment  imanimously.    The  Senate  then  imanimously 
approved  the  motion  as  amended. 

Senator  Lee-Riffe  mentioned  that  the  Eastern  AAUP  chapter  is  working  on  plans  to 
have  an  opportunity  for  faculty  who  are  members  of  AAUP  to  interact  with  local  legislators 
some  time  in  January. 

Report  on  the  Self-Study:    Senator  Wisenbaker 

Senator  Wisenbaker  reported  that  the  Self-Study  report  is  now  complete.    The 
November  1995  version  is  the  final  report.    The  report  is  in  vol.  1  and  the  appendices  are  in 
vol.  2.    Copies  are  on  reserve  in  the  librar>-.    The  accreditation  team  will  be  at  Eastern  March 
11-14.  1996.    Copies  of  the  plans  will  be  sent  to  each  department  and  should  be  reviewed  by 
as  many  faculty'  as  possible. 

Report  from  the  Student  Senate:    Mr.  Joseph  Hoffman 

Joseph  Hoffman  stressed  the  importance  for  each  department  in  the  university  to 
develop  a  planned  curriculum  which  every  student  could  follow.    The  Student  Senate  also 
reviewed  the  possibility  of  student  involvement  on  the  Coimcil  of  Academic  Affairs. 

Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees 

Senator  Rink  dispensed  with  Standing  Committee  Reports  so  the  Senate  could  adjourn 
early  to  allow  members  to  attend  a  retirement  reception  for  Dr.  Ward  Wright. 

New  Business 

Senator  Janssen  moved  "that  the  Executive  Committee  establish  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
of  five  members  for  the  purpose  of  determining  if  the  current  repeat/replace  grade  policy 
serves  the  needs  of  the  institution  and  its  students.    In  particular,  this  committee  be  directed  to 
consider  the  possibility  for  limiting  either  the  grades  that  can  be  replaced,  or  the  number  of 
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times  a  student  can  replace  a  grade  by  repeating  a  course."    The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Gale  and  was  approved. 

Senator  Sowders  moved  "that  the  Executive  Committee  establish  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  of  five  members  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  procedures  used  to  consider 
requests  for  withdrawal  from  classes  or  from  the  University  after  the  last  day  permitted  for 
withdrawing."    The  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Robinette  and  was  approved. 

Report  from  the  Council  on  Academic  Affairs:    Senator  Enzie 

Senator  Enzie  moved  approval  of  the  reactivation  of  the  woods  products  manufacturing 
option  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Manufacturing  Technology  Degree  program.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Kleine  and  was  approved. 

Senator  Fraas  wanted  to  know  if  there  was  any  new  information  on  the  Early 
Retirement  Option.    Senator  Enzie  responded  that  the  Council  of  Deans  is  still  reviewing  the 
policy. 

Adjournment 

Senator  Enzie  moved  that  the  Senate  adjourn.    It  adjourned  at  4:05.

This  certainly  az>csars  to 
be  the  case  in  the  south,  where  the  Southern  E^gion.  Education  Board  (SB3B1.  cf  which 
Kentudvy  is  a  member,  has  recently  released  a  report  entitled.  "Changing:  Ststas:  HTghe'r 
Education  and  the  Public  Good." 

This  report  includes  the  foilowini:  conclusions: 

••  Higher  education  is  a  major  asset  out  iis  value  in  an  uncertain  world  is  not 

aurnciently  understood; 

»■  Ths  declining  priority  of  higher  education  in  state  budgets  poses  real 

problents  for  our  future; 

►  Higher  education  must  change  in  important,  fundamantal  ways; 

►  There  needs  to  be  a  new  and  better  balance  in  higVpr  education,  especially 
between  teaching  and  research; 

»■  CoUef  "5  and  univsrsities  nesd  to  rs think,  what  thsy  teach  and  the  ways  in  ' 

which  they. deliver  instruction; 

Constantly  rising  and  high  tuition  is  a  serious  threat  to  access  and  imperils 
both  the  indi'.-ldual  student  and  all  of  us; 

»•  Better  connections  must  esist  among  our  schools,  colleges,  and  businesses; 

»•  There  are  important  ways  fax  higher  education  instirutions  to  share  within 

each  stata  and  across  szate  Unas. 

The  Senmcky  Advocates  for  mifher  Education  subscribe  to  these  conclusions  anH 
have  Keen  pleasad  to  witness  progress  related  to  m^ny  of  them  in  Ksnrucky.  The 
restructuring  efforts  implemented  by  the  faculty,  arj-r--ir''a-trr?^-rinng,  and  governing  boards 
have  done  m.uch  to  reform,  the  way  in  which  our  universities  provide  their  servLcss.    The 
legislature  has  mandated  further  acoountabiiir/  processes  Str  the  institutions.  The  work  of 
the  iiigher  Education  Review  Commissicn  rssultad  in  revised,  fbcusad  misaicn  statements 
for  each  institution  and  in  a  commitment  to  performance  funding.  As  EISSA  has  continued 
to  be  implemented,  the  involvement  and  commitment  of  resources  by  our  universities  has 
grown.  That  commitment  will  continue. 

Of  parantount  ccucsrn,  however,  is  the  current  status  of  higher  educaticn  funding  in 
Kentucky.  Consider  the  follo^v-ing: 

O'/er  the  past  decade,  largoly  as  a  result  of  tnT-tir.g  disproportioiiato 
reductions  in  state  budgsL  cuto,  higher  education's  share  of  state 
appropriations  has  shpped  from  17  to  14  percent.  As  a  result,  the  portion  of 
th©  universities'  budgets  provided  by  the  state  has  declined  from  "47  to  39 
percent.  Tuition  and  fees,  meanwhile,  have  increased  from  12  to  17  percent 
of  those  budgets. 

••  During  the  sa:n.c  ti:nc  that  the  state's  support  of  higher  education  ii3.s 

declined,  total  insliLuLional  enrollments  have  increased  by  40  percent  and  - 
community  college  enrollments  have  doubled. 


>•  Higher  educaticn  is  inextricably  LLnJkcd  to  ecor.OKiic  develimrusiit.   Ii  is  novr 

estinatcd  that  :nore  thaLrL  €0  percent  uf  ns^'  jobs  raquire  pcsusecondary 
education.  Kancucky  raxLks  4ath.  aniong  the  states  in  percar.ta^e  of  its  adult 
population  with  college  dejr=es. 

•-  Kentucky  contir-ues  to  spend  less  on  hizher  education  than,  the  average  of 

cur  neighboring  stales.  Despite  similar  iiscal  siraations,  thcss  states  have 
.^nmfthow  managsd  to  Rr.d.  the  money  to  support  their  systercs  a.t  a  higher 
level  tnan  ri-enr-c^y. 

»•  If  Kentucky  fails  to  respond  to  the  S?_£3  call  for  a  higher  pricrir/  for  higher 

education,  and  cur  neighboring'  statas  dc,  then  our  relative  position  will  be 
further  eroded. 

Accordingly,  the  Kentucky  Advocates  for  Higher  Education  propose  the  following 
cocsmitment  for  action  from  1SS5  Gubernatorial  cajididates: 

>'  During  the  nrs*  biennium  of  the  administration,  we  propose  tha:  hdgher 

education  rsceive  an  increase  in  funding  that  would  bring  higher  education  to 
100  percent  of  the  average,  acrual  rundin^  level  of  colleges  and,  ■'.diversities  in 
our  neighboring  states.    Adjusted  for  inflation,  this  would  requiro  a  7 
percent  increase  each  year  of  tKe  biennixira-  or  approxixnately  352 
•million  in  the  first  year  of  the  biennitim.  and  approximately  S54 
million  in  the  second  year. 

»•  During  the  second  biennium  of  the  administration  we  oropcsa  that  funding 

move  beyond  the  average,  actual  funding  level  of  colleges  and  universides  in 
neighboring  states  with  which  we  compare  ourselves.  In  the  long  teraa,  tiie 
srate  should  commi'c  to  a  Kenruclcy  Higher  Education  Performance 
Funding  Model  whicli  would  maie  Kentncky  competitive  with  the 
rest  of  the  nation. 

*■  Increases  in  funding  -would  be  used  to  cSec  fn'S.aticn  and  S.xed  costs,  improve 

;aculty/sta~  salaries,  enhance  Quality,  recognize  performance,  and  address 
equity  within  the  system.  Institutions  wc\ild  be  aspected  to  use  the  increased 
resources  for  anhancement  cf  quality  consistent  with  their  missions,  the 
sT=3.tegic  plan,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Commonwealth's  economy, 
performance  will  be  evaluated  thmu=:h  the  established  acco;mt''''^i''''ry    .  -__--- 
processes.  Equir.^  should  be  addressed  so  that  each  componenT cfthe  system, 
universities  and  community  colleges,  is  funded  appropriately  when  compared 
CO  peer  instirjtions  in  neighboring  states. 

►  If  the  funding  request  can  be  achieved,  the  CHS  should  maintain  its  present 

tuition  policy  which  is  designed  to  set  ruition  based  on  Kenrjciians'  ability  to 
■  pay  and  the  comparable  level  of  tuid^n  in  neighboring  states. 

»•  Statc-fanded  st'^ider.t  fr-'a-nr^al  assist-^rce  programs  should  be  increased  at 

the  same  percentage  level  as  tuition  increases,  in  order  to  help  ensure  access 
to  higher  education. 

The  Kentucky  -4.dvocates  for  Iligher  SducaLion  continue  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Vn>Tier  education  because  we  remain  convinced  that  ovir  ability  as  a  state  to  provide 
meaningful  empiojrment  oppnrronities  mr  our  people  largely  depends  upon  our  systsca.  of 
higher  education.   We  feel  strongly  that  the  current  trend  of  diminishing  state  support  is  a 
shorr-si^hted  strategy  that  erodes  the  quality  of  cur  instirations  and  undermines  the 
ability  of  higher  education  to  contribute  to  Kentucky's  economic  proexess.  We  a.=;k  you  to 
join  us  to  ensure  that  higher  education  receives  the  resources  it  needs  to  biiild  a  better 
future  &r  our  soate.  .  -  .
